on solidifying, and may consequently 
be cast In molds. Steel les between 
cast and wrought iron, both in compo- 
sition and character, and also posesses 
the remarkable property of altering its 
character so as to approach cast or 
wrought iron, according to the treat- 
ment it receives. 

A large model of the Chandler mine 
of Ely, Minn., with men at work, Il- 
lustrates the method of mining the ore. 
Among the means employed in min- 
ing are the electric drill, the mine car, 
and the explosives. Generally tron Is 
obtained from the ore In the form of 
pig or cast iron, and the other varie- 
ties are made from this. The cast iron 
is obtained by smelting the ore in o 
blast furnace. This is a tall stack, 
varying from thirty to ninety feet in 
height, into which at the top the ore 
mixed with coke and limestone 1s 
thrown in such quantities as to keep 
the furnace nearly full. Near the bot- 
tom a blast of hot air, forced in by 
powerful engines, causes an intense 
combustion, in the heat of which the 
iron and slag formed Lquefy. The 
fumes from the burning coke act 
powerfully upon the ore and free the 
iron. The limestone in’ the intense 
heat combines with the earthy matters 
of the ore and forms the fusible slag, 
which runs from the crucible below 
the furnace. The iron is tapped into 
the sand molds of the pig bed and 
solidifies as pigs of iron, 

This pig iron is of many qualities, 
depending upon the amount and con- 
dition of the carbon and silicon ab- 
sorbed in the furnace and upon the de- 
gree of freedom fram such injurious 
elements as phosphorus and sulphur. 
Specimens of pig iron broken apart 
show how the different grades may 
be recognized by their characteristic 
fractures. Part of this pig goes to the 
foundries to be cast into articles of 
cast fron, the rest is converted into 
wrought iron and steel. 

Wrought iron is made from pig by 
burning out the carbon and impurl- 
ties. By the usual method, puddling, 
the iron, placed in a furnace, is heated 
until it becomes pasty while men 
stir it with rods to expose all parts to 
the air, which burns out the impurr- 
ties. Or it may be completely melted 
in contact with objectionable sub- 
stances. The iron thus formed is re- 
moved from the furnace and hammer- 
ed or rolled into bars. To illustrate 
this process, there are two large mod- 
els of rolling mills with their trains of 
proved rolls, | n which the heat- 
ed iron passesand emerges in the form 
of bars, beams or rails. Slices cut 
from the iron after each passage of 
the rolls show how it gradually as- 
sumes its final form. Steel rails and 
beams are rolled in similar mills. By 
this treatment the wrought Iron ac- 
quires a tough, fibrous structure. Speci- 
mens In the collection which have been 
carefully broken appear as fibrous as

They Show Some Phases of the Spanish 
Occupation. 

The state in Cuba does not support 
@ single public library. 

In 1894 Spain exacted from Cuba 
taxes amounting to $26,000,000. 

Before the rebellion editors were 
banished from Cuba without the for- 
mality of a trial. 

In 1891 350 Spanish officials were in- 
dicted in Cuba for fraud, but not one 
was punished. 

Cuba has the right to dispose of 2.75 
per cent. of its revenues. Spain attends 
to the other 97.25 per cent. > 

Cuba has fifty-four ports, many of 
them in a labyrinth of keys and sand 
bars, but only nineteen lighthouses, 

In the Spanish Parilament consist- 
ing of 430 deputies, Cuba never has 
had more than six and usually only 
three members. 

On 100 kilograms of cassimere im- 
ported in Cuba there is a duty, if the 
cloth Is a Spanish product, of $16.47; if 
foreign, $300. 5 

Spain pays bountles for sugar pro- 
duced in its own land, but levies a 
duty of $6.20 on each 100 kilograms of 
Cuban sugar sent across the a 

Before the present revolutiol’ Spain 
restricted the right of suffrage to 53,- 
000 native Cubans, out of a total na- 
tive population of 1,600,000, the pro- 
portion being 3 per cent. 

Spain allows Cuba only $182,000 a 
year for public instruction and makes 
the University of Havana a source of 
profit to the state. Even Hayti spends 
more than Cuba for the education of 
its people. 

There is a Spanish tax in Cuba on 
the introduction of machinery used in 
the production of sugar, a heavy tax 
on the railroads for transporting it, a 
third tax called industrial duty and a 
fourth on exportation.

Victoria, B.C., March 29. —Petty Officer 
Rowd, of the British flagship Royal 
Arthur, has again distinguished himself by 
quick and accurate firing, this time estab- 
lishing a new world’s record for the six- 
inch rapid-firing guns, with which his 
vessel is equipped. On the flagship’s re- 
cent cruise to Comox, while steaming at 
twelve knots an hour, Rowd succeeded in 
putting eleven out of thirteen shots through 
a floating target twelve feet square at 1,600 
yards distance, having his fourteenth shot 
ready for firing when time was called on 
tho trial, for which but two minutes were 
allowed.

Warning to Farmers, 
To the Editor of the InreLLiaENcern. 


To be forewarned is to be forearmed. 
Bought witis the best kind if you don't 
pay for it too dear, and so In regard to law. 
As one who has had a little experience dur 
ing the past week in regard to the hooks 
and crooks of law, I feel 1t my duty to warn 
my brother farmers who are fn the habit of 
selling their produce on Belleyille market. 
I visited Belleville market on Saturday, 
the 21st, and offered some potatoes for fala 
and as usual buyers came along and asked 
how much for your bag of potatoes. Pretty 
soon officer Morton came along. “ How 
much for your bag of potatoes?” Having 
told him 35c. he said he guessed he had 
better weigh it. He also weighed two 
other bags I had and they fell short 4, Oand 
3 lbs, respectively. The point I wish to 
pupbestse is this: If buyers come along 
and say how much a bag for your potatoes 
you must, to clear yourself of the law, ex- 
pressly state so much for a _ bushel 
and a half by measure, or, if you 
have weighed them, so much for 
so many lIbs., as the case may be. 
If you merely say so much a bag and nothing 
more, if that bag is welghed and does not 
weigh 91 lbs., bag and all, you are liable to 
afine. The law says a bag of potatoes must 
weigh 91 lbs., bag and all, no matter what 
yon have by measure. So you see you must 
%” very careful to state the quantity in the 
bag either by weight or measure. A half 
bus. by measure simply means a struck 
half-bus, in case of grain, or enough to 
make up for the hollows between the apples 
or potatoes, as the case might be; but we

These brave days for the young 
men of Spain They were supplanted 
by the bull fighters, who entered the 
arena for hire. These men at first 
took more desperate chances than the 
others and, rode poor, 
broken down whioh were 
elow and nerveless that the y could 
not avold the cumbemsome charges of 
the enraged bull. Thé horses were 
gored, and this added to the pleasure 
of the populace. The more blood that 
is spilled and @epattered about, the 
greater the satisfaction, of the audl- 
ence. If some poor picador is laid 
low thelr delight !s supreme. If the 
matador ts hasty and kills the bull 
early in the fight without giving the 
beast a chance to gore some one, the 
audience is angry, It has been cheat- 
ed of its share of blood. 

The next step in the degeneracy of 
the bull ring, according to Spanish au- 
thorities, came with the appearance of 
the woman fiphter From the ranks 
of the Barcelona mill hands, girls with 
agile bodies, delicately curved phys!- 
ques, handsome in face and form, 
come the women bull fighters. As 
mill hands they are virtually slaves, 
earning only enough to keep body and 
soul together. As bull fighters they 
are the idols of the people, the recip!- 
ents of showers of adultation, with fine 
clothes and plenty of money to spend. 
They live under a halo of happiness 
and prosperity. No wonder it is the 
dream by day and night of all the 
pretty dark-eyed girls slaving away In 
‘the mills that they, too, will enter the 
arena some day and kill bulls amid 
the wild enthusiasm of the best peo- 
ple of the city 

It is almost meedless to say that the 
most popular of these Amazons are 
the prettiest and the shapliest. They 
wear the same garb as the men bull 
fighters, and they ride the horse 
astride. If they rode with the side 
saddle it would be a most dangerous 
proceeding, for a firm seat is essential 
to safety of life and limb. 

In the ring at some lIittle distance 
it Is quite impossible to distinguish the 
sexes. The girls are quite as tall as 
the men, and almost as heavily bullt. 
There is nothing feminine about them 
either when the fight really begins. 
They do not sicken at the sight of 
blood, but seem to gain ferocity by it, 
and they are happy in a scene which 
would cause the average western wo- 
man to faint dn short order. 

The horses which the women ride 
fre the same broken down wrecks 
which the men use. In fact, the man- 
agement finds that women are more 
reckless in exposing the horses than 
the sterner sex. 

On the day set apart for the women 
bull fighters there are women only in 
the ring. The picadors ride in on the 
equine wrecks, garbed in the costume 
of the Spanish knights of the middle 
ages. The women look very handsome 
and ride with considerable grace. Fol- 
lowing the picadors are the chulos on 
foot, who wear wonderful cloaks, and 
enough ribbon to stock a small shep. 
They group themselves so that the 
swirling mass of varigated color will 
aggravate the bull. After a short 
pause, in comes the matador with a 
naked sword in her hand. She, of 
course, is the queen of the day. The 
right hand holds the sword and in the 
left she carries the muleta, a slender 
stick with a bit of scarlet silk attach- 
ed. The picadors take up a position 
in the centre of the ring with thel: 
long lances held firmly. 

Then the bull is driven in. This is 
a critical moment. The experienced 
ones in a moment can tell if the bull 
is a natural fighter or whether heis 
peaceably inclined. If the former, 
they know that they will get thelr 
moneys worth In blood. If the latter, 
they have thelr doubts. The best 
fighting bulls are supplied by the Duke 
of Veragua, the descendant of Chris- 
topher Columbus, who visited’ the 
United States during the World's Fatr. 
The Duke's income !js supplied by thie 
business, 

If the bull is quiet and shows no 
disposition to attack at once, the pica- 
dors ride around him, prodding him 
where they can with their long lanees. 
The chulos excite him by the flashing 
of thetr gorgeous colors. It ts not In 
the bull nature to stand this for any 
length of time, and soon he begins to 
oharge right and left Horses aro 
bowled over and gored. When the bull 
has been worked into a perfect frenzy 
the matador appears for her dainty 
task, 

To kill him at one blow is consider- 
ed bad form, although it bs most dif- 
ficult The popular matadors stick 
him here and there until he streams 
blood in a scare of places. When he 
is at his wildest the matador by a 
few deft steps works to his left side 
amd at the proper inetant stands up 
on her little toes to her full height,

BISMARCK’'S 81ST BIRTHDAY. 


The Gerniaus Do Mouor to One of Their 
Greatest Felow-Citizens. 
Friederichsruhe, April 1—The §8lst 
anniversary of the birth of Prince 
Bismarck was celebrated to-day with 
great enthusiasm. The weather was 
clear and cold, and the sun shone 
bright. From the railway station, the 
postofice, the castle gates and many 
private buildings, flags were flying in 
profusion, and by noon there were 
many other evidences of celebration 
Crowds of villagers and strangers as- 
Scmbled at the entrances to the castle 
park, which were guarded by gen- 
darmes, who rigidly excluded the pub- 
lic therefrom. The bands of the Ratze- 
burg Chasseurs, the Hamburg 76th 
Kegiment and the Altona Thirty-first 
Regiment arrived at 11 o'clock, at 
which hour a cartload of flowers ar- 
rived at the castle, with a great num- 
ber of presents for the ex-Chancellor. 
The mail brought a package from 
Naples containing a present from the 

Emperor. 

Prince Bismarck was out of bed at 
11 o’olock as usual, and was con- 
gratulated by the members of his 
family. While he was eating break- 
fast the bands played outside the cas 
tle. When the Prince had finished 
eating he was congratulated by Gen. 
Von Walderze and a deputation of offi- 
cers of the Halberstadt Culrassiers, 
and the Ratzeburg Chasseurs. Pre- 
sents arrived throughout the day 
from all parts of the empire. They 
were costly and varied, and comprised 
many samples of special Industries. 


THE KRAISEK WAS IN DANGER, 


Eutire Imperial tamily in Peril of Death 
on the Rall Near Gonoa. 

Berlin, April 1.—Kaiser Wilhelm and 
the Imperial party had a narrow 
cape from death on the rail a few days 
aco shortly before the Imperial train 
reached Genoa. 

From some unaccountable reason the 
facts were suppressed, and only to- 
night the truth is learned, and thar 
through intimate friends of one of the 
attendants of the Imperial party. 

In a letter describing the trip, 
says that, while halting before the 
Konco tunnel to repair a brake, an 
express train came flying through the 
tunnel on the same track on which 
stood the Imperial train. The train 
hands, who saw the flyer coming, 
seemed paralyzed with fear, and to 
bave lost their courage; nor Was there 
time to warn the Imperial passengers, 

It is due to the vigilance and the pre- 
sence of mind of the engineer of the 
express train that no catastrophe 
curred. He managed to bring his train 
to a full stop only within an inch or 
the cowcatcher of the Imperial train

' his claims as strongly as the men who are 
ing money under the present system at 
his expense. These speculators wish to 
keep things as they now are. The draft of 
_ this very bill, which is introduced to-day, 
"was prepared by Professor Robertson dur- 
ving last session of Parliament, but it does 
_ not provide that the cheese should be mark- 
ed with its proper date. I say that this 
legislation is demanded by the farmers who 
“furnish the milk, and by fhe manufacturers 
who make the cheese. We pass laws to 
punish the farmer, criminally, if he sup- 
plies milk of an inferior character, and I 
contend that, when the same farmer asked 
“for legislation to protect him in his in- 
dustry, this House should back him up in 
hisdemand. Iam fully confident, sir, that 
“the House will do so.” 


The speaker was quite right. Unless 
we keep faith with Great Britain in the 
cheese business, in the matter of correct 
branding, we may come to lio under the 
Same injurious suspicion as the United 
States, in regard ta their filled cheese and 
fraudulent makes, which has been ruinous 


to their export trade.

FOR AGRICOLTURISTS, 

Comparative Teste of Many Varicties of 
Crops—Valuablo Reports from Ontarlo 
Farmorsa—Work at the Gueiph College 

—Ten Years’ Tostlog—Exporiments in 

Agriculture for L506. 

A prominent feature in the work of the 
experimontal department of the Ontario 
Agricultural College, Guelph, is the test- 
iug of different varieties of farm crops. 
Within the past ten years upwards of 
1,000 kinds have been grown on plots 
sinilar in size and shape, and situated side 
by side. Fully 600 of this number have 
been grown from four lo seven years in 
succession. Not only have all the avaii- 
able varieties in Ontario been tested, but 
similar tests have been made with varietios 
from twenty-one foreign countries. A fow 
imported varieties inp nearly all classes of 
farin crops have given better results than 
the best Ontario kinds in the 
seven years’ experiments, 

After the varieties have been very care- 
fully tested at the collego for about five 
years, the best are selected for testing in a 
co-operative way throughout Ontario.

For a detailed account of the various 
tests conducted in 1895 the reader is re- 
ferred to the report of the Experimental 
Union, which is published as an appendix 
to the Agricultural College report for the 
same year. This report is now being dis- 
tributed by the Department of Agriculture, 
Toronto, to those who reported the results 
of their co-operative experiments in 1895, 
and tothe members of the Fariners’ In- 
stitutes in Ontario. 

Our Agricultural College has imported 
into Ontario some foreign varieties of farm 
crops, Which have inade high records, both 
at the college and throughout the province, 
and which are becemins quite popular for 
general cultivation. ‘hose which we will 
mention in this brief article are as follows : 
—Siberian oats, Russia; Joanctte oats, 
France; Poland white oats, France ; 
Mandseheuri barley, Russia; Herison 
bearded spring wheat, France ; mammoth 
Cuban corn, U.S.; Wisconsin earliest 
white Dent corn, S. ; Salzer’s North 
Dakoia corn, U.S. ; Jersey Naval turnip, 
U. 5. ; Salzer’s Dakota millet, U. S, ; 
etc, 

Among the leading varieties of farm 
crops the seeds of which we obtained in 
Ontario, the following have made high 
records :—Dawson’s golden chaff winter 
wheat, Bavarian oats, red fern spring 
wheat, Prussian blue peas, Canadian beauty 
peas, Egyptian mummy peas, Hartley’s 

oronze top Swede turnip, improved short 
white carrot, improved mammoth saw log 
mangel, Empire State potato, ete. 

There are other varieties, both foreign 
and Canadian, which have given excellent 
results, some of which have not beon used 
in co-operative oxperiments,

When first erected it intonded 
to put a clock in the towor, but about a 
year later the contract for the town clock 
was awarded to A. & J. MoFeoo. It was 
found that the tower was not high enough 
to make the clock serviceable to a large 
portion of the town and about twonty foet 
of brisk work was added. This addition, 
for which the tower foundation was not 
intended, has caused the walls about the 
base to crack and we are of opinion that if 
the structure was examined by a competent 
architect it would be condemned as unsafe. 

The clock was put in position at a cost 
of about $3000, The works are to-day, 
after over twenty years of use, in first-class 
shape in every particular, The machinery 
of the running gear is in a tight room 
several feet below the dials and is well 
looked after by caretaker Holland, con- 
sidering the small amount he gets for the 
work. The dials, which appear from the 
street to be about four feet in diameter, 
are in reality over eleven and are of glass. 
The dials have all been cracked, but are 
securely held in position. One disadvant- 
age with the outside construction of the 
dials is that there is a projecting rim that 
catches the snow, which often causes the 
clock to stop in the winter. Itis a woari- 
some climb up the several flights of stairs 
to the clock, but the view that can bo ob- 
tained from the exalted position will fully 
repay anyone for their labor.

Let us begin with the City Hall. When 


the building was erected this was no doubt 
quite in keeping with the rest of the struc- 
ture ; but alas for departed beauty! The 
seats are now arusty, broken up lot of 
lumber; hot more than half of them that 
can be Carried safely, and certainly none of 
them fit to sit upon from the accumulation 
of the dust of ages. Tho walls of the hall 
have been broken by nails a.d other in- 
struments used in decorating and they, 
with the ceiling, would bless the hand of 
the kalsominer who first attempts their 
embellishment. The rostrum is a pere- 
grinating concern, To-day you may find 
it standing, as it were, with its hands in 
its pockets against the north wall of the 
room and to-morrow it has calmly 
walked over and sat down on tho east side. 
Successive lessees apparently have differ- 
ent ideas and tastes and the platform is 
obliged to conform thereto. The carpet 
that covers this itinerant body has suffered 
also and what was once a harmonious 
blending of bright colors on a soft textured 
carpet is to-day a faded and threadbare 
rag. The wooden blinds on the inside of 
the windows are ina dilapidated condition, 
The hall needs a thorough renovating and 
repairing. 

The Council Chamber has a much more 
presentable appearance. The furniture is 
ina good state ot repair, the carpet is 
fairly well preserved and the curtains, 
while somewhat faded, are not to way 
shabby. The walls and ceiling could 
certainly be greatly improved by a coat of 
kalsomine, 

Passing from the Council Chamber into 
the Mayor's office we find a good-sized 
room, but the furnishings are not quite in 
keeping with the dignity that attaches to 
the Chief Magistracy of the city. Thon, 
again, the room is in no sense of 
the word the Mayor's oflice, for it is almost 
constantly in use for other purposes. The 
Assessor, for lack of somewhere to go, uses 
the room, and here also the committee 
meetings are held generally. The Mayor 
should have 4 private office in the city 
buildings wherein to transact city buisness. 

Next to the ** Mayor's office” is that of 
the City Clerk. The oftice, while not 
luxuriously furnished, is comfortable, but 
there is not sufficient room for all that it 
contains, A large antiquated safe con- 
tains the records of former Councils:and 
other valuable papers, and is fall to the 
door. In a cabinet on the opposite side 
of the room are arranged a mass of yalu- 
able papers for reference, but in case of 
fire they would be destroyed. There 
should be a sufficient vault for them some- 
where in the building. The vault now in 
use in the Treasurer's office is inadequate 
for the books and papers it contains, and 
if enlarged, as it should be, suflicient 
apace could be given for the papers al 
ready mentioned in the Clerk's room. 

The police court room should be re 
moved to the old market building, be- 
cause if cannob be kept freo from foul 
smells, owing to the crowds who

It is always well heated 
and kept clean. 

In the basement of the building under 
the tower are the furnaces. The building 
is heated by hot air and, while the system 
is not modern, it works vory well. A 
room adjacent to the furnaces and directly 
under the police station is set apart for the 
exclusive use of tho caretaker and\a 
society known as the * Dissenters.” Here 
on stormy days you may hear all the burn- 
ing questions of the day discussed, includ- 
ing the Remedial Bill, the Market By-Law 
and the Snow By-Law, with more or less 
ability. Tho room has only a ground floor 
and no other furniture than some boxes, on 
which the debaters sit or stand while they 
enthuse their audience. 

The outside of the building has been 
improved lately by the erection of a 
verandah over the northern entrances. 
The verandah is roofed, thus affording the 
platform protection from snow and rain, 
A new platform was built on the east side 
last year and itisagreat improvement 
over the old narrow steps that for years 
did service. ‘lwo years ago the building 
was re-roofed with galvanized iron, so that 
outwardly it is in a fair state of repair. 

The basement under the butter market 
is now used for storing butchers’ tables 
and it is clean and in a perfectly sanitary 
condition. 

While there is room for improvement in 
several particulars, the city building on 
the whole is a credit to the city.

The outfit requisite consists of two 
dice, although the regular joints In- 
clude o canvas covered table with.a 
Projecting ridge to keep the dice from 
roiling upon the floor The correct 
form, according to local usage, is to 

the two dice In the right hana 
throw them far out on the table 
To attempt to make them slide Is suff- 
lent provocation for a fight. The dice 
should be thrown £0 as to roll over and 
over a number of times, and the ex- 
perienced player will his fingers 
fur luck as he throws 

There are two phases 
known respectively 
“fadin'.” In the former the thrower Is 
enlled the banker and Is chosen by 
lot When he lea he not only gives 
up his stake, but also quits his high 
position, which is taken by the rest of 
the players in turn. In the latter, he 
merely bets upon the other’s throws. 

After the bets have been made and 
stakes posted, the banker rattles the 
dice and throws. Should he throw 2, 
3 or 12, he loses and it ts called 
“craps.”’ If, however, he should be for- 
tunate enough to throw 7 or lly he wins 
all the stakes. If he throws 4, 5, 6, §, 
9 or 10, he must throw the same num- 
ber again in order to win. He can 
throw indefinitely as long as he doesn't 
get 7. Shokld this latter number, how- 
ever, turn up his best friends hold him 
in derision and he losea everything. 

One pecullar thing about “craps” 
that recommends It to the professional 
gambler is the fact that it is the only 
game of chance in which the odds are 
against the banker. That this, how- 
ever, Is the case is well understood 
and some ingenious mathematician has 
figured out the percentages as being 
exactly 753 to 732, or, approximately, 
31 to 30. 

In a little dark room, fn the rear of 
a prosperous #aloon not so far from the 
Toronto City Hall, the favored few 
who gain admittance can see a crowd 
of newsboys with bulging eyes and 
twitching eyebrows betting the profits 
of their whole day’s work upon the 
elusive dice. 

At the end of the table sits “‘Sheeny 
Mike,” the presiding genius, and on 
his left another individual of a most 
pronounced Semitic caste, who is known 
as a “capper.”’ It is his business to 
play and lose a little money whenever 
the game gets dull. In this game ten 
per cent. of all the bets go to the 
“house,” so that it stands to win all 
the time. 

In this dim light it Is almost impos- 
sble to distinguish faces, but the dice 
are never wrongly read, and the table 
tender calls the throws in a dreary 
monotone, while the crowd bets, swears 
and quarrels. 

The little raggedly clad specimen of 
humanity who goes by the name of 
“Tout” is the “shooter,”” while a num- 
ber of others are “fading” or betting 
against him. 

“Tout” throws a dime upon the table 
and says: 

“Shake this tenpenny.” 

The ‘faders’ cover the bet, and 
“Tout” throws the dice with a snap of 
his fingers like a pistol shot. 

“Rolls six,” drawis Sheeny Mike. 

Again Tout shoots. 

“Rolls nine,” drones the tender. 

“Rolls eight,” he says, on the third 
attempt. 

“Rolls six,” chirps Tout, as a four 
spot and a deuce roll out, and throwing 
the percentage to Sheeny Mfke, he 
leaves his stand and calls: 

“Shakes fifty cents!” 

As this Is somewhat beyond the Mmit 
of most of the crowd, only one “fader” 
responds, and excitement runs high on 
the result.

To increase the returns from our 
dairies there must be lmprovement all 
along the line, and it must begin with 
the cow. In buying a cow many of us 
think we save $15 if we pay $2 in- 
stead of $40, while it is the very re- 
verse. 

When prices are normal a fresh cow, 
after fattening her calf, should give 
enough milk to pay for herself in 106 
days; and hence the $0 cow gets out 
of debt to you as soon as the $26 cow, 
and during the next 100 days is worth 
$16 the most. I held the contrary 
opinion until three years ago. I 
bought two cows at $40 each. I was 
told that their former owner was & 
“heavy feeder,” and that I must do 
the same to get returns. I have fed 
thase cows all the grain they would 
eat, with ensilage, at a pratt, weigh- 
ing feed and milk ewch day for three 
years, and the last year was their 
best.—H, B. Barnett, in Ohio Farmer.

Now that it Is known what each side 
was willing to do, and there being such 
Slight differences of detail in the two

proposals, the temperate people are en- 


couraged to hope that when the heat 
of the coming Federal elections cools 
down there will not be much difficulty 
in coming to an amicable settlement, if 
in the Interval the breach is not wid- 
ened with injudicious action 

The proposals made by the Federal 
commissioners were that “ Legislation 
be pasatd at the present session of the 
Manitoba Legislature to provide that 
in towns and villages where there are 
resident 25 Roman Catholic children, 
the Board of Trustees shall arrange 
that such children shall have a school 
house room for their own use, where 
they may be taught by Roman Catho- 
lis teachers ; and Roman Catholic par- 
ents or guardians, 10 in number, may 
appeal to the Department of Education 
from any decision or neglect of the 
board In respect to its duties under 
this clause,and the board shall observe 
and carry out all decisions and direc- 
tions of the department on any such 
appeal. 

“Schools wherein the majority of 
children are Catholic to be exempted 
from requirements of the regulations 
as to religious exercises ; 

“ Text-books in Catholic schools to be 
such as not to offend the religious 
views of the minority, and from an 
educational standpoint satisfactory to 
the Advisory Board ; 

“Catholics to have representation on 
the Advisory Board and representation 
on the Board of Examiners appointed 
to examine teachers for certificates ; 

“Catholics to have assistance in the 
maintenance of a Normal school for 
education of thelr teachers ; 

“The existing system of permits to 
non-qualified teachers in Catholic 
schools to be continued for two years 
to enable them to qualify, and then to 
bs entirely discontinued.” 

In all other respects the schools at 
which Catholics attend to be Public 
Schools, and subject to every provision 
of the Education Acts, for the time 
being, in force in Manitoba.

Ata meeting of the Kingston Presby- 
tery held here on Thursday afternoon in 
St. Andrew's church, Rey. Mr. Fleming, 
Harrowsmith, occupied the chair and Rey, 
Mr. Wilkins, of Trenton was clerk.

W. Findlay, Superintendent of Mis- 
sions, appeared on behalf of the Parry 
Sound congregation and the Presbytery of 
Barrie to prosecute the call. In a brief 
address Mr, Findlay gave strong reasons 
for the translation of Mr. Childérhose. 

Messrs. H. Rollins, R. S. Allen, Jno, 
Gordon and Robt, Gray briefly addressed 
the Presbytery, expressing in very feeling 
terms the strong and growing respect, con- 
fidence and affection felt by the congrega- 

tions of St. Paul, St. Columba and Queens- 
boro towards Mr. Childerhose, and their 


Appreciation of the great work 
done by him during the past 
nine years for the cause of Christ. They 


desired very strongly that Mr. Childerhose 
should remain as their pastor, but did 
not wish to be selfish and were willing to 
leave the decision in his hands, confident 
that he would do what he believed to be 
right. Ifit were determined to remove 
Mr. Childerhosp they wished -him God 
speed. TInany event he would always 
haye the love of his parishoners in Madoc 
and Elzevir. 

Mr. Childerhose having been asked 
by the moderator to express his views, 
briefly said that, after having considered 
the whole case, with the earnost desire to 
do what was right, he had arrived at the 
conclusion that he would accept the call. 

Short addresses, oxpressive of esteem 
for Mr. Childerhose and appreciation of 
the great service he had rendered to every 
good cause, of his untiring energy, unself- 
ish devotion and successful labors, were 
made by the Rev. M. W. Macloan, M.A., 
Belleville ; Rey.

Austria 
could not endure Kossuth’s journalis- 
ticepen pleading for the redemption of 
Hungary. Napoleon I, trying to keep 
his iron heel on the neoks of nations, 
“Editors are the regents of 
sovereigns and the tutors of nations 
and are only fit for prison.” But the 
battle for the freedom of the press 
was fought in the courtrooms of Eng 
land and Amerion and decided before 
this century began by Hamilton's clo- 
quent plea for J. Peter Zenger's Ga- 
zette in Amertca and Erskine’s ad- 
vocacy of the freedom of publication 
in England. These were the Marahton 
and Thermopyale in which the freedom 
of the press was established in the 
United States and Great Britain, and 
all the powers of earth and hell will 
never again be able to put on the 
handcuffs and hopples of literary and 
political despotism. It is notable that 
Thomas Jefferson, who wrote the De- 
claration of American Independence,

an eterprise. If you have the afore- 
said agricultural or lentific or rt 

ligious or political idea to ventilate, 
you had better charge upon the world 
througn the columns alrendy cstao- 
lished. It its folly for any who 
cannot succeed at anything else to try 
newspaperdom. Jf you cannot climb 
the hijl back of your house, it Is folly 
to try the sides of the Matterhorn, 

To publish a newspaper requires the 
skill, the precision, the boldness, the 
vigilance, the strategy of a commander 
in ohief. To edit a newspaper requires 
that one be a statesman, an essayist, 
a geographer, a statistician and, in 
acquisition, encyclopediac. To man, to 
goven, to propel a newspaper until ft 
shall be a fixed institution, a national 
fact, demands more qualities than any 
business or earth. If you feel like 
starting any newspaper, seoular or re- 
ligious, understand that you are being 
threatened with softening of the brain 
or lunacy, and throwing your pocket- 
book into your wife's lap start for 
soine insane asylum before you do 
something desperate. Meanwhile as 
the dead newspapers week after week 
are carried out to burial all the living 
newspapers give respectful oDBituary, 
telling when they were born and when 
they died. The best printers’ ink 
should give at least one stickful of 
epitaph. If it was a good paper, say, 
“Plece to its ashes.”” If it was a bad 
paper, I suggest the epitaph written 
for Francis Chartreuse: ‘Here con- 
tinueth to rot the body of Francis 
Chartreuse, who, with an inflexible 
constancy and uniformity of life, per- 
sisted in the practice of every human 
vice excepting prodigality and hypro- 
crisy. His insatlable avarice exempt- 
ed him from the first, his matchless 
imprudence from the second.” I say 
this because I want you to know that 
a good, healthy, long-lived, entertain- 
ing newspaper is not an easy blessing, 
but one that comes to us through the 
fire. 

First of all, newspapers make know- 
ledge democratic and for the mult!- 
tude. The public library jis a haymow 
so high up that few can reach it, while 
the newspaper throws down the forage 
to our feet. Public libraries are the 
reservoirs where the great floods are 
stored high up and away off. The 
newspaper is the tunnel that brings 
them down to the pitchers of all the 
people. The chief use of great libraries 
is to make newspapers out of. Great 
libraries make a few men and women 
very wise. Newspapers lift whole na- 
tions into the sunlight. Better have 
50,000 people moderately intelligent 
than 100,00 solons. 

A false impression is abroad that 
newspaper knowledge is ephemeral be- 
cause periodicals are thrown aside, and 
not one out of 10,000 people files them 
for future reference. Such knowledge, 
so far from being ephemeral, goes into 
the very structure of the world’s heart 
and brain and decides the destiny of 
churches and nations, Knowledge on 
the shelf is of little worth. It is know- 
ledge harnessed, knowledge in revolu- 
tion, knowledge winged, knowledge 
projected, knowledge thunderbolted. 
So far from being ephemeral, nearly 
all the best minds and hearts have 
their hands on the printing press to- 
day and have had since it got emanctl- 
pated. Adams and Hancock and Otis 
used to go to the Boston Gazette and 
compose articles on the rights of the 
people. Benjamin Franklin, De Witt 
Clinton, Hamilton, Jefferson, Quincy, 
were strong in newspaperdom. Many 
of the immortal things that have been 
published in book form first appeared 
in what you may call the ephemeral 
periodical, All Macaulay’s essays first 
appeared in a review. A Carlyle’s, 
all Ruskin’s, all Melntosh’s, all Syd- 
ney Smith's, all Hazlitt’s, all Thaok- 
eray's, all the elevated works of fic- 
tion in our day, are reprints from 


periodicals {n which they appeared as 
serials. Tennyson's poems, Burns® 
poems Longfellow’s poenis, Emer 
son’s poems, Lowell's poems; Whit- 
tier’s poems, were once fugitive pieces,

Christendom with strong minds and

REV. DR. BURNS DEAD. 


A Distingulshotl Divine Passes Away—A 

Pillar of the Canadtan Presbyterian 

Church—Short Sketch of His Oacoor. 

The relatives here received a cablogram 
from Scotland yesterday afternoon an- 
nouncing the death of the Rev. R. F. 
Burns, D.D.,of Fort Massey church, Hali- 
fax, N.S. The sad event occurred at

The Rey. Robert Ferrier Burns D.D., 
was born in Paisley, Scotland, on the 23rd 
of December, 1826. He received his carly

The last afternoon waa devoted to the 
subject of orchard planting, of which 
Professor Bailey made the principal 
address and answered many questions. 
In his opinion the hope of old orchards 
is to plant new ones, His advice was 
to make the land rich and deep to hold 
moisture. The ground should be plough- 
ed in the fall or some other device 
should be used for catching the winter 
rain. Clayey lands after hoed crops 
often run together and puddle if they 
are fall ploughed, For fertilizers clover 
was advised for nitrogen, and 200 to 
400 pounds of high grade sulphate of 
potash and about the same of bone 
should be us«l every two or three 
years. Four-fifths of the orchards 
planted never amount to anything from 
lack of care, and this makes the field 
a more profitable one for those who 
give praper attention to selecting va- 
rietles and growing them properly, In 
his own orchard he is taking pains to 
work his trees over with scions from 
individual trees that are known to be 
doing well, and he will spray at least 
twice, once just before and again Just 
after blossoming time.—American Cul- 
tivator.

if ho happens to see ono winking at him. 

Now, with strict regard to the truth, 
he is a law abiding citizen enough, and 
when not out for a holiday is a pains- 
taking, steady and jnoffeusive individ- 
ual; often an apt student of nature and 
a reader When he gots the chance. It is 
your sham, nondescript, outside article 
who has neither partiality nor aptitudo 
for « cowboy's work, but, under coyer 
of an honest calling, makes it an excuse 
for a nomadio, shiftless life, a little 
card sharping and a little horse steal- 
ing, who has usurped a place in fiction 
that his betters should occupy. 

After all, a cowboy’s life oxeroises a 
spell which, whether it is on the prai- 
ries aud pampas of tho west, the foot- 
bi)ls of the Rockies or on the great cat- 
tle runs of the Australian bush, when 
once acquired can never be shaken off. 
There is a poem called ‘The Sick Stock 
Rider,’’ by Adam Lindsay Gordon, the 
Australian poet—an Englishman by 
birth, however—that has haunted at 
least one life in these varied climes.

"Twas merry in the glowing morn among the 
gleaming grass

And blow the cool tobacco cloud and watch 
tho white wreaths pass, 
Sitting loosely in the saddle all the while. 


"Twas merry in the backwoods, when we spied 
the etation roofs, 

To wheel the wild sorub cattle at the yard, 
With a running fire of stock whips and a flery 

run of hoofs. 

Oh, the hardest day was novor then too hard! 

This passion for a wandering open air 
existence, the free, untrammeled life of 
the bush, the prairie or the mountain 
side, is at once the soul and the bane of 
one’s axistenco. There is, of course, 

pleasure—such as it is—in the accumu- 
lation of riches. But atthe close of life 
is it better to say with the man 
whose sou] has not been bartered away 
for the gold ‘‘that satisfieth not,’’ and 
who has lived a clean life: ‘Ihave 
seon God's own world and know how 
beautiful it is. I have lived every honr 
of my lifo and can thank him with a 
full heart for it,"’ or with the man who 
has heuped up troasures in vain, “If I 
had sought knowledge as I haye sought 
gold, then would I not now be groping 
in darkness?" 

But why ask? 

Tho round up party consisted of about 
20 hands all told. Every day the cook’s 
wagon would make a stage of from 
eight. to ten miles, and these stages 
marked the camps, In the morning the 
party would start out in different direc- 
tions, to meet later on at one given 
point, driving the cattle with them that 
they had picked up on the way, and 
which had strayed away during the 
summer.

country, fresh Vegetables poultry, 
ORK and dairy product ire al- 
ways in demand, at fairly remunera 
tive prices, yet how little of the money 
paid for these commodities goes into 
the pockets of the farmers, who should 
recelve it all. In fact, it is no uncom- 
mon sight to see farmera buying for 
their own tables vegetables which by 
a little forethought might have beon 
raised on the farm and made @ source 
of profit 

We are not advocating the Idea that 
the general farmer should be a market 
gardener, but a well-provided garden or 
“truck patch,” should be an adjunct to 
every farm, It should be an unfailing 
source of good things for the home and 
a profit to its owner. The farmer en- 
gaged in growing staple crops has lit- 
tle time to devote to other matters; 
but at present low prices, might it not 
pay better to grow less wheat, corn 
and potatoes, and give more attention 
to producing cholce vegetables, to im- 
proving anc increasing the flock of 
poultry, and to supplanting scrub 
stock with improved breeds of cattle? 
Early and late vegetables, fresh eggs, 
poultry, and cholce butter are always 
in good demand, and farmers should 
produce these commodities, at least to 
such an extent as to supply their own 
familles and the demands of neigh- 
boring market or mining towns. 


How to Save Timber. 


I send you drawing of middle bent in 
our barn, The frame is made entirely 
of plank two Inches thick. There Is 
not a mortise or tenon in the entire 
barn, which is 60 feet square and 24 
feet to the eaves. It saves $100 to 
$500 In the cost of a barn. It required 
two of us just four days to get this 
barn ready to raise. Had it been 
framed in the old way it would have 
required about four weeks. Let the 
farmer count the difference in wages, 
and let his wife count the difference 
in the amount of bread, meat, potatoes, 
pies, etc., required to feed the carpen-

The Winnipeg and Hudson Bay Canal

Mr. Edgar asked: Has Lieut,-Col. 
Hamilton of the Queen's Own, Toronte, 
been officially asked to rm sign? 

if so, upon what grounds has his re- 
signation been d¢manded? 

Have any, and what charges been 
formulated against Lieut.-Col, Hamil- 
ton, and by whom? 

If so, has he been given any oppor- 
tunity to meet them? 

Has Lieut.-Col. Hamilton made any 
charges against the officers of his re- 
giment? 

If so, has an inquiry been 
thereon? 

Mr. Dickey's answers were; 
has. On the grounds that, as Lieut.- 
Col, Hamilton had unfortunately Jost 
the confidence of the officers and of the 
regiment and of thelr good will, 
a dead-lock had occurred highly Injurl- 
ous to the regiment,and therefore It be- 
came necessary to effect a change in 
command, 

(2) No charges have ever been formu- 
lated against Lieut.-Col, Hamilton. 

(8) Lieut.-Col. Hamilton has made 4 
charge against an officer for not hand- 
ing over to him when ordered certain 
moneys received by this officer from 
other officers ; but the officer In ques- 
tion, who was acting as treasurer for 
the whole, had recelved from other 
officers a notice that he was not to 
part with the money, which had been 
handed over to him for safe keeping, 
and he was, therefore, perfectly justi- 
fied ip his refusal, The charge, there 
fore, made by Col. Hamilton for die- 
obedience of orders, Was no charge at 
all, and, therefore, no enquiry was In- 
stituted. 

The House went into committee on 
the Remedial Bill, and discussion was 
resumed on Mr. McCarthy's amend- 
ment to the fourth clause, purposing 
to strike out the first line and’ substi- 
tute for the “Board of Education” the 
present advisory board of the province, 
‘The member for North Simcoe again 
repeated his objection to the clause, 
contending that ft was inconsistent 
with the second sub-stction of clause 
3, which vests important powers in 
the Catholic board. 

Mr. Dickey replied that the wording 
fof the section Was exactly the same 
as In the old act. Mr. McCarthy's dif- 
ficulty was a theoretical one, because 
these sections have stood side by side’ 
in Manitoba for 19 years. Sub-section 
2 of clause 3 was of much less import- 
ance than clause 4, and if, on investi- 
gation it should prove to be unworkable 
he might be prepared to drop it. , 

Messrs. Mills and Dayies emphasized 
again the point raised on Saturday, 
that It was unconstitutional to create, 
under this bill, another Board of Edu- 
cation in addition to the one created 
by the Local Legislature. While restor- 
ing the rights of the minority Parlila- 
no power to Interfere with 
the educational machinery of the pro- 
vince. 

Mr, Dickey and Sir Charles Tupper 
contended that Parliament was vested 
with full power under the Privy Coun- 
cil judgment to enact this legislation, 
that this power was plenary in view 
of Manitoba's refusal to take action. 

Mr. McCarthy, at great length, re- 
peated his views on the unconstitution- 
ality of the clause, contending that 
Parliament had not plenary power to 
legislate. 

Mr. Martin went over the whole sub- 
ject of the old schools and the system 
of their management. Under that old 
system educational matters was en- 
tirely In the hands of the clergy, Pro- 
testant and Catholic. Even if the 
Manitoba Government had never 
abolished Separate schools (as it did 
subsequently) it would certainly have 
abolished the old system of adminis- 
tration Taking up the Protestant 
board, he declared it was run by a 
clique, which managed matters in a 
Very narrow groove. It mapped out the 
province into districts, one for the 
Episcopalians, another for the Pres- 
byterians, another for the Methodists, 
and so so. And if a vacancy occurred, 
say in an Episcopalian district, it 
would be considered a breach of con- 
tract to appoint a Methodist to the 
position. There was a very strong feel- 
ing among those Intérested in educa- 
tion against the bureaucratic manner 
in which the affairs of the Prote 
board were being managed, According- 
ly the Government decided to adopt 
the principle of the Ontarlo eyatem 
with this modification, that an wivi- 
sory board should take the place of the 
Board of Education, with a member of 
the Government a member of it. That 
modification, Mr. Martin said, was 
made upon the advice of Prof. Gold- 
win Smith. It was a second amendment 
to chapter 38, passed In the same sen- 
sion of 1890, which abolished Separate 
schools, and, therefore, he contended it 
was unfair, in legislating here to re- 
ftore privileges taken from the minor- 
ity by the latter enactment, to attempt 
to amend the other chapter under 
which only the administration was 
changed

PLAGUR IN 
Chinese horities are EBudeavoring to 
Keep the Eavuges of the Disense a Sreret, 

Washington,. April 6—A report re 
ceived at the Navy Department to-day 
fiom a naval surgeon on duty in China 
contained the Information that the 
black plague has broken out in Hong 
Kong. For commercial reasons, he 
said, the authorities have endeavored 
to keep the fact a secret, but the sur- 
geon thinks this Government should 
be Informed to guard against infection 
at San Francisco. The mortality has 
been very great, persons attacked with 
the disease dying In three or four days. 
The surgcon Will remain at Hong Kong 
to study the plague. His report has 
been sent to the Marine Hospital ser- 
vice. 


BLACK HONG KONG, 


In Yokobamn, Too. 

Yokohama, Japan, April 6—The black 
plague has broken out here. 

The black plague, a bubonic diseas® 
very similar to the “black death,” 
with which it Is often confounded, Is 
one of the most frightful and virulent 
forms of contagious atiments known. 

It first appeared in the far East dur- 
ing the Middle Ages, it is said, and 
spread through Asia and Europe in the 
1¢th century. Its true home Is sald by 
some to be in the regions bordering on 
the eastern extremity of the Mediter- 
ranean, but of late years it has been 
epidemic in parts of China, and fre- 
quently epidemic in Canton and Hong 
Kong. It doubtless was conveyed from 
Hong Kong to Yokohama. 

The exact nature of the discase is 
unknown, and what makes It especial- 
ly terrible is the fact that it refuses to 
yleld to any known form of treatment. 

Nothing in the history of other mala- 
dies approaches the sweeping mortal- 
ity of the black death. In the great 
plague of Moscow in 1771 more than 
10,000 persons died in a single day 

That it should have aypeared 
comparatively clean city like 
hama is remarkable.

TOURISTS AN’ THEIL 
When Bicycles May be Brought Into Can- 
nada Vithout the Payment of Duty, 
Ottawa, April 6.—(Special.)—The state 
oft feeling among wheelmen created by 
the re-enactment of the old regulations 
governing tourists’ bicycles brought in- 
to Canada is evidently realized by the 
Department of Customs, Your corres

In short, Mr, Chamberlain's 
Zoliverein would place the colonies of 
the British Bmpire upon the same 
commercial relations as those existing 
between the States, coupled with 
tariM protection against forelgn com- 
petitors. While it is realized that the 
Suggestions of Mr, Chamberlain are 
not Hkely to find sufficlent favor to be 
framed into laws very soon, his abrupt 
and radical departure from the tradl- 
tional policy of his Government Is con- 
sidered striking evidence of the growth 
of the protection sentiment in Great 
Britain, 

Secretary Wilbur F. Wakeman of the 
American Protective Tariff League, 
sald that he was not surprised at all 
by the utterances of Mr. Chambertain, 
and added: “He sees the handwriting 
on the wall, and knows that England 
and her colonies will suffer unless the 
policy of protection is adopted. The 
English colonies cannot compete 
against the cheap Oriental manufac- 
turers Japan and China, with cheap 
labor and modern machinery, can 
make goods so cheap that no English 
colony can possibly compete with 
them. I am only surprised that Eng- 
land has not adopted this program, as 
outlined by Mr, Chamberlain, before. 
Our League has correspondents in the 
cities of Bradford and Birmingham, 
England, and they state that the 
manufacturers see the necessity of 
carrying out @ protective scheme siml- 
lar to the one Mr. Chamberlain ad- 
vocates. They have got) to do some- 
thing. 

“england employs cheap labor, it la 
true, but when that comces in direct 
competition with Oriental) Inabor, it is 
no in it, A Chinaman will work all day 
for six cents, and live sumptuously on 
it, and will do as much work in the 
factory, with modern machinery, as an 
Englishman. The English laborer lives 
on less than the American, and his 
wages are much lower, But no clivil- 
ized country can compete with the 
cheap labor of effete Oriental coun- 
trie Western machinery, for the pust 
five and six years, has been going 
into Japan and China, and the Orien- 
tals are duplicating American and 
Englnsh goods, and selling them much 
cheaper, because the cost of labor 
amounts to practically nothing. Pro- 
tection has made this country pros 
perous and kept up Wises. The Eng- 
lish people see it, and they are Waking 
steps to protect themselves. If the 
scheme advanced by Josepn Chamber- 
Jain for an Imperial Zoliverein ¢m- 
bracing Great Britain and her colonies, 
as against the rest of the world, is 
adopted, it will mean nothing less than 
the abandonment of Cobden gospel 
free trade, with England has been 
preaching for the last 60 years, and a 
long step will be taken in the direction 
of the American policy of protection.” 

This is the view at least expressed 
by Prof. Gunton of the schuol of So- 
cial Beonomies, and the editor of Gun- 
ton’s Magazine. He says that for two 
years pastin the movement for closer 
union with the colonies on the part of 
England, he has observed signs of the 
reversion towards protection. “The 
tendency undoubtedly js in this direc- 
tion,” he continued, and it is im- 
portant for Americans to recognize it 
at once, for it Is a movement hostile 
to American interests in two ways. 
It will discriminate against this coun- 
try’s general cominerce With the Eng- 
lish colonies, particularly Canada, in 
favor of the Mother Country, and It 
will affect the market for our agricul- 
tural products-in Great Britain, It is 
essential that American business men 
at once take steps to advance their 
commercial interests elsewhere. 

“Great Britain is losing her supre 
macy as a maunfacturing nation, and 
some such movement 4s this has scem- 
ed to me for years inevitable Her 
manufacturers pay higher wages than 
their rivals on the continent, and as 
as the latter get the improved machin- 
ery used In England, they are able to 
undersell the English, who are gradu 
ally losing ground. Protection and re- 
ciprocity with the colonies, [I consider 
a sound policy for her, just as 1 be- 
lieve in protection for the United 
States. Free traders here will doubt 
less try to show that the zollverein is 
only an extension of the free trade 
ayatem, but to me it looks like protec- 
tion.”

Havana, April 6.—Ints liigence reach-

among the bills around San Blaw near 
Clenfuegos, Province of Santa Clara 
be twe en the column commanded by 
‘ ol.

SIR DONALD SMITH TALKS 


The Millionaire Canadi*n Tels of Mis 

Reeent Mission to Winnipeg~The 

Commissioners Were Well 
Treated. 

Montrea, April 6.—(Special)—‘What 
will be the result of your mission?” Sir 
Donald Smith was asked to-day. 

“Though all that we wished for was 
not done,” replied he, “it may have @ 
good effect, and I hope that before long 
good will come of it. Some people 
thought that the offer of the Manitoba 
delegates was reasonable enough. No 
doubt the Manitoba delegates thought 
so themselves, and there are two sides 
to the question. Their propos tions 
were reasonable from their point of 
view, and the Dominion commissioners 
also looked uppn thelr own suggesUons 
as being very moderate. At any rate 
wo Were very cordlally recelved by the 
Ministers of Manitoba, Nothing could 
have been more pleasant. We had a 
very frank and confidential discussion © 
and 1 do belleve that they are just a3 
earnest as the Dominion Government 
(o find a satisfactory solution,” 

“Were there any strong demonstra- 
tlons on the part of those opposed to 
the Remedial Bil?" 

“Not that I am aware of. There was 
rome abortive attempt to get up a deo 
monstration, I belleve, but I do not 
think that the people of Winnipeg gen- 
erally gave the least heed to it On the 
contrary, I think that the desire 
throughout Winnipeg is to have a re@e 
sonable setUement. I heard not one® 
man, of all the hundreds I met thera, 
who did not exprese an earnest desire 
to have the matter disposed of. It Js 
very evident that it will be a very great 
relief to everybody when it Is set- 
tled.”"’ 

“Nothing remains for the Dominion 
Government now but to pass the Re 
median Bul?” was the next question.

Mr. Ashley denied all the allog 
made against him, Other witnesses from 
Belleville spoke well of him and of the 
woman who was named, The trial was 
then adjourned to April 18. 

Mr, Ashloy has shown us a copy of some 
of the evidence which discloses that Swoot 
awore that tho Globe hotel is soparated 
from Lally & Thompson's sale room by a 
gangway, whereas thore is another build- 
ing between the hotel and the gangway. 
Sweet also swore he had, in 184, seon/ 
Ashley going to thoe-rooms of a notoriou¥ 
woman over Lally & Thompson's ware- 
rooms, Whereas the police of this city 
state that the woman was not in Belleville 
in 1804. The witness further stated that 
she saw Ashley jump from a back window 
on a roof and thence to the ground. The 
owner of the building informs us that the 
notorious woman above referred to 
occupied rooms on the. second flat and 
from this flat no roof could be got upon, 
and from the flat above to a roof would 
mean broken bones for the man who 
attempted the jump, 

Mrs. Sweet tostified that she, in 1804, 
saw Ashloy, whilst she was employed in 
the hotel, enter the bar, get a bottle of 
liquor, go out of the side door and enter 
the propia where the woman referred to 
lived. The fact is that there was no side 
door to the hotel and the entrance to the 
premises spoken of could not be seen from 
any part a. the hotel, as any. one can see 
who examines the premises. Other minor 
details in this witness’ evidence were 
equally inaccurate. 

Mrs. Ashley swore at the trial that she 
knew nothing or never heard of the action 
brought by her husband against Brenton 
for impr »per relations with her, except 
what she had heard since she went to 
Poughkeepsio. A witness for Mr. Ashley, 
as well as himself, swore that she knew it 
and had a subpoena and was present when 
the verdict was given. 

Mr. Ashley has furnished us with the 
above statements, and it is upon his 
authority, that of his witnesses and our 
own observations that they are published. 

He also furnished contradictions of other 
parts of the testimony, but the foregoing

Sir Hector Langevin thought it well 
to amend the clause so as to provide 
that the books may be those in use in 
Manitoba Public Schools, or in the On- 
tarlo Separate Schools, or “in Catholic 
schools in Quebec.” 

Sir Charles Tupper said that, witha 
view to expediting the bill, the Gov- 
ernment would accept the suggestion. 

After the discussion had proceeded 
for some time on these lines, Mr. Pow- 
ell suggested that the clause be altered 
to read that the Catholic Board of Ed- 
ucation be empowered to select all 
beoks, maps and globes to be used in 
the schools under its control, provided, 
however, that no book, map or globe, 
other than books on history, morals 
and religion, shall be selected, unless 
such book, map or globe has been au- 
thorized for use either in the High or 
Public Schools of the Province of 
Manitoba, 

This left out of the selection the 
books used in the Separate Schools of 
Ontario, and Mr. LaRiviere pointed out 
that this would shut out the bi-lingual 
series and limit the text-books to those 
in the EngHsh langu while many 
of the children were French. 

Mr. Powell's amendment carried, 
however, by 65 yeas to 37 nays, Messrs. 
Martin, McCarthy and Wallace voting 
with Mr. LaRiviere against it. 

‘Then Mr. McCarthy offered a further 
amendment to permit the use of any 
books in French or a foreign language 
sary to teach English. 

This so complicated the matter that

GENERAL OTTAWA MATTERS, 





Engincer Keefer Stands Up in Dofeuce of 
the Chignecto Moring Ratlway- 
Ottawa, April 7.—(Special)—T.  C, 
Keefer, the well-known Canadian en- 
gineer, has a letter in to-night’s pa- 
pers defending the Chignecto Ship 
Railway. He says, “The engineering 
success of the railway is vouched for 
by Sir John Fowler and Sir Benjamin 
Baker, two of the foremost engineers 
of the world, and, unless there is en- 
gineering success, no subsidy is earn- 
ed, I know of no prominent engineer 
on either side of the Atlantic wag 
doubts the practicability of the safety 
of transferring ships (including gun 
boats and torpedo boats) across this 
isthmus. The safely Of vessels 15 
vouched for among others by Sir B. J. 
Reid, late chief naval constructor for 
the British Admiralty. There is no 
novelty In the matter, except that of 
putting a ship into a different water 
from that out of which she was taken. 
Before the lift-docks were invented 
ships were hauled out on marine rall- 
Ways, Now they are lifted on pontoons 
(with their keels several feet above 
the water level), where the paint dries 
in half the time it would in a graving 
dock; where, also, they must be able 

to remain without water support. 

At the Police Court this morning 
John Matthews of Toronto was given 
the full term of three years in the peni- 
tenUlary for stabbing Mr C. D. Gra- 
ham last night. Prisoner pleaded that 
he was drunk. Police Magistrate 
O'Gara said he could see nothing in 
the circumstances which would induce 
him to lessen the punishment providea 
by statute, for the prisoner’s conduct 
before and after the offence could not 
be urged in extenuation. The prisoner 
was acting indecently on a leading 
Street last night and on Mr.’ Granam 
remonstrating with him, Matthews 
stabbed him with a pocket knife, 

By reason of the House being in ses- 
sion all day, the Railway Committee 
did not meet this morning. The first 
and special order on the paper was 
the consideration of the bills of Mr. 
Casey, Mr. Maclean and Mr. Ingram, 
for promoting the safety of railway 
employes. The leading officials of the 
two big roads were on hand to watch 
the proposals.

Mrs. Cleveland and her children aro 
quarantined at Woodley and Mrs. 
Thurber and her little ones are quaran- 
tined at their home on I-street. All 
this and a postponement of a Cabinet 
meeting in addition is the result of a 
discovery in the White House nursery 
between 10 and 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Little Esther Cleveland, the 
President's second daughter, who Is 
two and a half years old, developed 
Symptoms of measles about that hour, 
Immediately there was great exelte- 
ment throughout the mansion. ‘The 
President was informed and he sent 
telegrams to all the Cabinet officers 
in town that there would no Cabinet 
meeting to-day. Miss Bathmann, the 
teacher of the White House kinder- 
garten,was sent post haste to Woodley, 
the President’s country place, and hur- 
ried preparations were made for tak- 
ing Esther and her sisters there, 
Shortly afterward the sick child was 
sent to Woodley in a closed carriage 
accompanied by her mother, nurses 
and sisters. 

Private Secretary Thurber has been 
living at the White House for ten 
days, since one of his children devel- 
oped a case of measles, This morning 
young Tom Thurber and the cook at 
the Thurber house were taken with 
the disease. Esther Cleveland and 
the Thurber children are doing well. 
Esther's Is said to be a mild case, It 
is likely that on her recovery the fam- 
ily will be joined at Woodley by the 
President and will remain there until 
they leave for Gray Gables at the be- 
ginning of the summer.

So far as Manitoba's part of the 
scheme is concerned, it is said that Mr. 
Greenway has been prevalled upon to 
forsake his present position for the 
prospect of becoming Minister of the 
Interlor and Immigration in the Lib- 
eral Government at Ottawa, Mr, 
Greenway’s special fitness for such a 
Position Is undoubtedly good, besides 
which he js a shrewd politician and 
would command a strong following from 
the west.

SUSPECTS ROT IN THE JAILS, 





How the Cruel Spaniards ore Treating 


Their Prisoners tn Cubn. 


Havana, April 7.—Two hundred and 
twelve men are confined In two cells of 
Morro Castle. They are political pris- 
ouers, or ‘ suspects,” awaiting trial, 
Some have been there a week, some 
a month, some a yéar. Two are Amer- 
ican citizens and one is a British sub- 
ject. In the Cabanas fortress, close 
by, and in other prisons all over the 
island, are other unfortunates. The 
sanitary arrangements of Morro Castle 
are vile, and the prisoners suffer ter 
rible privations. 

Aside from those named, the prison- 
ers are Cubans almost without excep- 
tion, They are not in any sense pris-_ 
oners of war. They are peaceable cit 
zens, dragged out of their homes, away 
from families dependent upon them for 
support, and sent to Morro. If there 
is any real evidence against them, they 
are deported to the Spanish penal col- 
ony at Ceuta, Africa, Those remain- 
ing at Morro are men who have not 
rebelled against Spain,but whom Spain 
Suspects of disloyalty. Prisoners of 
war In Cuba are given drum-head 
court martial and promptly shot. Po 
litical suspects rot in the jails.

In 
the last beok of the Proverbs we read: ‘It 
is not for kings,O Lemuel ; it isnot for kings 
to drink wine ; norfor princes to drink strong 
drink ; lest they drink and forget the law, 
and preyert the judgment of any of the 
afflicted.” ‘That counsel is in full accord 
with Now Testament teaching, the ruler 
and the judge must have clear heads. But 
what are we to make of the next sentence!

yorish, and wino unto thoso that be of heavy 
warls. Lot him drink and forget his pov- 
erty and remember his misery no more.” 
That last oxortation is about as bad counsel 
as could be given. The worst thing that a 
person of affliction can do.is to resort to 
drink. How shall we explain it? Tt is not 
difficult to see, The writer sets up a barrier 
against the intemperance of magistrates ; his 
vision did not go far enough to discern the 
evil offects of strong drink for others. But 
the New Testament writers see further, and 
no man can to-day honestly quote that coun- 
sel in the Proverbs as God's permission to 
indulge in intoxicants.

“T thought at the time that the Do- 
minion Government might have adopted a 
more friendly mode of introducing this 
matter to the Manitoba Government. I 
thought that a good opportunity was afford- 
cd for wise negotiations rather than a de- 
mand that the Provincial Goyernment 
should remedy the grievance complained of 
by the Roman Catholics,” 

“What form do you think remedial 
legislation should take ?” 

**T have not carefully examined the bill 
before the House, but I assume that it is a 
wise provision in the case, and I hope that 
when it is passed, as it is likely to pass, 
the Manitoba Government will then make 
such arrangements as to prevent the neces- 
sity of it going into effect.” 

** As one interested in the education of 
the country, how do you regard the Mani- 
toba school question 7” 

‘LT would greatly profer a Public School 
system in which the children and young 
people in the country would be educated 
side by side, and on 2 basis not to interfere 
with denominational convictions and pre- 
judices.” 

“Tn your opinion, is it possible for 
Protestants and Roman Catholics to agree 
upon a system of religious exercises and 
Biblical instruction that could be satisfac- 
tory to both ?” 

““T think so. Both Protestants and 
Roman Catholics believe in the Holy 
Scriptures, and I do not see why they 
could not admit the reading of the Scrip- 
tures, or at least judicious selections there- 
from, as might be agreed upon by repre- 
sentative men, both Roman Catholic and 
Protestant.” 

“Failing that, would it be a proper 
settlement of the educational difficulty to 
exclude religion entirely from the school ?” 

““T am not a secularist in education, 
although I do not attach as much value as 
some to what is called religious teaching in

After service 
the strap on the bull is thrown around 
the post at hagp to the hole at B and 
the bull made to back into his stail 
and tied till the door A is closed and 
locked. The cow is then untied and 
led out of the breeding alley through 
gate D. An arrangement of this 
character can be constructed in con- 
nection with almost any barn or any 
outbulKiing. Fig. 1 gives the ground 
plan, and where any breeder once 
adopts such an arrangement he will 
never take any further risk in hand- 
ling the male portion of his herd. 


Carrots for Milch Cows. 


The feeding of roots to cows in 
winter Is generally productive of good 
results when fed in moderation. They 
exercise a very beneficial effect upon 
the digestive organs and thus upon 
the general health of the animal. The 
tendency is to increase the appetite 
and thereby enable the animal to pro- 
duce more milk. Carrots are perhaps 
more largely raised for the feeding of 
horses than for cattle for just what 
reason we do not know, except per- 
haps that horses are more fond of car- 
rots than of any other kind of roots. 
They can be nearly as cheaply raised 
as other roots and are more valuable 
than turnips. Allen, In his American 
Farm Book, says that carrots “are 
good for working cattle, and unsur- 
passed for milch cows, producing a 
great flow of milk and a rich yellow 
cream.” A half-bushel of carrots each 
day per cow would be a very desir 
able addition to a ration of hay and 
grain and will no doubt increase the 
quantity of milk and probably  im- 
prove the color of cream ad butter 
made from the milk, provided some 
yellow variety of the carrot is used.— 
Director C. O. Milage, R.I. Exp. Sta.

remedial order was issued the Govornor 
Geonoral asked Mr, Greenway to confor 
with him, and with that end in view the 
Manitoba Promicr visited Ottawa, Tho 
first mau to seo Mr. Greenway was Mr. 
Laurier. Nothing came of tho visit to the 
capital ; nothing was done for “my op: 
** pressed and down-troddon compatriots,” 
though an arrangement might have boon 
reached had Mr, Laurier not interfored. 
In July, 1895, the Dominion Government 
made wnother advance to Manitoba. It 
intimated that the terms of the remedial 
order had been misunderstood, and that 
moderate reliof alone was proposed. Mr, 
Laurier thon commenced a campaign in 
Quebec, assorting that woro ho Premior hoe 
would bring ‘this man Greonway’’ to 
time ; he would pass a remedial law ; for, 
unlike his opponents, he had no Orange- 
men in his party to obstruct him. 
This campaign io Queboo was followed by 
a progress in Ontario, during which Mr. 
Laurier said that a settlomont could not be 
reached through harsh measures ; what 
was wanted was conciliation, or sunny 
ways, the oxercise of which would certain- 
ly result in action by Manitoba hersolf. 
Immediately that the campaign in Ontario 
was concluded Mr. Sifton made a hurried 
visit to Montreal, and held an all-Sunday 
conference with Mr. Laurier. The results 
of that consultation were first a sharp re- 
ply in the nogative to the Dominion ad- 
vance, and a general cloction in Manitoba, 
with ‘‘no conciliation” as the battlocry. 
Obviously tho Manitoba Ministers, of | 
whom Mr. Laurier had told the people of 
Ontario that they would settle this qnes 
tion themselves if dealt with in a kindly 
spirit, were advised by Mr. Laurier to 
go to the electors and secure a min- 
date requiring them not to act at all. 
Now comes the final passage in this story 
of deception and mischief, By an unhappy 
accident the Opposition leador, in his 
Parliamentary speech advocating the de- 
feat of the bill, which he said in Quebec ho 
would support, repeated his statement that 
Manitoba would remove the question from 
Fedoral politics if courteously and politely 
approached. The Government took him 
at his word, and appointed tho commis: 
sioners to negotiate. Mr. Laurier was 
now in an awkward position. He had ad- 
vised the Manitoba end of his party to 
enter into an election pledging itself 
agains action ; he had solemnly told the 
people of Canada that if Ottawa would be 
conciliatory Winnipeg would certainly act. 
His announcement in Parliament and in 
the Ontario constituencies must turn out 
to be false unless the Manitoba Minis- 
ters should retreat from the si- 
tion he had advised them to take. For 
some time the party organs gallantly 
struggled to get Mr. Laurier out of the 
dilliculty by urging the Manitobans not to 
negotiate unless the Remedial bill were 
withdrawn. ‘This expediont was, however, 
destined to failure, for the reason that a 
refusal to negotiato under any circum- 
stances would have exposed Mr. Laurier’s 
duplicity. A new scheme had therefore to 
be devised, and under Mr. Laurior’s 
mavagement it was worked. The schemo 
was to negotiate as promised, but to offer 
acompromise that the Dominion Com- 
inissioners, In justice to the Protestants 
not less than to the Roman Catho- 
lics, could not accept—namely the secular- 
ization of the schools on the Martin basis. 
Mr. Laurier could not decently escape 
the negotiations; but he could, and he 
did, pull the wires in order to get from 
his Manitoba frionds a proposal which 
was bad, and which through his servile 
party agencies he could represent to the 
poms of Ontario as fair and proper. Tho 
ominion Goyernment has come out of 
the negotiations with honor. It has en- 
deavored to settle.a burning question in 
Manitoba, on exceedingly moderate lines. 
Mr, Laurier, on the other hand, figures 
throughout the entire business as a mis- 
chief-maker, He has intrigued to pre- 
vent action in Manitoba. He has created 
an opinion favorable to Federal inter- 
vention in Quebec, and he has pretended 
in Ontario that he is against ‘* coercion.” 
If an example of duplicity equal to that of 
the Opposition leader on this issue can be 
discovered it would be well to have it 
named, that men of honor might be en- 
abled to denounce it.—Mail and Empire.

1] MAKES ALL THE LIFFERENCE- 


Some American Politicians Deny That the | 
Varis Tribuanl Made an Award io 
the Sehring Sea Matter. 

Washington, April 8—The executive 
session of the Senate this afternoon 
was devoted principally to the recep- 
tion of a report from Mr. Sherman, 
chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations,on the treaty now before tho 
Senate relating to the appointment of 
a commission for the assessment of 
damage growing out of the selzure of 
Canadian vessels for violation of the 
regulations relating to the Behring 
Sea fur seal fisheries. Mr. Sherman 
reported a few amendments, which 
were ordered printed. The treaty will 
be taken up in @ few days. 

The amendments reported will not 
change the text of the treaty in any 
material manner. The addition of four 
vessels, not included in the statement 
of fact submitted to the Paris tribu- 
nal, which was thrown out by the com- 
mittee, has been permitted to stand. 

The word “award,” as used in the 
treaty has, however, been expurgated, 
for the reason that the members of the 
committee do not agree with the claim 
of the British Ambassador, that the 
Paris tribunal made any award in 
connection with this matter. On the 
contrary, they contend that the ques- 
tion of damages was not before the 

| tribunal, and that it expressly declin- 
! ed to consider any question relating to 
| damages. Belleving that the word 
| “award,” if permitted to stand, might 
lead to confusion, the committee has 
reported in favor of striking it out. 
and changing the text relating to the 
| Statement of fact, so as to read: “As 
found by the Paris tribunal,” instead 
of “found by the award of the 
Paris tribunal.” The only other 
amendment of consequence is one that 





provides that the commission may sit ; 


either at Vancouver or San Francisco, 
the original draft of the convention 
stipulating that the sessions should all 
be held in Vancouver.

Mr. Martin had a verbal amendment 
to suggest in the latter clause, which 
Sir Charles Tupper was disposed to ac- 
cept, and when Mr, Martin went on to 
speak of the character of the Manitoba 
Government, which passed the old 
School Bill, Sir Charles requested him 
to be good enough to contine himself 
to the bill. 

At this Mr. Martin flared up, declar- 
ing that the request of the Secretary 
of State had no effect on him, and that 
he would do as he pleased. He went 
on #0 say that the Conservative Local 
Government which had passed the old 
bill had been turned out by the peo- 
ple. 

“And they will turn you out,” 
marked Mr, Foster across the floor, 

“No, they can't," was Mr. Martin's 
retort, “For we aren't in.” 

After this sally the committee return. 
ed to the seventh clause of the bill, 
and, at Mr. McCarthy's suggestion, the 
firat line was changed by substituting 
for “The Lieut.-Governor in Council,” 
the “Department of Education.”

Mr. Langelier protested against the 
clause, as giving the Catholics less 
than what they had before 1890, but 
his brother Liberal, Mr, Choquette, sald 
Mr. Dickey’s proposal was fair. 

Mr. Dickey's amendment was adopt- 
ed and a further one of Mr, Lange- 
lier’s, to include “the books published 
in any country.”’ 

Clause 4, as amended, was then 
adopted, and then the Houre took up 
clause 9. 

Mr. McCarthy urged that the House 
should adjourn as a good night's work 
had been done. 

Sir Charles Tupper said he appre- 
clated the progress which had been 
made, but in view of the state of 
public business it was impossible to 
accede to Mr. McCarthy's request.

Trial of Michael Brennan for 
Murder at Barrie, 


Thirty Jurymen Were ¢ hallienged in This 
Case—Tho Frisener’s Confession to In - 
Spector Greer that Me Killed Mr. John 
A. Birathy, but Brennan Denied Malice 
Aforethought. 


Barrie, April 9.—(Special)h—All_ the 
town Is excited over the trial of Mich- 
ael Brennan for the murder of John 
A. Strathy, which commenced here this 
morning. Both murdered man and 
murderer are so well known here that 
every man in the County of Simcoe 
seems to have personal sympathies at 
stake In the case. The best that the 
defence hope for is a verdict of man- 
slaughter, and Mr. William Lount, 
Q.C,, is making strong efforts to that 
end. Mr, E. F. B. Johnston, Q.C., the 
Crown prosecutor, is, however hopeful 
that he will be able to prove Brennan 
& reasonable being, knowing right from 
Wrong, and therefore worthy of the 
extreme penalty. 

In securing a jury 15 men were chal- 
lenged on each side. The jurors ate: 
Thomas Mitchell, Beeton; Joseph Mll- 
ler, Tecumseth; Thomas Redfern, In- 
nisfil; Frank Carter, Sunnidale; Alex. 
Bell, Essa; Daniel Jamieson, Oro; Isaac 
Huk, Tecumseth; William Lockhart, 
Flos; B. White, Matchedash; Robert 
Russell, Vespra; Thomas White, Ves- 
pra; Robert Johnston, Oro, 

After the jury had been sworn in, 
Mr, Johnston addressed them, asking 
them to pay no attention to the rumors 
of the street or the newspaper reports, 
which have appeared, but try the case 
according to the evidence. Mr, Johnston 
reviewed the case for about 45 minutes, 

A.W.McVittle, the first witness sworn, 
certified to certain plans exhibited. 

Jennie Nealy, cook at the Strathy re- 
sidence, told, as at the preliminary ex- 
amination, about Brennan coming to 
the door and asking for Mr. Strathy, 
giving no name, telling her it was an 
old friend. Ten minutes after she heard 
the fatal shot. 5 

Phemile McKay, the housemaid, re- 
ceived the message that Mr. Strathy 
Was wanted from Miss Nealy, and 
went upstairs to inform him. She met 
Mrs. Strathy in the hall and informed 
her. Mr, Strathy went to the door 
and a short time afterwards, witness 
heard a noise, and, going to the door, 
saw Mr. Strathy closing it. He walk- 
ed a few steps and sank away. Witness 
smelled smoke, ran out of another door 
to telephone for a doctor and saw the 
prisoner golng out of the gate. Upon 
returning she saw deceased lying in the 
hall and noticed a mark on his left 
side, 

Mrs. Strathy, the widow of the de- 
ceased, was next sworn, She stated that 
on the fatal morning, she Was with 
her family when she heard the door 
bell ring. Mr. Strathy had an ap- 
pointment and was in a hurry. He was 
lacing his shoes when she told him to 
hurry to the door. She heard talk- 
ing. Mr. Strathy was talking In his us- 
ual tone of voice, Next she heard a 
shot, and, running to the door, noticed 
smoke and sald: “Jack, are you shot.’ 
He made no reply, but staggered back 
and she caught his arm, remaining 
with him until he died. 

To Mr, Lount witness stated that she 
was not aware that Brennan had been 
speaking to her husband prior to the 
shooting. 

Coroner Wallwin, who made the post 
mortem examination, told of the 
wound made by the bullet and ident!- 
fied the ball he took from the pvody. 

Mr. Lount bave an inkling of his de- 
fence by asking Dr, Wallwio if In- 
sanity was not hereditary. The doctor 
answered that it was sometimes. 

Thomas Ambler said thar oe was 
driving by in a sleigh when Brennan 
Was walking down the street after the 
shooting. A woman ran out of Mr.Stra- 
thy’s house and screamed, and Ambler 
called to Brennan asking nim what 
was the matter. Brennan :cplicd that 
she was crazy. Then Brennan climbed 
on the sleigh and Ambler hears nim 
say he had committed a terrible aeed. 

Mr. C. Lusty, the proprietor of the 
Victoria Hotel, where Brennan stay- 
ed while in Barrie, sald tbat the pri- 
soner was visibly excited, una when 
he came back to the hotvl abour ll

Superior Court, at Quobeo, ordoring Me. 
Ermest Pacaud to pay to the Province tho 
sui of $100,000, boing the amount he re- 
coived from Mr, ©. N. Armstvong a3 tho 
price uf the transfer by the then Goyern- 
ment of Quebee, to what was known as the 
Thom syndicate, of the charter aul sub- 
sidios voted by the Legislature to the Baio 
des Chalours Railway, ‘The history of 
this affair is most humiliating to the Pro- 
vinco of Quobee, and to all those who lad 
to do with its carrying through. ‘Tho 
construction of the Baio des Chaleurs 
Railway had been begun by a company 
which found itself unable to complete 
the work, The Government of the pzo- 
Vince was anxious that tho cnterpr'se 
should be carried through, and alse, it an- 
yoared, Unat the party election fund should 
fo roplenished. Two syndicates wore 
ready to assume tho work. Ono, repre- 
sented by Mr, J. J. MeDonald, was pre- 
pared to carry out the enterprise for » cash 
payment from the Government of $450,000. 
Of this sum it was understood that 250,000 
was to be paid back to tho agent of the 
Government, Mr, Pacaud. ‘The other 
syndicate, ropresonted by Mr. Armstrong, 
wanted $690,000 from the province to com- 
pleto the railroad. It was _ willing, 
however, to pay $100,000 back to 
the Government’s representative. This 
was evidently regarded as an ad- 
vantage, and the contract and sub- 
sides wore transferred to the highest ton- 
derer. The Province lost $140,000 by 
this step, that being the difference be- 
tween the sums asked by the two syndi- 
cates. Onoclause ofthe agreement pro- 
vided that the Provincial Government

I made tlrat 
at twelve years of age, when disgust- 
ed at the presence of two warts, I 
took a red hot fron and burned them 
off and burned them out.

You say that “the human body 
changes every seven years, and by 
seventy years of age a man has had 
ten bodies; in the resurrection which 
will come up?" You say, “A man will 
die and his body crumble into whe 
dust, and that dust be taken up into 
the life of the vegetable; an animal 
may eat the vegetable, men eat the 
antmal; In the resurrection, that body 
distributed m so many directione, how 
shall it be gathered up 7?" Have you 
any more questions of this style to 
ask 7? Come on, and ask them. I fall 
back upon the announcement of God's 
Word: “All who are in their graves 
shall come forth.” 

Another consideration makes the idea 
of resurrection easicr God made 
Adam He was not fashioned after 
any model. ‘Neere had never been a 
human organism, and there WAS 
nothing to copy.

That original, lif@-giving material hav- 
ing been added to the body ag it once 
was, and all the defects left behind, 
what a body will be the resurrecction 
body ! And will not hundreds of thou- 
sands of such appearing above the 
Gowanus heights make Greenwood ap- 
pear more beautiful than any June 
morning after a shower ? The dust of 
the earth being the original material 
for the fashioning ofthe first human 
being, we have to go back to the same 
place to get a perfect human body. 

There you will see the perfect eye 
after the waters of death have washed 
out the stains of tears and study. 
There you will see the perfect hand, 
after the knots of toll have been un- 
tled from the knuckles.

BRENNAN WILL HANG. 


Found Guilty of Murdering Mr. 
John A. Strathy. 


Tho Jury Took Ne Stock in the Prisoner's 
Plea ef Insanity—Mre Ne. 
came Hysterical in Court and Had to 
be Removed The Fatal Day is May 29, 


Urennan 


Barrie, April 10.—(Special.)—The mure 
der case here closed at 6.40 to-night. It 
took the jury just an hour to decide 
that M. J. Brennan wilfully murdered 
John A. BStrathy on Feb. 18 last 

When the verdict was returned an 
immense crowd packed the court room, 
Place ae ey Bilence pervaded’ the 
Hi Lordshi phate to the question of 
fordwiaw 8 ean Bo Armour, the Jury 
doom'tn wuttarelitar be the prisoner's 
em, t 1¢8, With the words 

Guilty, my Lord!" / 
ae sat in the dock like a statue 

a muscle of his face betrayed 
any emotion he may have felt 

His counsel, Mr. Lount, asked for a 
reserve case On the ground of objec 
tion to the judge's charge, but His 
Lordship would not entertain it, 

, Phe judge then arose and gald: 

Michael James Brennan, have you 
anything to say why the sentence of 
this court should not be passed upon 
you?” 

Brennan stared vacantly for a mo- 
ment, and then, arising, said in a high- 
pitched but steady voice: “ My Lord, 
I do sincerely ask for another trial, for 
I have not been properly tried. I will 
prove that I am not wrong, and I ask 
you, between God and man, for a fair 
er trial. I will prove my wife's Infidel- 
ity, It is something awful the way I 
have been treated by that woman. She 
has tortured me beyond all reason. I 
have not been a bad man, and I have 
not had a proper trial. All I ask is for 
my simple children, for whose sake I 
did not call proper witnesses. I assure 
you that I did what was right. I ask 
you as a man to give me a falr trial. 
I ask you as an honest and just man. 
I thought I could have got through 
with my trial without haying to dis- 
Srace my children. Give me an honest 
trial, and between God and man I will 
satisfy you.”’ 

The prisoner appeared to be making 
an effort to say something further, 
when he turned, and with a loud sigh 
concluded his appeal by “ That's all.” 

His Lordship arose and quietly de- 
livered sentence upon the hopeless- 
looking — prisoner. "Michael James 
Brennan,” he said, “you have had a 
fair trial and have been nobly defend- 
ed. Of the evidence adduced I have 
no doubts, and I heartily concur in the 
finding of the jury. The sentence ‘of 
this court fs that you shall be taken 
whence you came, and remain 
there until Friday, the 29th day of 
May next, when you will be taken to 
a place of execution and hanged by 
the neck until you are dead ; and may 
the Lord have mercy on your soul.” 

Brennan then sat down heavily in 
the dock, and tears filled his eyes. He 
was removed by Detective Beardsley 
to the jall. 

The verdict appears to meet with 
universal fayor. The popularity of the 
dead man has manifested Iiteelf keenly 
during the two days of the trial, and, 
though, as Js always the case, consid- 
erable sympathy is expressed for the 
doomed prisoner, those who pity him 
can but admit that he is only getting 
his just deserts- 

Brennan’s wife and family were not 
in court. The news of the verdict was 
communicated to them at their hotel, 
and they took it very hard. 

The first witness called this morning 
was Alphonse Tessier, a Penetang con- 
tractor, who had employed Brennan 
from June to December four years ago 
and had noticed that he was peculiar, 
inasmuch as he would shake his head, 
jerk his shoulders and talk to him- 
self. His mind did not appear to be 
on his work. r 

Mary Brennan, the 15-year-old daugn- 
ter of the prisoner, next took the stand, 
She is a rather pretty little girl and 
was nattily attired in @ blue dress and 
a tweed cape. 

She gave her evidence regarding her 
life with her parents in a timid way, 
occasionally stealing a glance at her 
father in the prisoners’ dock. She 
swore that he acted in a most pecul- 
lar manner during the last few months 
he had been living with his family. 

To Mr, Johnston witness said her ta- 
ther had a very bad temper, although 
he had always been kind to the ehil- 
dren, even when very cross with Mra, 
Brennan 

Witness admitted having talked the 
matter over considerably since her ff 
ther's arrest and she had been remind- 
ed of things by her mother and her 
sister Agnes which she had otherwise 
forgotten 

Dr. Buck of the London Asylum, who 
is a handsome, grey-haired gentleman, 
with flowing silver whiske was the 
next witness For some years he 
has been a medical superintendent and 
is a professor of mental Tisease at the 
Western University. From the evidence 
he had heard in this case, witness 
thought Brennan was insane, his pe- 
cullar form belng paranola, which is 
the medical term for monomantia, De- 
lusions ure brought about by a dis- 
eased condition of the mind. In all 
these cases there Is disease of the 
mind before there is any delusion, 
Firat the man affiloted will come to 
belleve things with little Gause, then 
with no cause at all He would be sup 
Ject to auditory hallucinations, which 
is the greatest symptom of the para 
nola, form insanity, and he would 
hear people speak when they didn’t 
Brennan probably a sufferer rn 
this respect, but Dr. Buck thought te 
possible that he kndw wright from 
wrong. but did not ulize the nature 
and quality of his act, although he 
had some appreciation of the enormity

lousy of his wife's actions 
S thought that prisoner fully 


realized the horror of his act in killing 
Mr, Strathy. 


Dr. McCarthy of Barrie examined 
Brennan three times since his incarcer 
ation In Barrie Jail, and thought that 
he could realize at the time of killing 
Strathy that he was doing wrong I’yom 
the evidence he had heard, it would 
look as if Brennan was insane. 

Dr. Richardson of Toronto Jail ex- 
amines from 50 to 70 insanity patients 
4 year. He had éxamined Brennan, 
4nd thought that he was entirely cap- 
able at the time of the murder of rea- 
lizing the enormity of the act. 

Mr, Lount addressed the jury for the 
prisoner and Mr. Johnston followed for 
the Crown, 

The evidence was all in at 3.7% and 
after a short delay Mr. Lount rose to 
address the jury. His charge was a 
Strong effort put in well chosen lan- 
guage, which moved some in the court 
room to tears. The lady members of 
the Brennan family sat in the jury 
room where they listened to the elo- 
quent address that was expected to 
save the life of thelr near relative. Oc- 
casionally a bitter sob or a suppressed 
groan came from the room and was 
distinctly audible in the court. Bren- 
nan sat immovable in the dock and his 
closed eyes would indicate that he 
was sleeping, except for an occasional 
nervous twitching of his face. 

Mr. Johnston commenced to address 
the jury at 6.25, and impressed upon 
them the fact that they must first re- 
member their duty. They must say 
that it Is elther murder or Insanity. 
It was nothing else. Sympathy must 
not interfere with their verdict. Sym. 
pathy could not restore John Strathy's 
life to his widow and children. All 
that was to be considered was stern, 
inflexible, unbending justice, for the 
Ctown did not ask for a lifé unfairly 
Or unjustly, Brennan’s misfortunes 
Were really of his own making. His ac- 
Uons after the shooting were prompted 
by the cunning and the scheming of a 
sane man. Brennan said he had shot 
Strathy, who was the cause of his 
troubles, but he did not know then 
that the shooting was fatal. When he 
heard of Strathy’s death he saw ‘that 
no excuse such as that would do. Then 
he would plead insanity. If the jury 
believed him, then so be it, it was in- 
sanity ; but If they thought that Bren- 
nan knew the consequences of his 
act then no verdict other than murder 
coun! reasonably be given. Mr, John- 
ston’s address lasted one hour and 
three-quarters. He coyered the case 
very thoroughly and brought out the 
Salient points in an exceedingly able 
manner. 

With but little delay Judge Armour 
commenced his charge, which only oc- 
cupied 20 minutes. It was against the 
prisoner. He explained that apyels 
are made by counsel on each side to 
influence the jury to abstract their 
minds and inspire them with cowardice 
in order to make sympathy interfere 
with their duty in rendering their 
proper verdict. They were not to iet 
it influence them, What would happen 
if he allowed sympathy to dissuade 
the bench? “No sympathy or fear pre- 
vents me from doing my duty,”’ warm- 
ly remarked His Lordship. “So why 
should it interfere with you.” ‘The 
learned judge then stated that he 
would first deal with the case as if the 
prisoner Was an insane man. He cited 
the facts of the tragedy au shown by 
the Crown, describing the shooting. 
There was no proyocation and there 
Was no reason that the crime should 
be called manslaughter instead of mur- 
der, “I am bound to tell you that the 
prisoner at the bar is guilty of mur- 
der,’ remarked the Judge, in comment- 
ing on Brennan's action, “if he was 
a sane man.’ He then went on to re- 
mark that the defence set up was In 
sanity; that the prisoner could not ap- 
preciate the enormity of his crime. 
The Judge was of opinion that if he 
did not he was insane, but it was for 
the jury to decide. “You are all ap- 
perently intelligent men,’ remarked 
the Court, “and you have heard the evi- 
dence, Did Brennan shoot Strathy? F« 
did.” Concluding, the Judge showed 
why a manslaughter verdict should 
not be rendered. 

The jury retired and Mr. Lount rose 
to object to the charge, but the objec- 
tion was not sustained, 

The jury returned at 7.30 with their 
verdict, which meant death.

Before His Death 


A TERRIBLE STORY OF GCARNAGI 





| 
Admits That He Killed Twenty 
Seven Persons. 


Me Harned Vitezet Alive, Also Warucer, 
Whom to Enticed Into His Kiln ant 
thicagoe This Demon Made a Business 
of Murdering People and Secliing Their 
Hodios to Students for a Pew VPaltry 
Dollnes several Wore Patto Death for 
Much Gain-How the Piterel Children 
Were Sadvcated in a Trunk to Toronto 
—The Blackest Page in Criminal Hine 
tory Is the Record of This Piend. 


New York, April 12.—"I positively 
and emphatically deny the assertions 
that any confession has been made 
by me except one, and which ts the 
only one that will be made. The or 
iginal confession Is the one given to 
The New York Journal. It alone 1s 
genuine. All the others are untrue,” 
S80 writes H. H. Holmes, the self-con- 
fessed murderer, under date of yes- 
terday to The New York Journal, 
which to-day prints the “confession” 
in full. 

Detective Geyer writes a foot note 
as follows: “I have read the confession 
and find that it Is fully corroborated 
by the evidence obtained by me in 
the investigation conducted by me 
through which Holmes was detected 
and convicted.” 

Holmes’ story js lengthy, occupying 
more than three pages of The Journal. 
In the Introductory Holmes writes: 

| “During the past few months the de- 
{ 









sire has been repeatedly expressed that 
I make a detailed confession of all 
the graver crimes that have with such 
marvelous skill been traced out and 
| brought home to me. I have been tried 
for murder, convicted, sentenced, and 
the step to my execution upon the 7th 
of May, namely, the reading of my 
death warrant, has been carried out, 
and it now seems a fitting time, if 


twenty-seven murders of which it 
would be useless to longer say I am 
not guilty. In the face of the over- 
Whelming amount of proof that has 
been brought together, not only in 
one, but In each and every case, and 
because In this confession I speak only 
of cases that have been thus Investi- 
gated, and of no other, I trust it 
will not give rise to a supposition that 
I am still guilty of other 
which I am withholding. 

“A word as to the motives or causes 
that have led to the commission of 
these many crimes, and I will proceed 
to the most difficult and distasteful 
task of my life, the setting forth in 
all its horrid nakedness the recital of 
the premeditated killing of many be- 
ings, and the unsuccessful attempt to 
take the lives of others, thus brand- 
ing~myself as the most detestable 
criminal of modern times, a task so 
hard and distasteful that beside it the 
certainty that In a few days I.am to 
be hanged by the neck until I am dead 
seems but a pastime. 

“No cause save the occasional op- 
portunity for pecuniary gain occas- 
sioned my crimes, and in advancing it 
at this time I do not do so with the 
expectation of a mitigation of public 
condemnation, or that it will in any 
Way read In my favor. Had this been 
my intention, I should have considered 
{t at the time of my trial and had it 
used as my defence. 

“All criminalogists who have exam- 
ined me here seem to be unanimous 
in the opinion they have formed that 
while committing the crime these ab- 
normal symptoms were not present, 
but commenced to develop after my 
arrest. Two years ago I was thorough- 
ly examined by four men of marked 
ability, and by them pronounced as 
being both mentally and physically a 
normal and healthy man, To-day I 
have every attribute of a degenerate; 
a moral idiot. Is it possible that the 
crimes, instead of being the result of 
these abnormal conditions, are in 
themselves the occasion of the degen- 
eracy? 

“The first taking of human life was 
a@ torturing thought. This, it will be 
understood, was before my constant 
wrongdoing. I had become wholly deaf 
to the prompting of conscience; for 
prior to this, [ beg to be belleved in 
stating that I had never sinned s0 
heavily elther by thought or deed. 
Later, like the man-eating tiger of the 
tropical jungles, whose appetite for 


murders 


; blood has once been aroused, I roamed 


about the world seeking wnom I could 
destroy. 

“Think of the list that follows—men 
and women, young girls and innocent 
children, blotted out by one monster's 
hand, and you, my reader, of a tender

“If uncharitable or only just, will he 
not rather say: ‘May he be ullerly 
damned, and that it is aln.ost sufficient 
to cause one to doubt the wisdom of 
Providence that such a man should 
have so long been allowed to live 7°

tend to those whose only crime has 
been that they knew and trusted ; aye, 
in some instanc loved nic, and who 
to-day are more deserving of the

Holmes uses a —— to cover the 
individuality of those who were his 
associates in crime. 

Dr. Russel's murder was committed 
in Holmes’ Chicago " Castle,” in which 
Russel was a tenant, During a contro- 
versy concerning unpald rent, Holmes 
struck Russel to the floor with a heavy 
chair, when with one cry for help end- 
ing In @ groan of anguish Russel 
ceased to breathe. Holmes continue 
“TI locked the doors of the office and 
my first intentfon was to dispose of the 
body to a Chicago medical collec 
from one of whose officers I had pre= 
viously obtained dissecting material, as 
they believed, but In reality to be used 
in Insurance work I found it difficult, 
if not impossible, to thus dispose of it 
and was directed to call upon a per- 
son to whom I sold bodies, and whose 
name I withhold, but which I have « 


fided to partics in whom I have confi. 
dence, To him I sold this man’ body 
as well as others at later date in 
short, in each inatance, when the man- 
ner of the disposal of thet; remains ia 
not otherwise specified, it will b un- 
derstood that they are turned over to 
him, he paying me from $26 to $45 for

This I did by calling her to my 
olllece and suffocating her tn the vault, 
of which so much hag since been print- 
ed, she being the firse vicettm that dled 
therein, Before her death I compelled 
her to write letters to her retatives and 
to H Stating that she had left 
Chicago for a western state and would 
not return 

“Soon after this Miss Emeline Ci- 
Brande was sent to me by a Chicago 


firm to fill the vacancy of stenograph- 
er, She had formerly been employed 
at Dwight, IL, where she had become 
acquainted with a man and wag final- 
ly engaged to him and the day set for 
thelr wedding, This attachment was 
particularly obnoxious to me, both be= 
cause Miss Cigrande had become al- 
most indispensable to me in my office 
work and because she had become my 
mistress, as well as stenographer. I 
erdeavored upon several occasions to 
take the life of the young man, and, 
falling in this, I finally resdlyed that I 
would kill her instead, and upon the 
day of their wedding, even after cards 
had been sent out announcing that 
it had occurred, she came to my office 
to bid me goodbye, While there I 
asked her to step inside the vault 
for some papers for me. There I de~ 
tained her, telling her that if she 
would write her husband that at the 
last moment she had known that it 
would be impossible to live happily 
with him, and consequently had left 
Chicago in such a Way that search 
for her would be use , I would take 
her to a distant city and live openly 
with her as my wife. She was very 
willing to do this, and prepared to 
leave the vault on completing the let- 
ter, only to find that the door wouyi 
never again open until she had ceased 






to suffer the tortures of a slow and 
lingering death.” 
Here follows an unsuccessful at- 


tempt to commit a triple murder ‘for 
the $90 that would have given me 
for the bodles of the intended victims, 
who were three young women work- 
ing in my restaurant upon Milwaukee- 
avenue, Chicago. 

“To this attempt to kill could very 
justly be added my attempt to take the 
lives of Mrs. Pitezel and two of her 
children at a later date, thus incr 
ing the total of my victims, as it was 
no fault of mine that they escaped. 

“My next attempt was carried out 
with more caution. The victim was a 
very beautiful young woman named 
Anna Van Tassand, whom I induced 
to come into my fruit and confection- 
«ry store, and once with me I come 
pelled her to Iive there for a time, 
threatening her with death If she ap- 
peared before my customers. A little 
later I killed her by administering fer- 
rocyanide of potassium,”’ 

“This woman's body could not_be 
disposed of and it was buried In the 
basement of the store. 

“Robert Latimer, a man who had 
for some years been in my employ as 
a janitor, was my next victim. Several 
years previous, before I had ever taken 
human life, he had known of certain 
insurance work I had engaged in, and 
when in after years he sought to ex- 
tort money from me, his own death 
and the sale of his body was the re- 
compense meted out to him, I con- 
fined him within the secret room and 
slowly starved him to death. Of this 
room and its secret gas supply and 
muffled windows and doors, sufficient 
has already been printed. Finally, 
needing its use for another purpose 
and because his pleadings had become 
almost unbearable, I ended his life.” 

The next case, that of Miss Anna 
Betts, like the case of Miss Gertrude 
Connor, was due to poison inserted In 
medicines put up at Holmes’ drug 
store, and no motive for eith®r crime 
is given. 

“The next death was that of a man 
named Warner, and here again @ very 
large sum of money was realized, 
which, prior to his death, had been de- 
posited in two Chicago banks, nearly 
all of which I secured by means of 
two checks made out and properly 
Signed by him for a small sum each, 
To these I later added@-the word ‘thoue 
sand’ and the necessary olphers, and 
by passing them through the. bank 
where I had a regular open account, 








I promptly realized the money. It will 
be remembered that the remains of 
a large Kiln made of fire 
brick were found in a basement 


It had been built under Mr, Warners 


supervision for the purpose of exhi- 
biting his patents, It was so arrang- 
ed that in less than a minute after 


turning on a jet of crude oll, atomized 
with steam, the entire kiln would be 
filled with a colorless flame, so intense- 
ly hot that iron would be melted there 
in.

I would be will- 
ing to give up the few remaining days 


I have to live if by so doing this would 
be accomplished. Because of her spot- 





less life before she knew me, because 
of the large amount of money I d:- 
frauded her of, because IT killed her 
Sister and brother, and because, not 
being satisfied with all this, I ene 
deavored after my arrest to blacken 


her good name by charging her with 
the death of her ister, and later 
with the instigation of the murder of 
the two Pitezel children; endeavoring 
to have it belleved that her motive 
for so doing was to afford an avenue 
of escape for herself, if ever appr- 
hended for her aslster’s death, by 
pointing to me as a wholesale mur 
derer, and therefore pr sumably gull- 
ty of the sister's death as well; for all 
these reasons, this is without excep- 
tion the saddest and most heinous of 
all my crimes.” 

The next victim was a man, name 
forgotten, a visitor to the Columbian 
Exposition, whom Holmes determined 
Ro use in his various business dealings 
put 











finding that he did not possess 
sufficient ability decided to kill him 
and did so. 

The murder of Miss Williams’ bro 
ther, Baldwin Williams of Leadville, 
Col,, to obtain Iinsuranoe, brings the 
Story to the murder of Benjamin F, 


Pitezel, of which Holmes says: “From 
the first hour of our acquaintance, 
even before I knew he had a family 
who would later afford me additional 
victims for the gratification of my 
bloodthirstiness, I intendd to kill him, 
and all my subsequent care of him, as 
well as my apparent trust in him by 
placing in his name large amounts of 
properly, was simply to gain the con- 
fidence of him and his family, so when 
the time was ripe they would the more 
readily fall into my hands. 

“It seems almost incredible now as 
I look back that I could have expec- 
ted to have experienced suflicient sat- 
isfaction in witnessing their death to 
repay me for even the physical exer- 
tion that I had put forth in their be- 
half during those seven long years, 
to say nothing of the amount of 
money I had expended for their wel- 
fare over and above what I could 
have expected to have received from 
his comparatively small life insurance. 

“Pitezel left his home for the last 
time late in July, 1894. We journeyed 
tegether to New York, and later to 
Philadelphia, where the fatal hous? on 
Callow Hill-street, In which he met his 
death, September, 1894, was hired. 
Then came my writing to him the dis 
couraging letters, purporting to be 
from his wife, causing him to resort 
to drink; then the waiting form day 
to day until I should be sure 
to find him in a drunken = stupor 
at midday. This was an casy matter, 
as I was well acquainted with his hab- 
its, and so sure was I of finding him 
thus incapacitated that when the day 
came on which it was convenient for 
me to kill him, even before I went to 
his house, I packed my trunk and made 
other arrangements to leave Philadel- 
phia in a hurried flight immediately 
after his death. 

“After thus preparing, I went to the 
house, quietly unlocked the door and 
stole nolselessly within, and in the 
second storey room I found him Insen- 
sibly drunk, as I expected. Only one 
difficulty presented itself. It was ne- 
cessary for me to kill him tin such a 
manner that no struggle or movement 
of his body should occur, otherwise his 
clothing, being In any way displaced, 
it would have been impossible to again 


put them in a normal condition. I 
overcame this difficulty by first bind- 
ing him hand and foot, and having 


done this, 1 proceded to burn him alive, 
saturating his clothing and his face 
with benzine and igniting it with a 
match. 

“ So horrible was this torture that In 
writing it I have ben tempted to at- 
tribute his death to s6me more humane 
means; the least I can do is to spire 
my readers the victim's cries for mer- 
cy, his prayers, and finally his plea for 
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a more speedy termination or tile ute ! 
ferings, all Of which upon me had no 
effect, Finally, when he was dead, I 
removed the straps and ropes that 
bound him and extinguished the 
flames, and a lIiltle after poured into | 
his stomach one and a half ounces of 


After his death I gathered 
assignments of pat-

for me that I had been careful to have 
him sign over days before, so I should 
not auffer pecuniary loss. [ also wrote

ment of a& window shutter upon the 
south side of the building the sun 
would be reflected on his face the en- 
tire day, I left the house without the 
slightest feeling of remorse for my 
terrible acts 

For one month and six days thare- 


after I took no human life, 





‘To the question, did Pitezel during 
his eight years’ acquaintance and al- 
most constant association with me 
know that I was a multl-murderer, and 
if he did know, was he @ party to such 


crimes ? I answer that he nelther knew 


of nor was a party to the taking cf 
any human life, and I earnestly beg that 
this statement may be belleved, both 
in justice to his memory and on &c- 
count of the surviving members of his 
family The worat acts he ever purtl- 
cilpated in were dishonestl: regarding 
properties and unlawful nets of trade, 
in which he aided me freely 
Upon the lat day of Octobe! 1804, 
I took the three Pitezel children to 
the Circle House at Indianapolis,where 
I engaged permanent board for them 
until such time as I could kill or or 
more of them. The house at Irvington 
was next rented, and on Oot. 7 and 5% 
poison was bought at the Irvington 
drug store to kill the boy with. The 
house was partly furnished, and then, 
on Oct. 10, the boy’a trunk and a stove 
were brought to the house, at about 
6 p.m at which time Mr. Moreman 
wis the last person who saw the boy 
alive, for almost immediately TI called 
him into the houge and inaleted that 
he go to bed at once, first giving 
him the fatal dose of medicin« As 
oon & he had cease! to breath I 
cut his body into pleces that would

The next 
Was passed in burning the childrin's 
clothing, and in resting from my ter- 
rible night's work, and upon the 27th 
I called an expressman and had the 
trunk removed from the house, and 
after giving the keys to a neighbor 
went away never to return. 

“From Toronto I went to Ogdens- 
burg, and form there to Burlington, Vt., 
where I hired a furnished room for Mra,

ter, In which I directed her to carry 
a bottle of dynamite that I had pre- 
viously left in the basement, s0 ai-

The first animal, judging 
marks it made on the then 
sionable rock, was of the reptik 
for ita tall, soft underneath 
welghted with sufficiently 
make it heavy enough to drag an inch 
and a half deep, left a broad, smooth 
trench, while the claws by which lt 
assisted itself were of the true alligator 
type, webbed between. These claws 
were nearly five inches long and were 
evidently intended to aid the creature 
in climbing on land, as its webbed 
membrane served it for swimming tn 
water 

But more curious are marks of the 
animals which pursued it, These are 
of two hands, nearly three times the 
size of the ordinary man’s hand, and 
those of two active feet, both hands 
and feet possessing five members 
through all of equal length except the 
thumb, This, while shorter, is yet 
longer in proportion by half an inch 
than is found in man of to-day. It was 
also of unusual strength, sinking 
much deeper than the rest of the hand 
into whatever it seized upon. The nails 
@re curved and very powerful, those 
of the feet being particularly so, grasp- 
ing the rock firmly. 

Another singular thing in connection 
with the remains is the positon of the 
marks. They are carved in a rock 
standing nearly perpendicular to the 
bed of the ancient river, 900 feet be- 
low, and which must once have been 
as wide as the Mississippi and of a 
current sufficiently strong to have cut 
its way through these granite rocks 
This position of the remains would in- 
dicate that the reptile, coming up from 
the stream, was pursued by the other 
animal and probably killed on land. 
This part of the country Is pronounced 
by geologists to be among the most 
ancient formations of the continent. 
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FoUowing British Models, 


Newspapers are becoming larger in 
the French capital, where small-sized 
sheets have so long been popular, Re- 
cently the Gaulois developed into the 
size of the Temps. The Figaro fol- 
lowed sult with a six-page paper, and 
a few days ago there was sold on the 
boulevards by a small army of hawk- 
ers the first number of Le Grand Jour- 
nal. The controllers, who publish eight 
pages for ten centimes, announce that 
they intend to work on London lines. 
They have taken the Daily Telegraph 
for their model, and mean to make 
their newspaper Interesting to all 
classes. They also propose to do away 
with the old system of advertising 
prevailing in Paris, and to adopt that 
of the English newspapers. The first 
issue of the Grand Journal is very 
creditable to the organizers of the new 
venture, who are to be congratulated 
on their enterprise. 

THE Ter.attcn'S GARDEN, 
The Initial Spring Work That Should be 
Bogun ut Once. 

It is none too early to prepare for 
the fruit and vegetable supply for the 
coming season. If not already done, 
the old canes can now be removed from 
among the respberrles and blackberries 
by using gloves and a sharp spade or 
hedge hook. The work is not at all 
tedious, as many suppose. Strawberries 
should be mulched before this. Cur- 
rants, gooseberries, grapes, raspberries 
and blackberries can be mulched (if 
not to be cultivated in the spring) with 
strawey horse manure, ecornstalks, 
marsh hay, etc., thus keeping down the 
weeds and holding moisture for next 
summer's dry time. This all be done 
now, the slack season of the year with 
the farmer. It ‘so a good plan to 
secure garden seeds early, before seeds- 
men's stocks run low. Then such veg- 
etables as cabbage, tomatoes and let- 
tuce can be started in the house in some 
sunny window, thereby getting a much 
earlier start than in the open ground. 

Studying the nurserymen’s catalogues 
is not wasted time by any means, At 
the present day there are hardy va- 
rieties of nearly adil fruits that can be 
grown in the most severe climate of 
this country. It requires judgment to 
single them out for each particular lo- 
cation, but our experiment stations are 
doing a great deal in this direction for 
us, Also the different horticultural so- 
oieties. So that by a little exertion, we 
can readily acquaint ourselves with 
such varieties as are suited to our lo- 
cation, aud act accordingly, and fur- 
mish our famifes with luscious fruit 
throughout the season.—Dwight Her- 
rick, in New York Herald.

It was wise when 
the boots were very hard to hold on to 
something for support. Grown-up men 
have been known to lose their temper 
over pulling off their boots 

“In those days everybody, men and 
boys, wore boots, and the number of 
bootjacks required to supply the regu- 
lar demand was great; and the boot- 
jack was also commonly used to throw 
at cats nights. Many thousands of 
bootjacks were annually lost or broken 
in this way. The total annual con. 
sumption of bootjacks wes something 
enormous, and the manufacture of boot- 
jacks was a thriving industry, 
“Where is the bootjack now? In these 
days only horsemen and farmers wear 
boots, and the bootjack has fallen from 
its high estate.""--New York Sun.

Strawberry Culture Made Faay. 


After having tried the matted row 
system, double row hills and every 
method I thought worth trying, I set 
the plants as soon as they have ob- 
tained a strong growth in the spring 
and in rows three feet apart. Between 
the rows I plant cabbage, cauliflower 
or beans. Cultivating the vegetables 
keeps the ground clean for the straw- 
berries. And after the vegetables are 
removed in the fall there is little time 
for weeds or grass to get a start. The 
next spring I plant another strawberry 
bed, and as soon as the first one has 
finished bearing, a mondth or so later, 
it is plowed up and the land planted 
with late cabbage or beans. Thus I 
have littue trouble with gras andweeds 
have an abundance of berries every 
year, and at the same time am able to 
use al] my ground for some kind of

Are Thoy Being Exterminated 7—A Joint 
Commission Will Investigate—The 
Now Fast Atlantic Service. 

New York, April 12.—Mr. Ballard 
Smith cables from London to The 
World: It seems like locking the stable 
door after the horse is stolen, if the 
stories of the almost total extermina- 
tion of the Behring Sea seals are truc, 
but I am privately informed to-night 
that Lord Salisbury hes at Jast con- 
sented to despatch three experts in 
response to urgent appeals from Wagsh- 
ington, to enquire into and report upon 
the statement as above.

BPIREMEN’S LIVES IN DANGER 


Several Mem Almost Huffocated at a Fire 
in Detroit. 

Detroit, April 11.—Fire started on 
the top floor of the five-story brick 
building, Nos. 37 to 41 Woodbridge- 
street east, this evening, and caused 
a loss of $20,000 on the building and 
$40,000 on the contents, which consist- 
ed of household goods stored in the 
building. Assistant Chief Kendall,with 
eight or nine men, started to carry @ 
line of hose up the stairway. They 
were met on the third floor by a dense 
valume of smoke, which nearly suffo- 
cated them. Kendall and one other of 
his men managed to get back down the 
stairway and tell of the predicament 
of their comradas, and all were capr- 
ried out in an unconscious condition 
and taken to hospitals, Although all 
of them suffered severely from the 
effects of the inhalation of smoke, the 
physicians believe all will recover.

Sixty-third-street. They have be- 


lieved the proof to be equally strong 
that he murdered Pearl Connors, her 
daughter. He admits both murders In 
his confession and details the manner 
in which he committed the crimes. 

Chief of Police Badenoch said yester- 
day afternoon: “I have not read the 
confession I received from Detectives 
Fitzpatrick and Norton ample proof 
last summer that Holmes was 4 miir- 
derer, a swindler, a scoundrel, a liar, 
and acoward, His story in many fea- 
tures does not fit with the precise evi- 
dence obtained by the Chicago police 

! against him last summer. Our evidence 
' fs right,” 

Detective Sergeant Andy Rohan sald: 
“The biggest ar of the day has work- 
ed his last fake. To get a little money 
he joins in with a New York news- 
paper to print a sensational story. He 
takes what the brightest newspaper 
minds of Chicago and the best detec- 
tive ability of the city discovered eight 
months ago, adds a few lles to It, and 

j Iets it go. He doesn't enumerate the 

| twenty-seven people he claims to have 
killed. No one believes that he ever 
killed that number, He made the 
figure up to make the story sell, It's 

| made of cheap stuff.” . 

| Holmes claims he killed Gertrude E. 

| Connors, She died In Muscatine, lowa, 

H July 18, 1891, of neuralgia of the heart. 
Her death occurred seven weeks after 
she had left Chicago. She had been 
subject to neuralgia for years prior to 
her death. She was burled by her 
parents. The Chicago police satisfied 
themselves last July that Holmes had 
net the slightest connection with her 
death. No Anna Van Tassaud was 
ever missing in Chicago. Emily Van 
Tassel of 641 North Robey-street, did 
disappear. She knew Holmes. She has 
never been found. Her parents still 
live in this city. 

Robert Latimer,whom Holmes claims 
to have murdered, Is alive. He is em- 
ployed, or was until a few weeks ago, 
by the Western Indiana Road as a 
flagman at the Sixty-third-street cross- 
ing of the company. He worked for 
Holmes as a carpenter and a chore- 
man. Three statements sent out by 
Holmes from the Philadelphia prison 
in July and August of last year con- 
tradict every statement made In his 
confession. The Chicago police gave 
him credit for admitting that he mur~ 
dered the Pitezel children, Pitezel him- 
silf, the two Williams girls, Julia Con- 
nors and Emily Cigrande. They know 
that the man who was to marry Emily 
Cigrande, and whose name appeared 
upon her wedding cards, was none 
other than B. F. Pitezel. He had taken 
the gold cure at Dwight, met the girl 
there, and brought her finally to Chi- 
cago, where she secured work with his 
master, Holmes. After she had been 
betrayed it was necessary for both 
Holmes and Pitezel to dispos= of her. 

The story created no sensation in 
police circles, for the truthful portions 


‘ of it were secured by Chief Badenoch 
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' last year, and the lies were so patent 


as to only cause laughter. Detective 
Welbaskey sald last evening : 

“TY worked three weeks tracing the 
Williams girls. Holmes’ confession in 
regard to the killing of Nannie is not 
true. He did not kill her the day she 
arrived from Texas. She lived here 
with Minnle on the south side, with her 
at 1220 Wrightwood-avenue, and at 
Harvey before either was killed. Min- 
nie never met Holmes in New York as 
Hatch. There is not the slightest proof 
that he ever saw her in New 
York. She left Oak Cliff, Va., to go to 
Fort Worth. From there she went to 
Dallas, thence to some other Texas 
point, thence into Wisconsin, and from 
there she came to Chicago. Then she 
first met Holmes. I have the proof 
that Nannie came on here at her sis- 
ter’s request. Both were with Holmes 
day In and out for weeks. They were 
often seen together in Englewood be~ 
fore they disappeared finally. Look, 
also, that in his confession Holmes 
says he first met Minnie Williams in 
1893, and then claims that he killed her 
on or about Nov. 15, 1893. That's a 
queer kind of confession.” 

The Record this morning says: Four 
of the victims who were slaughtered 
relentlessly yesterday morning in HL 
H. .Holmes® “confession” have ‘een 
seen alive and well since the dates on | 
which they were officially murdered. 
‘i is in Englewood. One can be 
reached through the medium of the 
‘United States mail or either of two 
telegraph Ines. The third has done 
business and failed fn Chicago since 
the time at which the self-abhorred 
criminal asserts that he killed him, 
The fourth has been seen by those who 
know her well in the vicinity of the 
“castle,” since Holmes, according to 
his story, declares that he suffocated 
her in the vault of his unique bulld- 
A fifth, claimed to be @ wealthy 
Chicago banker, never was heard of in 
this city. The man who Holmes 
says can throw light upon the dark 
places in his unsolicited testimonial to 
his own evil character is © myth, un- 
heard of by the police of the two cities 
in which he is supposed to have operat- 
ed. 

Robert Latimer, the ex-janitor, whom 
his erst while é@mployer credits with 
the feat of tearing out the bricks and 
mortar of the vault of the castle in his 
dying agony, may be seen any night 
after midnight swinging a red lantern 
at the railroad crossing at 63rd and 
Wallace-streets He is not a spook, 
for spooks do not figure on the pay roll 
of the Weatern Indiana Rallroad. He 
ia the night flagman at that crossing 
and has been since midnight of July 3%, 
18%, Latimer realdes at 759 63rd-court, 
three blocks from Holmes’ castle. When 
he flags trains his shelter is Just across 
the track from this building and not 
50 feet away from it. 

Latimer was born in Canton, 
lived in various parts of that 
until nine years ago and then moved 
to Englewood He went to work for 
H. H. Holmes almost immediately and 
continued In his employ until his bro. 
ther, learning that Holmes was not 
paying him promptly or regularly, tn- 
duced him to leave. After tnat he did 
odd jobs of carpenter work, Inciden- 
tally working on some of the buildings 
of the World's Fair. 

Hig term of service for Holme 
ed just before the third atory was 
ded to the castle, Ever aslnc hi 
employer was arrested Latimer 
protested that Holm ‘ wie Innocent 
of all the murders charged up to him, 
and, further, that he did not belleve 
that Holmes ever even swindled any- 
body He still asserts the same, in 
spite of the evidence and Holmes’ at 
credited confession, Latimer married 
in Englewood since he left Holmes.

Sued a pastoral letter to the clergy ana 
diocese on the duties 
of the people at the coming elections. 
His Grace proceeds to warn the eiec- 
torate against corrupt acts, and in- 
vites them to exercise their franchise 
freely and to permit others to enjoy 
the same liberty. The following pas- 
Sage also occurs in the bishop's letter: 
“For the present, desiring to observe 
throughout the present letter a com- 
plete neutrality, we declare that we 
do not wish either by counsel in our 
civil capacity ar by the way of Epis- 
copal direction to influence you in 
any way to vote for any particular 
party or candidate.” 

It would appear, however, from the 
wording of the episcopal letter, that a 
subsequent communication micht see 
the light, for his lordship states that 
he does not intend to abdicate the 
right which all citizens possess, viz., 
to express his opinion in an open and 
loyal manner regarding matters whicn 
interest the public weal. “It is our 
right, it Is sometimes our duty as a 
citizen, to pronounce ourselves on ques- 
tions of temporal order which con- 
cern the future welfare of the coun- 
try. No one, in fact, can deny the 
right of any citizen to interfere in esucn 
matters.’’

to missionaries, but applied to all per- 
50nS Involved in seditious movements 
No missionaries conforming to the 
laws would be molested. The United 
States Charge d'Affaires at Constan- 
tinople, Mr. Curzon added, had since 
been informed that the rade had been 
repealed. 

Gerald Balfour, Chief Secretary for 
Irland, introduced the Trish Land Bill, 
In doing so he referred to its complex 
and Intricate character. The Land 
Act of 1881, he added, had Initiated an 
agrarian revolution, transforming the 
System of land tenure. During the 
past 15 years there had been a reduc 
tion of agricultural values that nobody 
in 1881 expected. This had added to 
the difficulty of the issues Involved in 
a@ settlement of the land question. The 
keystone of the Unionist policy since 
1881 had been to establish a peasant 
proprietary in Ireland and a single in- 
Stead of dual ownership of land. 

Mr. Balfour reviewed the effects of 
the successive land acts as tending to 
extend the holdings of farmers and 
peasants, He held that the Ashbourne 
Act of 1885 better assisted to the pur- 
chase of land than the act of 1891, The 
present measure would carry out the 
best principles of the Ashbourne Act, 
Would adopt several of the features of 
Mr. Morley’s bill of 1895, and would 
add a series of provisions amending 
the procedure of previous acts, and 
facilitate a working purchase syste: 
The clauses adopted from Mr. Morley's 
bill included the -provisions defining 
the legal position of a tenant at the 
end of the statutory term, which every 
one admitted was necessary in order 
to remove doubts in refixing the judi- 
clal rents. The next clause made valid 
a tenancy holding, despite the fact 
that it might have been sub-let with- 
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out the assent of the superior landlord, _ 


if it appeared that the landlord had 
passively acquiesced. The next clause 
adopted Mr, Morley’s provision to pre- 
vent a lessee, when a fair rent has 
been fixed, from being charged rent 
on his improvements. 

Regarding arrears, the bill proposed 
that a tenant who was able could In 
all cases redeem his holding by the 
payment of two years’ arrears, leaving 
the landlord to recover arrears beyond 
this period by ordinary procedure. The 
bill did not abolish the landlord's 
right of pre-emption. 

Regarding compensation for improve- 
ments, the bill provided that after an 
allowance had been made to a tenant 
for improvements, the court could 
award a further compensation if it de- 
cided that the tenant had not received 
equitable compensation, 

The scheme for fixing the judicial 
rents proposed a term of 30 years’ du- 
ration, but this would be variable ev~ 
ery five years on the application of 
either landlord or tenant. The land 
commission could also vary the rent 
under a report of the commis- 
sioners, according to the vari 
ous values of the products 
of the land, and the effect Of such 
variation upon the fairness of the rent. 
The landlord and tenant might them- 
coives aspen to v the rent in ratio 
to the variation the prices Oo 
ducts. , 

In regard to the purchase of land, 
Mr. Balfour sald that where the pre- 
sent time forthe repayment of the suin 
advanced for purchase extended over 
40 years, in continuous payments, at 4 
per cent. Interest, the present bill pro- 
posed to extend the period to 70 years. 

Another important proposal aimed to 
strengthen the Land Commission by 
enabling an interchange of functions 
between the officials of the commission 
and the Landed Estates Court, 

Other provisions simplified the pro- 
cedure enabling tenants to purchase 
and landlords to sell without the con 
sent of a sub-commission, 

In conclusion, Mr.

Ottawa, April 13.—(Special.)—Nothing 
of an oflicial character has been 
ceived by the Government regarding 
Slanders existing among Canadian 
horses landed in england. Mr. Searth, 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture, states 
that In March Dr. Montague cabled 
him from England that horses shipped 
from Canadian ports should be sub- 
jected to inspection, the same as cat- 
tle. Some American horses imported 
Were apparently affected with glan- 
ders. This cable, Mr. Scarth points 
out, did not even state that the Amer 
ican horses were shipped from Canadi- 
all ports. He wrote to Dr. McEachran, 
who stated that he questioned the ex- 
istence, to any extent, of glanders in 
Canada, and pointed out that the Goy- 
<rnment had no powers under the Con- 
taglous Diseases of Animals Act to in- 
spect horses before an expert. Dr. 
Smith, head of the Ontario Veterinary 
College, Toronto, was also communi- 
cated with, and replied that there was 
very little glanders in Ontarlo. Upon 
this information, the Government de- 
cided upon the measure introduced by 
Mr. Foster to-day, giving the Govern- 
ment the necessary power to inspect 
horses prior to shipment, The depart- 
ment has information of glanders be- 
ing on the increase in England, but 
Mr. Scarth does not think it is attrib- 
uted to Canadian horses, nor docs he 
think the grounds for such a charge 
exist. The bill now before the Houcge 
will, he says, do away with all fear of 
glanders being spread throughout Ing- 
land through horses shipped from 
Canadian ports, 

The general impression in Ministerial 
circles to-night is that the House will 
continue in committee on the Reme 
dial Bill until Thursday of this week. 
This will be necessary if the Govern- 
ment desires to secure Wednesday, as 
under the rules of the House, Wednes- 
day is still private members’ day.

Liberal leader and his friends therefore lose 
no opportunity of makiog capital on reli 
gious grounds. In pursuance of this policy, 
on Wednesday last Mr. Laurler sought to 
projudtice his coreligionists against Sir 
Charles Tupper. These are the words he 

used regarding Sir Charles :— 

“Roman Catholics everywhere know 
what esteem the hon. gentleman bas for 
them. ‘They know that at one time he ex- 
yressed himself—to use the very choice 
apguage be then made use of—that he had 
no conlidence In the breed, If he has no 
confidence tn the breed, let me tell him that 
the breed reciprocates the compliment.” 

A STOLEN LETTER, 

This accusation, itis interesting to noto, 
now turns out to be based on a stolen letter 
and a forgery. It was repeated by Sir 
Richard Cartwright on Saturday for the 
yurpose of securing Catholic votes by the 
Falsehood, and Sir Charles Tupper was able 
to refute it, The words were alleged to 
have been contained in a letter to Mr, 
Jobn A. Macdonnell in 1877, who was then 
a member of the legal firm of Foy, Tupper, 
and Macdonnell. The facts of the case arc 
stated in a letter which Sir Charles re- 

ceived from Mr. Macdonnell yesterday. 
The letter is as follows :— 
MR. MACDONNELL EXPLAINS, 


* Alexandria, April, 1506, 

‘My Dear Srr CHARLES,—I have secon 
with much surprise, that the old falsehood 
has been revived. to the effect that you 
once stated that ‘ You had no confidence in 
the breed,’ referring to those of your 
fellow-citizens who professed the Catholic 
religion. I had thought that this had 
long since been disproved and abandoned. 
Political exigencies would appear, however, 
to have necessitated its resurcection, and | 
regret to find thatno less a person than 
Mr. Laurier has been so far imposed upon 
as to give countenance and repetition to it. 
As the statement was SniennAlly alleged to 
have been made by Sir Jobn Macdonald, 
and conveyed by you in a letter to myself, 
permit me to state very shortly the facts. 

FACTS OF THE CASE, 

* Application was made about the year 
1879 by the late Archbishop Lynch, through 
me, to the Government of Canada for a 
small concession in respect of some in- 
terests in arrear on & purchase by a 
Catholic institution of the old Bank of 
Upper Canada building in Toronto, You 
were Minister of Public Works at the time, 
and I, acting as solicitor for the Archbishop 
of Toronto, wrote to you aren the subject. 
You were inclined to accede to our request, 
but I consulted Sir John Macdonald in re- 
card to it, and had conveyed to me Sir 
John Macdonald's legal opinion that the 
concession could not be made without a 
vote of Parliament, it not being, in his 
view, within the legal competency of the 
Privy Council to remit moneys due to the 
Crown. I reported according to my client 
the Archbishop, to whom I showed your 
letter, and although considerably disap- 
pointed at whathe thought was a some- 
what forced and technical reason for re- 
fusing a request amply justified by the 
surrounding circumstances, we felt that 
nothing further was to be done in the face 
of Sir John’s legal decision, to which of 
necessity we bowed. It was a matter of 
public business, and you were naturally 
guided by Sir John’s view of the law, and 
your decision was final, and was conveyed 
tomein the ordinary course of depart- 
mental routine, 


THE LETTER STOLEN. 


“ Shortly afterwards, but fortunately not 
before Archbishop Lynch had seen your 
letter, the correspondence was purloined 
from the office of Messrs, Foy, Tupper and 
Macdonnell, and your letter, freely inter- 
polated by some facile hand, appeared in 
print with the statement that Sir John had 
made use of the expression with reference 
to Archbishop Lynch and Catholics gener- 
ally, including, of course, Mr. Foy and my- 
self, I was astounded at the stupidity and 
linpudence of the forgery, for such it was, 
the statement referred to having been 
forged to a letter genuine in other respects, 
and published as Pato an authentic docu- 
ment in its entirety. I was surprised that 
any rational being could be so stupid as to 
credit that a man so notoriously astute as 
Sir John Macdonald would make use of so 
offensive a remark, which was to be carried 
to the solicitor for the Archbishop, in a 
letter which he knew must of neces- 
sity be shown immediately to his 
Grace in the ordinary course of 
business ; secondly, that it could be sup- 
posed by anyone who was aware of the 
well-known relations of most intimate per- 
sonal frlendship which existed between Fir 
John Macdonald and myself that Sir John 
would offer me so gratuitous an insult in 
regard to a high dignitary of the Church to 
which I belonged, and toall who in com- 
mon with myself professed the Catholic 
religion ; and, thirdly, that it could be sup- 
posed to be conceivable that the fatner of 
my partner could be selected by Sir Jobn 
as the medium of communicating so grave 
a breach of all those amenities observed 
among gentlemen to the son of his own 
former pane and lifelong friend. I was 
only a degree less surprised that it should 
be suggested that persons of our rank of 
life had recourse, either in our conversation 
or correspondence with each other, to such 
language or expressions, which, I have

* When I discussed the matter with the 
Aichbishop he dismissed it with the re- 
mark that it was the first time he had seen 
it suggested that Sir John Macdonald was 
a fool, and that he was not to be caught by 
any such chaff ss that. Let me state. in 
conclusion, that Archbishop Lynch and Sir 
John Macdonald continued until the death 
of the former to be the warmest personal 
friends, and I,who was then veallant in 
Yoronto, enjoyed the confidence of both 
and was frequently the intermediary be 
tween them in relation to matteis of 
common interest. His Grace died on may 
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12th, 1883, and, writing to him on Maro 
5th, 1887, shortly after the general election 
of that year, Sir John concluded a some 
what long letter as follows:—' And now 
my dear Archbishop, let me again thank 
you most warmly for all that you did for us 
Inthe recent campaign. Ican assure you 
that my colleagues and myself gratefully 
Appreciate your kindness. Believe me 
incerely yours, John A, Macdonald. ‘ 


MUTUAL CONFIDENCE,

Here in London many people think 
less of killing a child than of killing 
a cat The papers to-day state that 
the corpse of a two-months-old child 
was found in the Thames near Lam- 
beth Bridge yesterday morning, with 
a weight fastened around its neck. 
Another body of a new-born child was 
found in Hamstead Heath. As far as 
a hasty examination of statistics goes, 
it can be shown that 40 bodies of mur- 
dered children have been taken from 
the River Thames during the last 12 
months, while scores of undiscovered 
bodies have been washed down to the 
Sea on the rapidly rolling clay-colored 
river. 

A week or two ago a waterman, 
While following his occupation, dug 
up a brown paper parcel, embedded {n 
the mud at Caversham Lock. Inside 
the parcel was the body of a child, 
which had a piece of cord around its 
neck, showing that the little creature 
had been strangled. No one identified 
the corpse and the jury returned a 
verdict of “Wilful murder against a 
person or persons unknown.’ A sub- 
sequent examination of the paper, 
however, disclosed an address thinly 
written in ink of “Mrs. Annie Dyer, 
Kensington-road,” The police ascer- 
tained that this paper had been sup- 
plied by a local tradesman to Mrs. 
Dyer, who, when questioned, gave un- 
Satisfactory replies. She was arrest- 
ed and her house was searched. Let- 
ters, telegrams, pawn tickets and re- 
ceipts for advertisements in many 
London weekly papers—which, by the 
way, accept & more shady class of 
advertisements than the dalilies—were 
discovered by the police. 

Arthur Ernest Palmer, Dyer’s son-in- 
law, Was arrested on the charge of be- 
ing an accessory after the fact. 

The police dragged the Thames, and 
another body was discovered with tape 
round its throat. Soon afterward two 
more Were fished up, one in a carpet- 

bag, which appeared to have been 
strangled, and on Friday night a fifth 
child was dragged out. 

It is belleved that this system of 
murder has been going on for months. 
It is stated that the modus operandi 
was to advertise that a lady was 
anxious to adopt a child in considera- 
tion of a money payment, this being 
the usual way in which a baby farmer 
does business. All sorts of answers 
would be received, from those in high

Places down to the humblest 
keeper, and it is affirmed that many 
of these people, when handing over 
their offspring, knew the fate in store 
for them. : 

Seized documents prove that many 
children passed through Mrs. Dyer’s 
hands, and some disappeared at once. 
The woman, who js married, but is 
living apart from hér husband, is ak 
leged to be a well-known baby farmer. 
She is a gaunt yet pleasant looking 
wceman of about 50, and gets a fair 
income out of her business. This busi- 
ness seems, however, to have got her 
in jail some years ago. She denies all 
knowledge of the affair, but the evi- 
dence will, it is belleved, be overwhelm- 
ingly against her. 

Indeed, remarkable developments are 
anticipated, and it is generally hoped 
that the police will be able to proceed 
against those who knowingly did their 
offspring to death. Three little chik 
dren were found at Mrs. Dyer’s house 
when the police arrested the woman— 
a boy of 7 years, a girl of 8 years and 
a boy of 3 months. The Treasury will 
undertake the prosecution when the 
evidence is complete. Everyone with 
a grain of feeling hopes that these new 
revelations will waken up the magls- 
tracy and British Legislature against 
baby farming, which is a crying scan- 
dal in England. 

MARTIAL LAW IN MOSCOW. 
Tho Czar in Foar of Assassination—Neariy 
5000 Persous Arrosted. 


New York, April 13—A special to 
The Journal from St. Petersburg says: 
The Governors of the Russian pro- 
vinces are being instructed to arrest 
all political suspects on the spot. The 
round-up is being imaugurated in all 
parts of the empire. Nearly 5000 men 
and women have been put in jail and 
will be confined there until after the 
coronation. Any attempt on their part 
to appeal is impossible. Hundreds of 
students from the various universities 
have been forced to choose between 
going home or to prison. Martial law 
has been declared in Moscow. 
Czar is not going to Niint—Novogo- 
rod for fear of assassination. A plot 
to murder him at the fair has just 
been discovered.

Kingston, Jamaica, April 18.—Hay- 
tlans who became refugees during the 
Presidency of Hyppolite, are accepting 
the amnesty offered by the new Pres 
dent, T. Simon Sam, and are making 
preparations to return to Hayti.

Irederick Charles Denison 
second son of the late Col. 
Taylor and Ann Dewson Denison and 
was born at Rusholme, near Toronto, 
on Noy. 22, 1846, the same house where 
he has just passed away. He was a 
direct descendant, a great grandson, 
of John Denison of Hedon, Yorkshire, 

England, who came to Canada in 1792, 
and who removed to York, now To- 

ronto, In 1794. FY, C. Denison was edu- 

cated at first privately and when he 
was in his eleventh year, in 1857, en- 
tered Upper Canada College, where 
he remained until 1865. After leaving 

U.C.C. he entered upon the study of

He was one of the early graduates at 

the Military School in Toronto, hay- 
ing for one of his cotemporaries Licut.- 

Col, James Mason, now commanding 

the Royal Grenadiers. In 1865 the de- 
ceased was zetted cornet In the Gov- 
ernor-General Body Guard of Cay- 
alry, a corps with which he had an 
hereditary connection, his father and 
‘grandfather before him having had 
command of that body. He was pro- 

moted lieutenant in December, 1867, 
captain in 1872, major in 1876 and lieu- 
| tenant-colonel by brevet in 1851. 

In 1870, on the breaking out of the 
Red River disturbances, he accompan- 
fed Colonel, now Field Marshal, Wolse- 
ley, who was in command of the Can- 
adian expedition sent to suppress the 
rebellion, as orderly officer, or what 
might more fitly be termed Provincial 
A.D.C. In that capacity he displayed 
great zeal and capacity for work and 
was mentioned In despatches by Col. 
Wolseley. 

In the latter part of the summer of 
1884 occurred the troubles in the Sou- 
dan and the expedition up the Nile, 
Gen. Wolseley recollecting the services 
rendered by his young Canadian A.D.c, 
in 1870, determined to place him in 
command of the corps of Canadian 
yoyageurs embodied here for service 
in the Nile.- The telegram offering 
Lieutenant-Colonel, then Major, 
ison the post reached him through the 
Governor-General on Aug. 26, 1884, He 
did not wait a moment In deciding on 
his course, but most cheerfully signified 
his willingness to undertake the hazar- 
dous and extremely responsble duty.

Th different 
States of Germany, he sald, were con= 
tiguous to one another, and resembled 
nuch the position which “ce differ- 
ent States of the American Union oc- 
cupled towards one another. The col- 
opies of the British Empire, on the 
oiher hand, Were scattered over the 
face of the globe, and existing condi- 
tions in each made the adoption of 
such an idea almost Impossible, and 
even if the Mother Country favored 
the idea, it was not likely that the 
colonies would. He regarded Mr, Cham. 
Lerlain'’s utLerances more in we tight of 
a happy augury of what was to come. 

It was evident to him that a zollve 
rein without preferential protection 
w.thin itself would not mec; wath 
favor in any of the colonies, as any 
benefit which would accrue from such 
an 4rrangement would be open to the 
world, so far as the markets of the 
Mother Country were concerned lut 
if a preferential arrangement could be 
arrived at between Great Britain and 
her colonies, whereby mutual advan- 
tages could be exchanged, he, as a loy- 
al British subject, would gladly welk 
come it.

This news was received by Command- 
ant Herbert Booth yesterday. No time 
has been fixed for the arrival of Miss 
Booth in Toronto, Her brother relin- 
quishes his command here at the end 
of May. 

Lefore she was 16 years of age Eva 
Booth was selling War Crys in the 
streets of London, and since that time 
Bhe has filled every grade and rank 
in the Army from cadet to commis- 
sioner. 

Miss Booth settled down In the Tralin- 
ing Home in London and helped her 
sister to turn out large numbers of 
women Warriors from that institution, 
Her pupils made fine reputations for 
themselves and did her great cred 

When she was considerably less than 
20, the famous Pall Mall Gazette re- 
velations convulsed London, and the 
Salvation Army took a prominent part 
in the trouble. The greatest trouble 
Was connected with an Army bulld- 
ing in the very heart of London's 
slums. Eva Booth was sent there to 
restore peace. Day after day she and 
her little band of women marched out 
as a target for sticks and stones, and 
day after day they marched back 
very much bruised, but still full of 
cheerful enthusiasm. 

“ently Miss Booth has been In coin- 
mand of the London province, which 
containg 21,000 soldiers and 350 ficld 
officers. 

Eva Booth is 6 feet 2 inches tall and 
she welghs about 100 pounds, Her 
chief beauty lies in her ¢yes and hatr, 
which are a soft shade or brown. The 
hair is very curly and the eyes are 
large and appealing. She has a high 
forehead and a large nose. The fam- 
ily resemblance is very strong. 

Miss Booth's hands are long and thin, 
with nervous, slender fingers that are 
never still. 

With one or two rather startling ex- 
ceptions her dress ts the uniform with 
which all are famillar. She wears a 
plain navy blue skirt, which flaps 
around her slender figure, She wears 
a little blue jacket, with plain, tight 
sleeves and a rolling collar. But—un- 
der that jacket she wears the very red- 
dest jersey a woman ever wore, and 
the front of that jersey Is embellished 
with pictures and texts embroidered in 
white silk. The chief work of art fs the 
seal of the Army above the words 
“Blood and Fire.” To this. which every 
woman warrior wears, Miss Booth has 
added a sentiment of her own in the 
form of the words “Blood Washed’— 
very heavily and elaborately done in 
white silk. She says she selected that 
motto when she was a child, and that 
she has always worn it. The poke bon- 
nat she wears is heavily shirred with 
navy blue silk and the wide ribbon 
strings tle at the left ear In & bow 
that is almost coquettish. 

In speech Miss Booth is quiet and 
gentle. In important matters she takes 
her stand in a gentle but absolutely 
immovable fashion. It would not be 
easy to move her from a stand which 
she thought was right. 

The late Mrs. Gen. Booth had ideas 
of her own on the subject of cduca- 
tion, and few of her children were 
sent to school. They had masters and 
teachers at home, but they went into 
the work of the Army at a very early 
age, and the world has been thelr uni- 
versity. In Commissioner Eya Booth's 
case it has been a very good one, and 
if a little of the polish of courts may

Mourners at a Wake in Freehold, N.J-, 
Had ao Terrifying Fxpericneco—The

New York, April 14—While the frtends 
of Clara Heppenstall were gathered at her 
bome ia Freehold, N.J., on Saturday night, 
talking of her death the day beforo, they 
wore startled by a shriek coming from the 
room where the body was lald oat.

Sitting upright In her white robe 
was the supposed corpse, with wideopea 
eyes, staring straight ahead. On the door, 
evercome with fright, was Charles Burton, 
a neighbor.

The frightened men then plucked up 
courage enough to go to the assistance of 
Burton, and a doctor was hastily sum- 
moned. 

When the physician arrived Burton had 
recorered, The doctor examined Miss Hep- 
enstal! amd announced that there was yet 
ife in her. He said that the case was one 
of suspended animation. He applied ro- 
Medics, and soon tho women was resting 
easily. She “el all night and sbe Is siak- 
ing rapidly. er poymcian does not think 
her recovery probable, though It Is possible. 

Miss Heppenstal! had all the appearance 
of being dead for more than twenty-four 
hours. She had been suffering from ty- 
phold fever and a complication of other dls- 
eases. 

Mr. Burton told the doctor that he went 
to the room to saturate cloths that were 
over the eyes of the supposed corpse to 
prevent discoloration. Ho noticed nothing 

uliar about the body and was about to 
eave the room when he took another 
glance at the sheet over the ice box. Then 
be saw Miss Heppenstall sitting up with 
her eyes wide open and staring at him. 
Ho did not remember anything further un- 
tll found by those who came In response 
to his «briek.

ACCURACY: 


Pertinent Article About This Quality 
in Our Newspapers. 


It is the alm and object of every 
honest and self-respecting newspaper 
to be as nearly accurate as possible in 
the presentation of news to its read- 
ers, and to give them, as nearly as 
may be, correct summary of the 
world's state of affairs day by day. 
The limitation of comparative exact- 
ness will be understood and appreciat- 
ed, it ils to be hoped, for literal ac- 
curacy and exactitude, is, in a news- 
paper office, only an iridescent dream. 
The obstacles to be overcome, so every 
newspaper must be content with the 
nearest possible approach to certainty. 

Every day somebody, and often the 
somebody who ought to know better, 
says: ‘You can't believe anything the 
newspapers say.’ The assertion in- 
volves a double fallacy,the first branch 
of which is that the statement is whol- 
ly unsupported by evidence, and the 
second is that the speaker himself, if 
he will not stop and think a moment, 
will be convinced of the folly of his 
utterance. He speaks, as most of us 
do, without thinking. 

It is quite true that mistakes are 
made, especially. in the spelling of 
names of persons and places, and often 
in dates as well, and that there is al- 
Ways somebody ready to pounce on an 
inaccura¢y jn detail, and to insist that 
Smith should be spelled Smyth, or that 
some baby Prince or Princess died in 
July instead of August; but what of 
it ? If such hypereritical critics only 
knew the difficulties which encompass 
telegraphic transmission, the rush and 
scurry of the telegraph editor and the 
never-ending struggle of the proof- 
reader, he would wonder, not that 
Smyth should be spelled Smith, but 
why it should not appear in print as 
Brown or Jones, and why the capital 
of Herzegovina should not be lecated 
in Madagascar or Patagonia. 

To this should be added the all-im- 
portant fact, with which newspaper 
men are only too familiar, that in at- 
tempting to secure an exact account 
of some particular incident the report- 
er is confronted with, maybe, hak a 
dozen stories, each of which is told 
in perfect honesty and sincerity, but 
all differing in detail, depending upon 
the point of view of the narrator, Out 
of ths confusion order must be evolv- 
ed, and the best result that can be 
hoped for is a consecutive narrative, 
for the exigencies of the daily press 
do not permit a lapse of twenty-four 
hours in which to verify details. 

Of course the fact is that people do 
believe what the newspapers say, 
though at times they may detect some 
inaccuracy which is within their per- 
sonal knowledge, and, more than this, 
they derive the greater part of their 
knowledge of current events from the 
newspapers. As te the policy of a 
newspaper, as to ita comments upon 
the affairs of the day, as to its views 
on politics, ethics, govermment or whet 
not, every remd@er is at perfect Hbesty 
to agree or dimagree with the paper, 
ase he may be minded, but & does not 
Me in the mouth of any intelligent 
mean to charge a newspaper with the 
deliberate @isortion or suppression of

facts, for there is no possible groued 
for such an accusation. The dnfly 
newspaper is one of the greatest aad 
Mest potent educational factors of the 
age, and it ti becomes the man who 
receives 99 per cent. of iis kno e 
regarding current events from 
daily preas to accuse a newspaper of 
ignorance or mendacity because 1 
per cent. may not be strictly accurate, 
as is more frequently the case, may, 
be shadowy and inoomplete—Saa 
Fwancisco Cah.

' Much objection was taken by sup 
porters of the Government to the state- 
nent of Mr, Oulmet that remedial leg- 
jglation would be in the forefront of 
the planks of the Conservative party in 
the coming elections. Mr. Davin, 
speaking for the Northwest, sald he 
would be unable to travel under any 
such banner. 

The attack of Major Sam Hughes 
on Mr, Wallace was a sensation of the 
day, second only to the dropping of 
the Remedial Bill, 

A remarkable turn was given tothe de- 
date after dinner by Sam Hughes. The 
gallant major rose and asked Mr. Wal- 
lace If he charged him with writing a 
letter signed “West York Conserva- 
tive,” which appeared in The Mail a 
fiw days ago, 

Mr, Wallace replied that Mr. Hughes 
bad no right to catechise him. 

Mr. Hughes sald that was the size of 
the ansWer he expected. The letter 
refermd to was not written by him 
and he read a telegram from the ed!- 
tor of The Mail stating that he 
(Hughes) had nothing to do with it di- 
rectly or indirectly. 

Mr. Somerville—Where do you stand 
on this bill? (Laughter.) 

Dr. Landerkin—On both sides. 

Mr. Hughes, continuing, sald that up 
to a few months ago no one stood 
ae in his estimation than Mr, Wal- 
ace 

Dr. Landerkin—That was his misfor- 
tune. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Hughes sald that Mr, Wallace 
Was the last man In the world to talk 
about newspaper correspondence. Why, 
only a few days ago he had given 
an article written by himself to 
the young and virile reporter of 
The Toronto Telegram lauding the acm 
tion of himself and his six associates 
who had fought against the Dill. 
(Laughter.) Then Major Hughes ad- 
Yerted to the anonymous letters, in 
connection with which the names of 
Sir Adolphe Caron and Dr. Montague 
were mentioned, and implied that the 
member for West York knew some 
thing about their origin. 

Dr. Landerkin said he understood 
this matter was before the courts; it 
Was sub judice. (Laughter.) It Is not 
to be spoken of by any person outside 
court. (Laughter.) I think the point 
is well taken, (Loud laughter.) 

Mr. Hughes, Ignoring this, went on 
to say that Mr, Wallace was animated 
by an insane hatred and jealousy of 
Dr. Montague, although up to a few 
weeks ago he had no truer friend than 

the Minister of Agriculture. That gen- 
tleman had refused a Cabinet posli- 
tion on the ground that Mr. Wallace 
was his senior. Mr. Hughes then went 
on to speak of the North Ontario elec 
tion and condemned Mr. Wallace for 
resigning at the time he did to injure 
Mr. McGillivray’s chancts of election. 
Following this, he referred to Mr. Wal- 
lace’s 12th of July speech at Ottawa 
and charged that a portion of the pub- 
lished utterances had never been de- 
livered. (Laughter) The speech had 
been prepared and on looking over 
it a number of Mr. Wallace's 
friends thought it was too strong 
It was therefore decided to take one 
Piragraph out, but several newspapers 
published the speech with this para- 
Graph in (Laughter.) Mr. Wallace 
had favored home rule, the release of 
the political prisoners in Ireland and 
had stood up for the rights of the 
Protestant minority in Ireland. The 
relevancy of this remark, however,was 
not apparent. In conclusion, Mr. 
Hughes said he personally had pursued 
@ consistent course on the Remedial 
Bill and he trusted yet that the Mani- 
toba Government would settle this 
question. 

The faces of the Opposition members 
beamed with anticipatory smiles as 
Mr. Wallace arose to reply. When he 
began in a low tone they shouted 
“louder.”” While he was bound to ac- 
cept Mr. Hughes’ statement that he 
had not written The Mail's letter sign- 
ed “West York Conservative,” yet it 
certainly tallied exactly with Mr.

Mr. Laurier—Well, I proceed to pro- 
test against the charge of obstruction. 

Sir Charles Tupper—You have just 
listened to nine hours of it, (Cheers.) 

Mr. Laurier went on to say that the 
tactics of the Government were the 
cause of the discussion and he hoped 
Sir Charles had learned that he could 
not force this or any other measure 
upon this House, by such means. 
Never had the Parliament of Great Bri- 
tain witnessed such scenes. "Any- 
way,’ continued Mr. Laurier, “whose 
fault is it that the question was not 
settled five years ago? Whose fault 
that a drastic order was sent out that 
drove Manitoba into opposition? 
Whose fault that the bill was not in- 
troduced Jast session, when Mr, An- 
gers, the only sincere man In the Cabi- 
net, left it? Whose fault that 
the Cabinet dissentions at the 
early part of this year pre- 
vented its introduction at the early 
and not at the dying stages of this 
session. It was surely the gentlemen 
on the Government benches. And as to 
the charge of obstruction, he would 
leave it to the judgment of the intel- 
ligent electors of the country. 

Mr. LaRiviere protested in the name

Mr. Dupont made an <arnest appeal

Mr. McCarthy said he did not deny 
to French Canadians their just rights, 
reither did he admit that they were 
entitled to more than any other class 
of people in court. He had to offer 
his congratulations to Sir Charles Ture 
per, The House was evidently cele 
brating the obsequies of this biil. 

Mr. Ives—And of those who oppose it. 

Mr. McCarthy, continuing, said he 
ventured to say they were listening 
to this bill for the last time either In 
this Parliament or the next, There 
was no more promise of rmedial lea- 
islation In the next Parliament. He 
had realized that this country would 
not interfere with Manitoba In its ed- 
ucational affairs and he (Mr. McCar-" 
thy) was glad to feel that they had 
heard the last of remedial legislation.

Lancet recently published some 
interesting letters from Dr. T, Glover 
Lyon, senior assistant physician of the 
Victoria Park Chest Hospital. Dr. 
Lyon, using the Crookes tube, with an 
electric current, at a Voltage of 26,000, 
thus deseribed In The Lancet the 
sult of his work: 

“My experiments in 
proved, so far as they 
tive. which was almost a foregone con- 
clusion, An impure cultivation of the 
diphtheritic bacilli was exposed in a test 
tube in an Incubator, at degrees 
centigrade, for 12 hours to Roentgen 
rays, produced by the apparatus de- 
scribed above. 

“Considerable growth took place dur- 
ing these 12 hours, and continued on 
further Incubation. The exposure to 
the Roentgen rays had falled to Influ- 
ence the growth of the bacilli to any 
appreciable extent. 

“A pure cultivation of the tubercle 
bacilll exposed at the same time show- 
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; ed a vigorous power of growth after- 


Ward. 

“During these exposures, on account 
of the escape of electricity in one way 
and another, an intense odor of ozone 
was perceptible in the incubator and 
around it. The ozone, apparently, 
however. was unable to penetrate the 
cotton and wool plug of the tube and 
affect the germs. 

“A somewhat interesting result was 
obtained by photographing by the 
Roentgen ray a cultivation of diph- 
theritic bacilli sldeways. The turbid 
blood of the serum gave a faint sha- 
dow, but to the eye the opaque colony 
of germs, over a quarter of an inch 
thick, gave no signs of existence, The 
rays passed through them as light 
through glass. 

“Experiments like these are not, of 
course, final, but on the whole one is 
forced to the conclusion that with our 
present methods the radiant ethereal 
energy is powerless against pathogen- 
ic organism. At the same time In- 
creased knowledge and improved ap- 
paratus may place the cure of disease 
by radiant energy within the possibi- 
lities of the future.” 

The British Medical Journal has also 
published long speculative communica- 
tions on the subject. Dr. Willoughby 
Wade, in its columns, first urged the 
desirability of determining definitely 
whether the new radfant had or had 
not sterilizing effect upon the tubercle 
bacillus. Dr. Spencer Watson con- 
sidered it most important, in view or 
the known effect of ordinary light, to 
ascertain Whether there ls any rein- 
tlon between X rays and bactericidal 
rays, already assumed to be part and 
parcel of the sun's light. 

Many other British scientists hold 
the view that the X rays are modifi- 
cations only of ordinary light, but as 
far as known, the sole direct experl- 
ments Were undertaken by Prof. Schus- 
ter, who, at a recent meeting of the 
Manchester Medical Society, said the 
results were altogether negative, the 
bacteria thriving as well in Roentgen 
rays as out of them. 

Sclentists here are decidedly scepti- 
cal as to the germicidal properties of 
the X rays, though they are not pre- 
pared to deny the reported discovery 
in Chicago. They want details, how- 
ever, before believing it.

PROFESSOR-STARR’S. TRI. 


His Researches Among the Little People 
and Mountain Idiots of Mexico 
aud Guatemala. 

Chicago,April 15.—Frederick A Starr, 
profes 
versity of Chicago, returned yesterday 
from a three months’ trip through un- 
explored portions of Guatemala and 
Mexico. His trip was to visit all the 
ruins in the two countries, which he 
had heard so highly praised. and to 
find a pigmy tribe supposed to live 
about some of the ruins. 

Prof. Starr found specimens of four 
eyed fish in Tehuantepec. Two of the 
eyes are used while the fish is above 
Water, and two wheu It Is swimming. 

“A curious fact that I learned in 
Tehuantepec, said the prof 
that many of the Zapotecs 
third toe short. These people are call- 
ed by the Indians maqulles.” 

Concerning the pigmics and whether 
the small people of the country might 
not be descended from the mountain 
idiots, Prof. Starr said: 

“I found lots of idiots in the coun- 
try, regular colonies of them, but in 
no cat vas there any connection be- 
tween them and the little people. Cro- 
tins, as the idiots are called, are de- 
scendants of goltrous people. Goltre is 
a discase caused by the water the peo- 
ple drink, and the descendants of these 
foltrous people are usually deaf,dumb 
and idiotic 

“The ill people are not diseased, 
and retain all thelr faculties, There 
are So many of them that it Is Impos- 
sible to call them freaks, but I couldn't 
find a pigmy tribe from which they 
might be descendants, and I don't be- 
lieve there Is such a tribe.”

ecare of the Province could not touch their 
schools, but through hasty legislation this 
Intention was not carried ont, with the re- 
sult that the minority were deprived of 
their schools. 


_ The Mail and Empire reports Mr. 
Laurier as follows : 


__Itis true, he said, that the intention of 
_the framers of the Manitoba Act had been 

to place the Catholic minority of that pro- 
vince In the same position, and afford them 
the same protection, as the Protestant min- 
ority of Quebec, or the Catholic minority of 
Ontario, but on account of the faulty man- 
ner in which it had been drawn the Iinten- 
tion had failed to be carried out. 


_ These reports, it will be seen, although 
differing somewhat in verbiage, agree pre- 
cisely in effect and fully confirm the fact 
that Mr. Laurier has declared that it. was 
tho intention of the Parliament of Canada, 
in passing the Manitoba Act in 1870, to 
make the same provision as to education 
for the new province as existed then in 
Quebec and as exists to-day (barring al- 
tera tions in detail made by the Mowat 
Government) in Ontario. 
This is precisely what the INreLLiGENcER 
aid, and proved by extracts from the 
Parliamentary debates of 1870, so long ago 
sthe ith of November last.

The onus.of vindicating the honor of 
Canada, as pledged by Parliament in 1870, 
having been caat upon the present Goy- 
ernment by decision of the court of last 
resort, the Government have done their 
duty ; and, to their credit be it said, the 
Roman Catholic: authorities of the pro- 
Vince agreed to accept much less than was 
intended to be given them by Parliament. 
Now wo have the apparently strange 
spectacle of the head of the Government, 
who in 1870 voted with the minority 
again gy establishment, on principle, of 
Separate. Schools, staking nis political 
_ existence:in battling for tho rights of the 
minority, and tho leader of the Opposition, 
who is s supporter of Separate Schools, 
fighting on the other side. The difference 
_ betwoon the two men is that Sir Mac- 
kenzio is acting in accordance with his 
duty, and Mr. Lauricr is seoking to de- 
feat the Government by foul means, re- 
gardless of principle or honor.

The Noble Game of Politics, 
(Winnipeg Free Press, Liberal.) 

The spectacle at Ottawa is not a pleasant 
one. The House has been in continuous 
session since three o'clock Monday after- 
noon, and no has been made 
with the Remedial Bill, So far the policy 
of obstrucjion has proved as effective as 
the bitterest enemies of the measure could 
wish, At three o'clock on Wednosday 
morning a motion was made that the 
Comzhittee rise and report, and at this 
writing it is under discussion, It would 
take over two years to pass the Bill at the 
rate of progress so far made, and at mid- 
night of the 24th, the House expires. 
Whoever or whatever is responsible, the 
spectacle is a scandalous one, for it is 
bringing our system of Parliamentary 
government into contempt. 

We think the country is quite astute 
enough to take in the situation. Passing 
through St. Paul on Wednesday, Mr. 
Greenway in an interview explained the 
failure of the recent School conference by 
saying that the School Commissioners 
asked more than the Province was willing 
to grant. Everyone fully understands that 
they asked less than it is proposed to pro- 
vide in the Remedial Bill. n the House 
at Ottawa on Wednesday evening, Mr. 
Laurier said he ‘* pitied his co-religionists 
in Manitaba if they were to get no more 
than they could get by the Remedial 
Bill.” Mr. Laurier is leader of the 
Opposition, and the Opposition are ob- 
structing the passage of the Remedial 
Bill, on the pretence that it is an outrage 
on the province. There is a sad lack of 
sincerity somewhere, We are justified in 
assuming from Mr; Laurier’s words that if 
he were in power he would give the Mani- 
toba minority more than is being offered 
them in the Remedial Bill. The Do- 
minion Commissioners were satisfied to 
take less, and the Manitoba Government 
refused a compromise, because they asked 
too much. it the less of the commission- 
ers was too much, what would the more of 
Mr. Laurier be ? 

The simple and disgraceful fact is that 

pathtictiinists at least the whole 
alfnir isa political game; they are ma- 
nceuyring for an advantage in the approach- 
ing elections. They care nothing Te our 
achool system or for our educational inter- 
ests, whether pertaining to the minority or 
the majority. They recognize that under 
the judgment of the Privy Council the 
minority are entitled to a measure of re- 
lief, and that it must be granted them by 
this Parliament or some other, unless in 
the meantime the Manitoba Legislature 
removes the grievance. But the ques- 
tion is one with which men’s minds can be 
stirred, and they are using it in that 
supremest of all causes, the cause of pro- 
curing votes that will turn out the ins, and 
putin the outs. Mr. Laurier complained 
on Wednesday that Sir Charles Tupper, 
after absolving him from the charge of 
obstruction, had recanted, attributing his 
change of front to the fear that his EES 
sion would help Mr. Laurier among the 
electors of Quebec. That is the secret of 
all their anxiety. It is not a question as 
to what is required under the judgment of 
the Privy Council, or as to what the con- 
ditions actually demand in behalf of the 
minority ; the whole concern is as to how 
the electors may be influenced.

In Memory of Henry Emerson. 

The subject of this sketch was born on 
the banks of Lough Erne, County Ferman- 
agh, Ireland, on Ohristmas Day, 1819, 
emigrated to Canada in 1837 and died at 
the residence of Mr. J. KE. Johnston, 
Hungerford, on the 9th inst. He first 
settled near Milford, Prince Edward Co, 
but shortly after came to this district 
whero he resided till his death, with the 
exception of a few years spent in Western 
Ontario and Pennsylvania.

He referred 
to the splendid record of the service 
for Canada of the Denison family since 
the greatgrandfather of deceased took 
up his residence In this country as one 
of the ploneers of Ontario over 100 
years ago. Sir Charleg then spoke of 
the excellent military service of de- 
cvcased, both in the Red River exped'- 
Hon and on the Nile. As commandant 
of the Bisley team he (Sir Charles) 
knew from experience that no gentle 
Mun entrusted with the discharge of 
that important duty had conducted 
himself in a more satisfactory and ad- 
mirablo manner than had Col. Deni- 
s0n, Deceased, as a member of Par- 
llament, had the respect and confidence 
of the gentlemen on both sides of the 
Flouse, and he was sure that every 
member would Join with him in deplor- 
ing his untimely death, (Hear, hear.) 

Mr, Laurier sald Col, Denison did 
his duty as a soldier whether in the 
forest and prairies of the Canadian 
Northwest or in the classical land of 
the Pharaohs, Ag a member of the 
House, while he had opponents he had 
no enemies. He was a man of few 
words but of strong convictions. He 
Was thorough and sincere and what- 
ever he sald carried weight. The de- 
mise of such a man Was always to be 
mourned and it was a satisfaction to 
those engaged in contests which were 
sometimes very bitter to know that 
when they met men of a character like 
Col, Denison they could always rely 
on that whatever they did or said!

bill making important changes in the 
criminal code Sections 107-9, respect- 
ing the sale of obscene books, is 
amended by including “manufacture” 
as well as sale, it being found that a 
considerable traffic was springing up 
in the printing of these books which 
needs treatment.

in the contract between Mr, Goodwin 
and the Crown. Sir Charles pointed 
Out also that he had not even been Ac 
corded the courtesy of a notice that 
this question was to be brought up. 
He must refuse to accept the opinion 
of Munroe, the engineer, who prepared 
the specifications as to the legal inter- 
pretation of the contracts. Undoubted- 
ly the engineer, in drawing up the 
contract, intended it to bear the in- 
terpretation which is now placed upon 
it, but the legal construciion was at 
varlance with the intention in this 
case. The departmental report stated 
that the earth was ti be deposited be- 
hind the embankmeat, and for which 
he had decided in favor of Goodwin's 
claim for 15 cents yer yard extra, was 
not necessary, If that were a fact 
Goodwin had no claim, but the claim 
did not include any earth not in the 
watertight embankment itself. Under 
examination by Mr. Goodwin, the de- 
partmental engineers had made admis- 
soins as to work which great- 
ly strengthened the claim, Sir 
Charles Tupper read the contract 
which he held meant what the original 
Plan wuold indicate was intend- 
ed, namely, that the watertight banks 
should be alongside that portion of the 
canal when the water was above the 
margin of the canal, and the rough 
«mbankmentg alongside the part when 
the margm was above the water level. 
He added in conclusion his decision 
had not been influenced in the slight- 
est by any consideration of how much 
it was going to cost the Crown. His 
decision was based upon his judgment 
formed after a full and careful inves- 
tigation of the facts and he assumed 
all responsibility for it. 

After Mr. Edgar had spoken in con- 
demnation of Sir Charles Hibbert Tup- 
per’s course, Mr. McCarthy followed, 
declaring that there was no question 
of law involved at all, but a clear ques- 
tion of facts. He contended that the 
bounden duty of the department was 
to have the case referred to the Ex- 
chequer Court. 

Mr. Dickey defended Sir Charles Hib- 
bert Tupper against the imputation of 
wrong doing. The most that could be 
urged against him was that he had 
been mistaken in his law. For himself, 
without making any promise, he be 
lieved he would, with two conflicting 
opinions by his predecessors before 
him, rather than decide the payment of 
$80,000 by the Crown, refer the case to 
the courts.

For 
whom did God spring their arched 
bridge of colors resting upon but- 
tresses of broken storm cloud ? For 
whom did He gather the upholstery 
of fire around the window of the set- 
ting sun ? For all men, but more es- 
pecially for his own dear children. 

If you build a large mansion and 
spread a great feast after it to cele- 
brate the completion of the structure, 
do you allow strangers to come in and 
occupy the place, while you’ thrust 
your Own children in the kitchen, or 
the barn, or the flelds? Oh, no! You 
say, “I am very glad to see strangers 
in my mansion, but my own sons 
and daughters shall have the first right 
there.” Now, God has built this grand 
mansion of a world, and he has spread 
a glorious feast in it, and while those 
who are strangers to His grace may 
come in I think that God especially 
intends to give the advantage to His 
own children—those who are the sons 
and daughters of the Lord Almighty, 
those who through graca can look 
up and say, “Abba, Father,” You can- 
not make me believe that God gives 
more advantages to the world than He 
gives to the church, bought by His 
own blood.

Who are ignorant of its excellencles 
There are men with cramped chests 
and weak sides and despondent spirits 
who through the gymnasium might be 
roused up to exuberance and exhilara- 
tion of life There are many Chris 
tian people despondent from year to 
year, who might, through such an In- 
sitution, be benefitted in their spirituat 
relations. There are Christian people 
who seem think that it is a 
slen to be poorly; and because Riohard 
Baxter and Robert Hall were invalid, 
they think that by the same sickll- 
ness they may come to the same 
grandeur of character. I want to tell 
the Christian people of my congrega- 
tion that God will hold you responsi 
ble for your invalidnesas if it is your 
fault, and when, through right exer- 
cise and prudence, you might be 
athletic and well. The effect of the 
body upon the soul you acknowledge. 
Put a man of mild disposition upon 
the animal diet of whioh the Indian 
partakes, and in a little whik his 
blood will change its chemical pro- 
portions. It will become like unto 
the blood of the lion, or the tiger, or 
the bear, while his disposition will 
change, and become flerce and un- 
‘elenting.

There are men with great 
hearts and intellects, In bodies worn 
out by thelr own neglects—magnificent 
machinery, capable of propelling a 
Majestic across the Atlantic, yet 
fastened in a rickety North river pro- 
peller, Martin Luther was so mighty 
for God, first, because he had a noble 
soul, and secondly because he had a 
muscular development which would 
have enabled him to thrash any five 
of his persecutors, if it had been 
Christian so to do. Physical develop- 
ment which merely shows itself in 
fabulous lifting, or in perilous rope 
walking, or in pugilistic encounter, ex- 
cites only our contempt for the man 
who has a great soul in an athletic 
body, every nerve, muscle and bone 
of which Is consecrated to right use-. 
Oh, it seems te me outrageous that 
men, through neglect, should allow 
thelr physical health to go down be- 
yond repair—a ship which ought, with 
all sail set and every man at his post, 
to be carrying a rich cargo for enter- 
nity, employing all its men in stopping 
up leakages ! When you may, through 
the gymnasium, work off your sprteen 
and your querulousness and one-half 
of your physical and mental ailments, 
do not turn your back upon such a 
grand medicament. 

Still further, I commend to you « 
large class of parlor games and re- 
creations. There is a way of making 
our homes a hundredfold more attrac- 
tive than they are now. Those parents 
cannot expect to keep their children 
away from outside dissipations unless 
they make the domestic circle brighter 
than anything they can find outside 
of it. Do not, then, sit In your home 
surly and unsympathetic and with a 
half condemnatory ldok because of 
the sportfulness of your children. You 
Were young once yourself; let your 
children be young. Because your eyes 
are dim and your ankles are stiff, ao 
no denounce sportfulness ‘in those 
upon whose eyes there is the first lus- 
ter, and in whose foot there is the 
bounding joy of robust health. I thank 
God that In our drawing rooms and 
in our parlors there are innumerable 
games and sports which have not upon 
them the least taint of iniquity, 

Light up all your homies with the 
innocent hilaritiess” Do not sit down 
with the rheumatism, wondering how 
children can go on 80. Rather thank 
God that their heartsa@re so Nght, and 
thelr laughter is go free, and their 
cheeks are so ruddy, and that thetr 
expectations are so radiant. The night 
will come soon enough, and the heart- 
break, and the pang, and the desola- 
tion—it will come soon enough for the 
dear children. But when the storm 
actually clouds the sky it will be time 
enough for you to haul out your reef 
tackles. Carry, then, into your homes 
not only the innocent sports and games 
which are the inventions of our own 
day, but the games which come down 
with the sportfulness of all the past 
ages—chess and charades and tableaux 
and battledore and calisthenics and 
lawn tennis, and all those amusements 
which the young people of our homes 
know so well how to contrive. Then 
there will be the parlor socialities— 
groups of people assembled in yout 
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homes, with wit and mimicry and 
joviality, filling the room with joy 
from door to mantel, and from the car- 
pet to.the ceiling. Oh, Is there any 
exhilaration like a score of genial 
souls in one room, each one adding & 
contribution of his own individual 
merriment to the aggregation of gen- 
eral hilarity ?

a continuous expansion of trade. 

The revenue for the fiscal year had 
been £101,974,000, while for the year 
‘$4.'95 the revenue had been only £94,- 
684,000, showing an increase of £7,290,- 
000 and making an excess of £5,812,000 
over the estimates. A great feature 
had been in the Increase of the revenue 
from tobacco, wine and tea, the latter 
having steadily driven coffee out of 
the market. British and Irish spirits 

| had also driven foreign spirity out of 
the market. The import of spirits had 
| declined 19 per cent. and the popular 
taste for rum Was greatly lessening. 
Tea had yielded £120,000 over the es- 
timates, implying an increased con- 
sumption of 10,000,000 lbs of that com- 
modity. In connection with this, he 
added, there was a large and welcome 
transfer of the tea trade from China 
to British India and Ceylon. (Cheers.) 

The receipts from wines, he sald, had 
been £1,256,000. This seemed to be 
largely due to an increased consumpe 
tion of vinous liquors by members of 
the Stock Exchange and speculators, 
who, it appeared, consoled themselves 
in non-success and rejoiced in success 
in the consumption of champagne, In 
this way, he accounted for the deal 
ings In 1,200,000 extra bottles of cham- 
pacne. 

After referring to the great increase 
in the excise and death duties, the 

Chancellor turned to the expenditures 
of the Government, which, he said, had 
reached the total sum of £97,764,000, 
leaving a surplus of £4,208,000, which 
would be applied to the national de- 
fences, as explained in the naval 
works bill. 

During the year, he continued, the 
national debt had been reduced £8,- 
134,000, the largest reduction on record 
with the exception of the reduction 
during the year '94-'95. The unfunded 
debt stood at the lowest point it had 
reached in 21 years and the funded 
debt had not materially increased since 
the Crimean war. In 39 years, he ex- 
plained, £190,000,000 of debt had been 
paid off—£100,000,000 of which had been 
paid in the last 13 years. (Cheers.) 

Some persons, he said, had denied 
the wisdom of this, but It was his own 

opinion that by this self-denying course 
the country had raised up a reserve 
of incalculable importance. If a time 
of need should come when the coun- 
try would again have to fight for its 
life the reserve would enable it with- 
out imposing a penny of taxation to 
ralse £200,000,000 for defence without 
imposing an atom more debt upon the 
people than the nation had borne in 
1857, without a murmur. (Cheers.)

HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


The Proposed Caundiau-French Line of 
Steamsblips-Only Ono Tariff’ Change.

On Mr. Ives’ motion the House con- 
sidered the motion declaring that it 
Was expedient to provide that the Guy- 
ernor in Council may enter into a con- 
tract for a term not exceeding five 
years for the performance of a fort- 
nightly steamship service between a 
port or ports in Canada and ports in 
France and Belgium for a subsidy not 
exceeding $50,000 per annum, Mr, lyes 
explained that a considerabll trade 
haying sprung up under the French 
treaty, and in view of the French sur- 
tax the Government proposed by this 
measure to obtain a fortnightly direct 
service between Canada and Antwerp, 
Boulogne and Havre. Vessels are to 
be of 2400 tons and fitted with cold 
storage and passenger accommodation, 
with a speed of 10 1-2 knots. The Can- 
adian ports are to be Montreal in sum- 
mer and St. John and Halifax in win- 
ter.

MONSTROUS CROUELTIES. 


Mon, Women ond Children, 
and Crippled, Siain 
Kelng Cabana. 

Havana, Cuba, April 17,—There are no 
words In any language, neither Is thers 
@ny pen mighty and eloquent enough 
to describe the awful cruelties 
Wholesale slaughter on the Island 
Cuba, 

Spain, realizing that her grip on 
Cuba is rapidly loosening, has sent out 
here to quell the revolution one who is 
well known to the entire world for his 
harsh disposition. Not only during the 
10 years’ war did he make a hated rec- 
ord, but as Captain-General of the 
Philippine Islands he allowed so many 
cruelties to be perpetrated that the 
people in Spain entreated the Govern- 
ment to remove him, 

The Spaniards here proudly say that 
had he remained much longer as Govy- 
ernor of the Philippine Islands he would 
Only have left soldiers standing on 
their feet, and that here he will have 
to kill off at least 60 per cent. of the 
population to pacify Cuba. 

Men, women and children, young, 
old and orippled, are being murdered 
every day in Cuba by the hundred, for 
no other reason than that they are na- 
tive Cubans, The assassination of 
peaceful peasants ‘is more horribk 
than can be described. As for prison- 
ers of war, their fate is well known. 
Whenever Cuban rebels fall into the 
hands of Spanish troops not a single 
one is spared. 

The Spanish merchants and politi- 
clans here pretend that the condition 
of the island has improved materially 
in the last month, and that the revolu- 
tion is rapidly being quelled. There is 
nothing to justify this absurd suppo- 
sition. Thelr mistaken ideas come 
from their ignorance of what is hap 
pening, since absolutely no news is 
allowed to be published, and the peo- 
ple are too much afraid to speak about 
events. 

Antonto Maceo has recrossed the 
military trocha and is now once more 
in Havana Province. This important 
information has not yet been publish- 
ed officially, and will cause a sensation 
here when it becomes generally known, 
The military trocha between Majana 
and Mariel was supposed to be as sol- 
id as an fron wall. It is a bitter dis- 
appointment to the Spanish that 
Maceo so easily bafiles them. 

Gen, Weyler is very shrewd. His lat- 
est trick ils appointing a special secre- 
tary of a diplomatic character for ine 
ternational complications. This Is a 
blow aimed at the United States. By 
appointing this diplomatic secretary 
Gen. Weyler avoids personal _inter- 
views with Consul-General Williams, 
which he considers the most unsatis- 
factory part of his duties as Captain- 
General. Direct anSwers can now be 
easily avoided in the cunning, dtceit- 
ful fashion characteristic of the Span- 
ish race. Above all, time will thereby 
be gained, which is a very important 
item for the losing side.

Body Transparent. 


By X Mays Mo Secs Through Three Mon in 
a Row—Ioterual Orgaus of Living Per- 
soms Clearly Visible by the Use of the 
Wluerescent Bereen — Great 
gory.

New York,April 17.—Nicola Tesla has 
done what all the other exploiters of 
the Roentgen rays has failed to do. He 
has succeeded in looking through 
the human body. He has gone farther 
4nd seen through the bodies of three 
of his assistants placed in a line with 
the rays. 

Ever since the discovery of Edison 
that he could see the bones of the hand 
through a fluorescent screen exper- 
menters with the X rays have been de- 
voting thelr energies to trying to see 
throught the body, The living skeleton 
has been photographed many times by 
the use of the rays. But no develop- 
ment of the light was found sufficlent- 
ly powerful to penetrate the trunk of 
the body. 

Edison believed that he had almost 
solved the problem when he discover- 
ed the fluorescent screen. In this he 
used tungstate of calclum, which he 
believed to be six times more fluores- 
cent than the platino-bario-cyanide, 
which Roentgen and most of his suc- 
cessors used. 

Tesla, on the contrary, has perse- 
vered in using the platino-barlo-cyan- 
ide for his fluorescent screen, after 
testing almost every known substance, 
and some few that were not recogniz- 
ed previously. 

The neck,the upper part of the chest, 
the arms and legs were found by Edi- 
f0n to be amenable to the rays from a 
powerful tube and his fluorescent 
screen. But the trunk of the body re- 
sisted all his attacks. Then he set 
about trying exhaustively to perfect 
the tubes. 

That is exactly the wonk to which 
Tesla has devoted his energies. 
Throughout all his experimenting, which 
has added so wonderfully to the ap- 
plication of electricity, his one aim has 
been to secure great power. So it has 
been in his work with the X raya. 
Whereas other scientists were using 
a voltage, reckoned in thousands, or 
even hundreds of thousands, Tesla 
handled millions. His great object 
was to secure vast power in the va- 
cuum tubes,and onw he has succeeded. 

The skeleton of one of his assistants 
who stood at a distance of five or six 
feet from the tube which was giving 
off the rays was plainly seen. Every 
bone stood out with perfect clearness. 
But that was not all 

Tesla has finally perfected the X ray 
tube to such an extent that he saw 
completely through the skeleton as 
well as flesh. One of his assistants, 
who was the subject experimented on, 
stood with his back to the vacuum 
tube where the X rays were better 
given off. He held a brass plate in 
front of his chest, moving it up and 
down. 

The X rays had penetrated the body, 
and through the fluorescent screen 
Telsa could distinctly see the brass 
plate as it moved up and down. 

“It is true that I have succeeded in 
seeing through the body,” said Tesla 
to a reporter yesterday. “Not only 
that, but I have seen through three 
men standing in a row.” 

The effects of this recent discovery 
of the electrical wizard cannot be es- 
timated lightly. It has been the belief 
of physicians and surgeons ever since 
sclentists began io exploit the Roent- 
gen theory that their work would be 
enormously benefited if it were pos- 
sible to photograph the human or- 
guns. Now that they will be enabled 
to see them,the results should be many 
times more valuable. 

In diagnosing a case the physician 
Or surgeon Will be enabled to sce 
readily what ls the matter with the pa- 
tient. Fractures in bones can be 
seen instead of felt, and the bones re- 
set with ease. In operating with the 
knife for the removal of foreign sub- 
Stances Many a grievous error in locat- 
ing the object will be done away with. 

Tesla's wonderful discovery means 
that the internal organs can be in 
spected with perfect ease. It means 
that he has given to humanity a boon 
on a par with vaccination, anacathe- 
tics and other marvelous discoveries 
in medicine,

High Water. 
To the Editor of the INTELLIGENCER. 


DeAR Sin,—Now at this season of high 
water, property owners on the river banks 
are more or less anxious as to the safety of 
their property, and anything that does 
further endanger the mill and other proper- 
ties along our rivers is a matter of very 
considerable moment toa large number of 
important taxpayers. 

In the Mados Review of last April 
Appeared letters written by a mill owner 
onthese waters calling attention to the 
great value to the county of Hastings there 
would be in having the storage and saying 
of the waters that supply the Moira proper- 
ly nttended to, and Ido not know of any- 
thing therein suggested that is not prac- 
tical, 

There is a danger not alluded to in these 
letters toat it may be well to refer to now, 
and one that is becoming more of a danger 
every year. Lrefer to the strength of the 
dams that are now holding back vast 
quantities of water in the north country, 
notably Loon Lake dam and, to a less ex- 
tent, those on Partridge Creek waters and 
elsewhere. Should Loon Lake dam give 
out, the body of water let loose from that 
one lake would be cnough to destroy every 
mill, as well asa geeat deal of other valu- 
able property along the rivers between this 
Jake and Belleville, and would cause in- 
calculable damage and ruin and loss of life 
to a great many people, 

What zuarantee is there that this dam is 
properly looked afterand kept in repair? 
None whateyer that I am aware of, other 
than that the firm that owns the dam have 
always done so; but to expect them to con- 
tinue doing sois not reasonable, for the 
very good reason that their lumbering in 
this country is becoming a very small affair, 
compared to what it used to be, and it is 
very likely that the expenditure necessa 
to have the dam kept safe is not warrante 
on their part by the extent of their opera- 
tions, and their need of this and other dams 
is yearly becoming less. Therefore, the 
dams are notin such good order as they 
were ip times past, and the danger of their 
giving out is much greater, 

These dams are now a menace to the 
yroperty and lives in this county along the 
banks of the Moira and its principal teeder, 
and under proper and authoritative man- 
agement can be changed from being a 
danger to becoming a source of wealth and 
prosperity that our county is very much in 
need of, and withont in any way interfering 
with the rights and requirements of the 
lumber firms. 

What would be the damowe to the city 
of Belleville alone by the sudden entry into 
the bed of the Mofra ofa body of water 
some 16 {t., ov over, hich, and 11 miles by 4 
miles in area? Frontst. would bo swept 
and every building on it ruined, and that 
would only be a portion of the damage 
done. 

I do not wish to appear as an alarmist. I 
have within the past few days spoken to 
men who know the condition of Loon Lake 
dam and they say the dam is “shaky ;" the 
davger is a real one, 

As things are now no one “ould be re- 
sponsible, and it would be well for this 
matter to receive the attention of those in 
authority.

The 
quarters were too olose to permit the 
use of rifles, so Senor and Senora Al 
varez and the two Cubans who fol- 
lowed her were fighting with mach- 
etes. It was a battle against fearful 
odds. 

“Suddenly Alvarez thought he saw @ 
chance of filght through the line to 
safety, He called to his wife to follow 
and started off towards the rebel col- 
umn through a living wall, but Senora 
Alvarez was too weak to cope with so 
meny soldiers and the two men who 
formed her volunteer escort were not 
equal to the task of overcoming the 
numbers who closed in behind Alvarez.

IS IT CELESTIAL OR INFERNAL? 


Parisiau Scientists and Preachers are 
Studying tho Remarkable Case of Mile, 
Censeden Who ‘Sees Things.” 

New York, April 17.—The Journal's 
Paris special says: The Society of 
Psychic Sciences, which ls composed of 
25 ecclesiastics and an equal number 
of medical men, under the presidency 
of Canon Brettes, met here yesterday 
to hear a report of an examining com- 
mittee of three doctors—Messrs. Hacks, 
Encausse Papus and Le Merant Des 
Chesnais—on the case of Mile. Henl- 
ette Couesdon, the alleged intermed- 
lary betwen the Angel Gabric! and the 
world. 

Dr, Hacks affirmed in a long state- 
ment that the girl is not ill, but feign- 
ing and lying. He admitted that she 
had to a certain extent suggestioniz- 
ed herself, and actually had begun to 
believe that everything really happen- 
ed as she stated in her ravings. The 
girl's adventure, according to the re- 
port, will end tragically either in sul- 
cide, homicide or insanity. 

Dr. Encausse Papus, however, dis- 
agreed with his colleague and said it 
was beyond doubt that Mile. Couesdon 
revealed to a certain number of per- 
sons in a very precise manner some of 
thelr innermost secrets; that she also 
made to others not less definite predic- 
tions which have :'nce been realized, 

Dr. Papus also maintains that the 
girl is neither ill nor feigning. During 
the first part of the seance the girl 
utters some vague generalities. Af- 
terward she becomes more precise in 
her revelations, and at last she is 
transformed into a veritable prophet- 
eas 








Dr. Chesnats presented no report to 
the society. 

A discussion followed the committee's 
communication, the clergy being more 
credulous than the scientists, but the 
majority opinion favored the girl. The 
society. however, only agreed that she 
is not ill and appointed a new com- 
mission to examine the girl, not from 
a medical but from a psychical point 
of view.

If these 
men admit that the girl speaks under 
the influence of a supernatural agent, 
@ third commission will be appointed 
to ascertain whether the inspirer is 
celestial or infernal.

A petition wae received 
from the Niagarn dicoese praying the 
House of Bishops pot to translate 
Bishop Hamilton to Ottawa, but the 
latter diocese made no move one way 
Or another. A majority of the house 
held that Bishop Hamilton could go 
te Oltawa whether the House of Bish- 
Ops iiked or not, while the minonty 
contended . bishop could not be 
translated from one diocese to another 
Precedenta and church law were cited 
by the different speakers, but finally 
a compromise was reached. The res- 
ignation of His Lordship of Niagara 
was simply accepted, and no me ntlon 
whatever was mide as to the bishop's 
translaUon This done, the House of

t.wa's installation, and His Lordship 
wili arrive in the Dominion capital the 
day previous.

no longer complain that things 
dull, Bach London paper bas from four 
to six columns dally now from the 
headquarters of the British armies in 
j the fleld the points where British 
subjects are in hourly terror of their 
lives, and it is practically admitted 
by the Government at last that 
fore autumn there will be more of the 

Queen's soldiers under arms in active 

service than before since the Sepoy 
mutiny was put down, nearly 40 years 
ago. Even without any European en- 
tanglement or rupture of peace, Eng- 
land has enough fighting on her hands 
for 1896 to make the yeur conspicuous 
in her records. 

Now that it is known that 10,000 
British troops, with three battalions 
of the Household Brigade and Kedvers 
Buller in command, are to go up the 
Nile as soon as the floods render an 
ascent in force practicable, people are 
naturally angry at the wanton lies 
told and persisted In for weeks by the 
Ministers on this whole subject. The 
most charitable explanation is that 
there were sharp divisions In the Cab- 
inet and that Salisbury, Balfour and 
Curzon were hoping against hope vhen 
they gave pacific assurances that they 
could hold their own against Cham- 
berjain’s aggressive jingoism. 

At all events, no one Js making head- 
way against it to-day, and, now that 
blood has begun to flow, the chance of 
England's listening to the arguments of 
any peace party is hardly worth dis- 
cussing. Only some overwhelming cat- 
astrophe In the desert campaign could 
work that miracle now, and the War 
Office is going to try all that caution, 
large preparations and unlimited force 
can do to avert this danger. It is gen- 
erally understood that a big draft of 
native Indian troops will be employed 
later on, but the details are unknown. 
The news that the Egyptian soldiers 
acquitted themselves so well In the 
opening skirmishes with Osman Dig- 
na’s men js made much of, but there 
are still grave doubts what they will 
be like when the Dervishes get really 
at them, hand to hand, Their very 
eppearance in the fleld ts regarded aS 
an unpardonable insult by the Der- 
vishes, whose contempt for the fellaheen 
is boundless, and they know that, if 
they fall Into Dervish hands, their fate 
will be a thing to shudder at; hence 
they fight with terrible despair, if there 
be no way out, but there must be a 
powerful pushing force of British be- 
hind them all the while. 

The Matabele rising furnishes for the 
moment a much more exciting theme, 
for there appears to be genuine danger 
that Buluwayo was sacked and put to 
fire and sword before help can reach 
it. The beleaguered garrison could 
hold the place against Indefinite odds, 
so long as provisions and ammunition 
lasted, but these both are pretty short, 
and, worse still, hundreds of natives 
are inside the Laager whose loyalty 
is more than suspected. Every day 
brings bulletins of new massacres in 
the outlying mining territory of pros- 
pecting parties, and among the victime 
an exceptional proportion is of young 
men of well-known families. 

Exciting as all this js, it Is not un- 
familiar experience to the English, and, 
in ordinary conditions, they would not

THE BRITISH BUDGET. 


Enormous Surpluses, Out the Elastie Ex- 
penditures Even Matters Up, 

New York, Ap:!! 19.—Mr. Isaac N., 
Ford cables from London to The Tri- 
bune: The budget speech disclosed at 
once the magnitude of English pros- 
perity and the helplessnces of the tax- 
payer, With revenues {fiom every 
source exceeding the estimates, and 
with the largest surplus ever known, 
the taxpayers are allowed to stagger 
along with a beggarly measure of re 
lief. A large part of the year’s surplus 
is already disposed of in naval works, 
and the estimated surplus next year 
would be larger by $15,000,000 if the 
new naval program had not been 
adopted. What remaing is devoted to 
easing the operation of the death du- 
tles, reducing the land tax from four 
shillings to one, and reMeving the 
agricultural rates. The elight-penny iIn- 
come tax, which is virtually a war tax, 
still stands. Sir William Harcourt's 
s0-called democratic budget, which 
Was one condemned as a potcy of 
confiscation, is retained with slight 
changes The beer tax which the 
brewers denounced remains in force. 
Taxpiyera are not relived although 
the treasury recetpts are the largest 
ever recorded tn England 

This is becnusge the expenditures are 
as clastic as the revenues Piven the 
fortunate Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
who has fallen heir to Sir William 


revenue-producing system, 
to take a serious view of 
the future, when the lean year fol- 
low the fat.

Ottawa, April 19,—(Special)—Mr, Bur- 
gess, Deputy Minister of the Interior, 
Save to the Agricultural Committee 
yesterday a comprehenSive statement 
of the operations of the immigration 
branch of his department. He said 
the annual appropriation was admin- 
istered to the best possible advantage, 
but that it might be increased with 
Great benefit to the country. This year 
only $130,000 had been available und 
he thought at least the sum of $200,- 
00 should be voted.

Spurgeon, in the course of his sermon 
in St.Andrew’s Church to-night strong- 
ly rebuked his clerical brethren who 
had slandered the House of Commons 
in their recent discourses. 

The High Court sittings terminatéd 
yesterday, when Judge Robertson. 
“socked” it to several prisoners in good 
shape, Jerry Couvrette, who shot an 
Ottawa man named Coampagne, got 
ten years; A. Gauthier, who forged his 
father-in-law’s name, five years, and 
Joseph Thibault, who raised a $1 bill, 
five years. 

During the Remedial Bill discussion 
the Liberals resented the charge of 
obstruction preferred against them, but 
their action since the bill was dropped 
has more than proved the correctness 
of Sir Charles Tupper’s charge. Thurs- 
day and Saturday have been entirely 
lost so far as actual work is concerned. 
The prospects now are that only a very 
few items in the supplementary esti- 
mates will pass.

Two 
macn were killed by falling walls and 
a dozen were injured. The loss isa e 
timated at $35,000, The Pennsylvania 
Railway carries its own Insurance 

The dead are William Stager, aged 
67 years, assistant chief engineer of 
the Pennsylvania’ Fire Department, 
skull fractured, internal Injuries and 
frightfully burned, 

Hlugh C, Granigan, 48 years, asist- 
ant foreman of truck I, badly crushed. 
The injured are George R. Preston, 
assistant foreman of truck A,, frac 
tured skull, legs und fect crushed and 
back injured; will die, 

Samuel Sneyd, ladderman of 
A, fractured ribs and contused 
and abdomen; condition eritical, 

Philip Salaberg, ladderman, truck I, 
scalp wounds, internal injuries and 
arms burned; condition serious. 

Willlam Bennett, assistant foeman of 
Engine Co. No. 43, legs dislocated and 
otherwise Injured. 

Patrick Curtin, 35 years, engineer of 
Co, No, 43, caught in falling wall and 
injured about legs. 

George Jennings, ladderman, injured 
about the head and legs. 

Charles W. Rau, ladderman, scalp, 
shoulders and back hurt by falling 
debris:

The fire started at 4.30 o'clock pre- 
sumably from an explosion of gaso- 
line in a@ coal bin, under the train 
shed, and it spread rapidly. The fire- 
men, aided by 500 employes of the 
Pennsylvania Road shops near-by, 
fought the flames, but without effect. 
The fire raged for six hours, and it 
was not extinguished until midnight, 

Shortly after 5 o'clock an iron portl- 
co in front of the bullding fell and 
four firemen were caught by the de- 
bris and badly injured. The most se- 
rius disaster occurred two hours later, 
when a two-story wing of the bulld- 
ing fell without warning, burying half 
a dozen firemen under the mass of hot 
bricks. The men were rescued jn a 
short time, but Stager and Granigan 
had sustained fatal injuries and 
they died In the hospital: Stager had 
been a fireman for 80 years. 

The building was occupled by sever- 
al officials of the Pennsylvania, and 
valuable plans and records were de- 
stroyed. The commissary department 
of the Pullman Co. was also located 
in this place. The structure was aban- 
doned for passengér traflic in 1881, 
when the Broad-street Station was 
completed, after having been in use 
for 10 or 12 years. There were 16 
tracks: in the train shed, and these 
were filled with cars when the fire 
Started. The building and train shed 
covered ten acres of ground.

SUPLUSTITION IN FRANCE, 


Why Incredulous People Aro New Flock- 
ing to Tilly Sur Boulles, 


Paris, April 19.—Examples of the 
strange revival of superstition and in- 
credulity in France multiply rapidly, 
even the Society of Psychical fF 
6earch is hopelessly divided upon the 
question of the supernatural nature 
of Mile. Couesdon's prophecy. 

Now comes a fresh story from Tilly 
Sur Seulles, a town in the Department 
of Calvados. One afternoon a little 
Birl in the convent school suddenly 
exclaimed to her teacher: “Look out 
of the window. There is the good Vir- 
gin.” 

The nun and 50 pupils turned therr 
eyes in that direction and declared 
that they beheld what appeared to be 
a statue of the Virgin, with the infant 
Jesus in her arms, at, the foot of a 
tree, surrounded by a S#illiant halo. 

The story has sufMiceé to attract any 
number of pilgrims ta this spot, not 
only from every cornér of Calvados, 
but from the neighboring departments 
of Orne and Marne. On last Sunday 
upwards of 1200 credulous folk traveled 
to Tilly Sur Seulles for the purpose of 
visitng the spot, and every evening 
fully 50 persons gathered around the 
tree to pick off the bark for relics. In 
short, the whole country is in a state 
of excitement, as might have been ex- 
pected, Reports have spread that 
miracles have been already wrought. 
The natural explanation of the pheno- 
menon ts to be attr¥buted to the phos- 
phorescent effects produced by the 
lime kilns, which are numerous there. 


'‘E DUNNO WHERE ’E ARE, 


Is William of Germany Now Trying to 
Make Fricods in Great Britain? 


London, April 19.—In the realm of 
European politics, there is, perhaps, as 
much significance in certain of the 
Kaiser's social procecdings while in 
Italy as in any of the serious conven- 
tional developments of the week, His 
hatred of England is well known and 
Was abundantly illustrated in hig tele- 
gram to President Kruger. Yet, when 
at Syracuse during his visit to Italy, 
his first visit after his yacht came to 
anchor was not to the great Italian 
warship sent to greet him, but to a sec- 
ond-class English cruiser, apparently 
only happening to be there. Moreover, 
he Wore the uniform vf a British ad- 
miral, and at a subsequent luncheon 
On board the Imperial yacht, he placed 
the ISnglish captain at his right and 
the Itallan admiral next to the Em- 
press. 

Sir Wemys Reid in The Speaker to- 
day thus comments on the episode: 
“The fact Is decidedly significant of his 
new attitude towards this country. 
Last January, at one of his interviews 
with the British Ambassador, he had. 
his English admiral's uniform in the 
room in which the intervew took place. 

“*How oan I ever wear that again?’ 
he demanded, after referring to the 
abuse to which he was being subJect- 
ed in this country. At Syracuse he put 
on the uniform, boarded an Wnglish 
man-of-war and paid yery marked at- 
tentions to its captain. This is a most 
unmistakable holding out of the olive 
branch.”

SHOT WHILE OUT SHOOTING.

Narold Frederic Bends Some Out 
spoken Words to Irish Americans. 

New York, Agril 10.—Mr. Harold 
Frederic cables from London to The 
Times: For a long time it has been 
becoming less and less necessary to 
Include mention of Irish affairs in 4 sur 
vey of European doings Matters have 
reached a stage now which may well 
rejoice those who dislike Ireland most. 
It would be hard to exaggerate the 
amazement and disgust with which 
every body in Parliament, outside a lit- 
tle group of two score tenth-rate 
bosses and thelr salaried heelers, re- 
gards the episode of Dillon’s publicly 
forcing himself upon the Belfast and 
Derry Bills'Committee in place of 
Healy, whose appointment had been 
unanimously asked for by those con- 
cerned. No politics whatever Is involved 
in this request, but the Catholics of the 
two cities, who are opposing the bills 
wanted Healy on the committee simply 
becallse he is a clever lawyer, who 
knew the details of the case, and his 
presence would save them several 
thousand dollars in lawyers’ bills. This 
view was presented to Dillon by in- 
fluential people of both towns, but he 
was deaf to all arguments and Insist- 
ed that he must be on the committee 
himself instead of Healy, although he 
is not a lawyer. and knows nothing 
whatever of the matters Involved, and 
his appointment will necessitate re- 
talning expensive counsel. As he in- 
sisted, the Liberals could do nothing 
but assent, though they had walved 
their right to a man on the committee 
at the request of the Derry National- 
ists solely to make room for Healy.

THE BURDEN ROBHERY, 


Important Arrests Io Loodon—Two Men 


Found With Vatusbio Jowels in ‘thelr 


Possession—Story of the Robbery In 


Now York. 

Lo.don, April 17.—An important ar 
reat was made on Bond rtroet yesterday 
William Dunlop, described as a valet, and 
William Turner, said to bo a footman, 
were taken into custody by the police. 
They stated that they left the employ of a 
gentloman in New York recently. In 
Dunlop's pocket the police found diamonds 
valued at £3,000, believed to have been 
stolen, and a search of the room occupicd 
by the couple revealed them to be tn 
possession of bracelets, tiaras, rings, scarf 
pins set with diamonds and emeralds, and 
other jewellery, estimated to be worth 
£16,000. 

There is no doubt that the men Turner 
and Dunlop are the persons guilty of rob- 
bing Mr. I. Townsend Burden, of New 
York, in December lasc, of jewellery to 
the amount of about $60,000. 

The two men, whose real names the 
London police say are William ‘Turner and 
William Roberts Dunlop, were arraigned 
in the Marlborough street Police Court 
this afternoon, charged with the illegal 
possession of a quantity of jewellery. 
Only a brief statement was made in court, 
and the prisoners were remanded into the 
custody of the police for a week. No 
evening paper makes any mention of the 
case. It is believed that the two men are 
undoubtedly either the actual burglars, 
or accomplices of the burglars, who robbed 
Burden’s -house in New York on Dec. 
27th last. They were arrested this 
morning loitering before the windows of 
various jewellery shops in Bond street, 
but it appears that the arrest was really 

ranged before hand on information re- 
ceived by Scotland Yard from New York. 
On arrival at the Vine street station 
the men were searched, and 28 unset dia- 
monds, valued ar £3,000, were found in 
their pockets. They refusedto give any 
explanation. 

The police knew they lived in lodgings 
in Shopherd’s market, near White Horse 
street, Mayfair, and not far from Picca- 
dilly. There tiie p-lice found jewellery to 
the value, as they say, of $40,000, together 
with the settings of the diamonds found 
The othor 
jewellery was sewn up in belts and in the 

ining of the clothes. 

One gold piece with the name ‘TT. 
Burden” engraved upon it, was also 
found. The polico say the jewellery cor- 
responds to the description of that stolen 
from Mrs. Burden, and they think what 
was missing has been recovered. 

New York, April 17.—It would appear 
from the above cable despatch, coupled 
with facts published in this city, that tho 
men Turner and Dunlop, arrested in 
London, were formerly servants in tho 
employ of Mr, I. Townsend Burden, of No. 
5 East Twenty-Sixth street, in this city, 
who, onthe night of December 27, was 
robbed of jewellery valued at about $60,- 
000, the chief piece being a diamond neck- 
lace worth about $20,000, described as 
being one of the finest pieces of jewellery 
in this country. 

Streeter, the Bond street jeweller, call- 
ed at the United States Embassy during 
the day in reference to the Burden jewels. 
He said the prisoners called on him last 
Wednesday, and he immediately saw that 
many of the stones they wanted to sell had 
been torn from their settings, while others 
wero black with dirt. He told them ho 
would have them cleaned and make an 
offer on Thursday. Turner and Dunlop 
left the jewels with Streeter, and the latter 
communicated with the police. Conse- 
quently when the prisoners called at 
Streeter’s store the detectives wore out- 
side waiting. Streeter handed them back 
the jewels, the men left the store, thy 
jeweller having informed them that he did 
not wish to buy the stones, and on reach- 
ing the street thoy were arrested.

A LOG HOUSE, 


Here are Specific Rules to Follow If You 
Want to Bulld One. 


For the benefit of any of your read- 
ers, Says a correspondent of the Ohlo 
Farmer, who desire to build a log 
house, I submit the following : Have 
logs as near of a size as may be and 
cut them any desired length. The 
house may be square or rectangular, 
but should stand square with the 
world. In laying foundation, cut or 
bevel the ends of two of the logs so as 
to leave a sharp edge on upper side. 
Then cut a beveled notch in each end 
of the other logs so that they will fit 
overthe sharp edges nicely. Then be- 
vel the upper surface of these logs at 
the ends and notch the next pair, and 
80 On, reversing ends of logs at every 
round so as to keep all sides alike. 
When walls are as high as wished, cut 
notches in top leg for joists to rest in. 
Put in joists and commence another 
round, beveling and notching as 
fore. When high enough for gables, 
set studding and side up with ordinary’ 
siding. Put on rafters and cover with 
coarse shingles or boards. Mark out 
doors by nailing upright strips on 
logs, saw out logs with orosacut 
Saw and fit the door jambs. To chink 
the crack between the logs use some 
soft wood that splits easily. Drive the 
chinks in tigiUy and nail. Then make 
& mortar of clay or lime and daub be 
tween the logs.

About Pasturing Grasses,

On one occasion when visiting a cottager 
in Wales, Father Ignatius said to hor on 
leaving the door, ** Don’t take a half 
Christ, tako a whole Christ.” Now, that 
is exactly what many do; they want to be 
saved from hell rather than from. sin. 
Paul had three wishes : he wanted to be in 
Christ, to be with Christ and to be like 
Christ. Many want to be in Christ here 
that they may be with Christ by and by, 
but have no ambition to be like Christ, 
and yet what is Christianity if it be not 
likeness to Jesus Christ / 

On ono occasion Cromwell asked his 
private chaplain, What is the lowest 
evidence of regeneration? and, on receiving 
the answer, replied, then I’m safe. Yes, 
thore it is, safety, not assimilation, 1s the 
aim of the multitudes. They want the 
minimum, not the maximum of grace. 

* To qualify contents their heart's desire, 
They ask no angel's wing, no seraphic fire.” 

One reason for this low idea of religion 
was the prominence given to the doctrine 
of Justification by Faith for nearly two 
centuries, Men were satisfied that God for 
Christ’s sake had pardoned them, and did 
not press forward to the higher life. As 
God raised up Luther to preach the one 
doctrine of Justification by Faith, Ho 
called John Wesley to preach that of Holi- 
ness. Dr. Dale used to say that it took 
fifteon years to get a new idea into his 
church. It has taken more than a hun- 
dred years to get John Wesley's idea of 
holiness into some of the churches. Thank 
God a remarkable change has of late come 
over Christendom, and a desire for more 
abundant life is one of the special features 
of the religious life of the present day. 

Holiness qualifies for usefulness. One 
may be useful and not holy, but to have 
power with God and man holiness is need- 
ed. Hoiiness is usefulness; this is beauti- 
fully taught by Hosea in describing the 
effect produced by the dews of graco— 
‘* His beauty shall beas the olive tree, and 
his smell as a cedar of “Lebanon.” The 
two things mentioned here seldom go to- 
gether — beauty and fragrance. The 
dahlia captivaces the eyo, but possesses no 
sweet smell, whilst homely flowers like 
verbena, musk and mignonette fill the air 
with fragrance. ‘I'ruth surpasses type, and 
it requires tho double foregoing figuro of 
Hosea's to show what a man of God may 
be, Holiness elevates our motives in 
christian service. It will give constancy ; 
it will give moral courage; it will take 
away undue consciousness of self; it will 
command a richer blessing on our work. 
I do not say that God never blesses un- 
worthy labor. Alas! for the world if this 
were so, but certainly a richer blessing will 
come when we are fully consecrated to 
church. Let us pray with our friends of 
the Anglican church, *‘ Almighty Gol, 
unto whom all hearts be open, all desires 
known and from whom ‘no secrets are hid, 
cleanse the thoughts of our hearts by the 
inspiration of Thy Holy Spirit, that we 
may perfectly lovo Thee and worthily 
magnify Thy holy name through Jesus 
Christ our Lord, Amen.” 

Mr. Johnson, with Mrs Johnson and 
Mr. R. ©. Johnson, jr., their son, visited 
Bridge st. Sunday school in the afternoon 
and met with # very cordial reception. 
Mr. Johnson, in his address, oxpressed his 
delight with the school, its order, the 
manifest interest taken by teachers and 
scholars in it, its well planned rooms, its 
frescoes, pictures, flowers, carpets, its 
orchestra and singing. He told of the 
boyhood days of himself and his cousin, 
the Superintendent, and his great joy that 
they were both so interested in such good 
work —his cousin in teaching ** the word*” 
he in preaching it. 

In the evening every seat was taken be- 
fore Mr. Johuson rose to preach and, 
although the service lasted till nine o'clock, 
the vast audience did not lose interest in 
the discourse. Rey. Mr. Johnson did not 
preach a sermon, but told the congregation 
something of what they were doing in Bel- 
fast in the way of winning souls for Christ. 
They have a mission hall with a capacity 
of 2500 people, and they have it full near- 
ly every Sunday. When the churches are 
closed on Saturday evenings and working- 
men, with money in their pockets, are 
tempted on every hand, they keep thoir 
hall open. There are 1000 public houses 
and 100 churches, or ten gates to hell to 
evory one to heaven, Mr. Johnson struck 
the key note when he proclaimed that tho 
day of grandiloquence in the pulpit is 
passed and the people want plain facts 
plainly preseuted. The breathless silence 
that prevailed while Mr. Johnson recount- 
ed sovoral stirring experiences in his native 
city reminded ono forcibly of the Hunter 
and Crossley meotings.

The Charles Risley” referred to In 
the foregoing despatch Ils particularly 
“wanted” by many hotel proprietors in 
Canada, Last Christmas Risley ap- 
peared in Montreal, where he worked 
his game on several of the leading 
hotels for suma ranging from $25 to $75 
He then visited Ottawa and put up at 
the Windsor House in that city, and 
afterward went to Brockville, Risley 
had been in Ottawa previously and 
when he registered at the Windsor he 
referred to his previous visit. The 
next day, a Saturday, after bank hours, 
he called on the office manager, Mr, 
Robertson, and asked if there were 
any letters for him. Mr. Robertson 
looked over the mail and found one ad- 
dressed to Risley, bearing a New York 
postmark. Risley, standing at the coun- 
ter, opened the letter and a check 
dropped out. Risley smiled and sald 
this was the very letter he was wait- 
ing for, his “expense account oheck.” 
He endorsed the check, which had been 
made payable to Risley, and handed it 
to the office manager with a request 
that he let him have the cash as he 
was leaving town for Montreal thet 
afternoon and was a little short, Mr, 
Robertson, not suspecting anything 
crooked, and from the appearance of 
the check certainly the keenest man 
on earth would have thought it all 
right, as it was made out as all checks 
of commercial and mercantile houses 
are; the name of the firm was water- 
lined in the check, the check was 
crossed good by an auditor and the 
amount was stamped on the margin, 
all of which tended to show authentic- 
ity. The Windsor House clerk, after 
handing the man the $75, the amount 
of the check, passed it through the 
bank in the regular way. About a4 
week later the check was returned 
from New York with a protest, attach- 
ed to which was an affidavit of a not- 
ary to the effect that there was no 
such firm as “Foulds & Co.” in New 
York and there was no such account 
in the bank upon which the check had 
been drawn, The check, of course, was 
crossed “‘forgery."’ When this was dis- 
covered and the hotel officials had no- 
tifled the police, it was found out that 
he had played the same game on hotels 
in Brockville, Prescott, Montreal, To- 
ronto, and other cities, 

Risley apparently works this game 
with a confederate in New York, with 
whom he keeps in close correspondence 
and with whom he arranges the exact 
dates upon which to mail letters con- 
taining these bogus checks to the dif- 
ferent hotels which are singled out 
as likely to be caught by their game. 


TBMUPERANCE IN ENGLAND, 


A New Movement om Feet to Regain Lost 
Creund. 


Now York, April 19.—A special cable 
despatch from London to The Sun 
Says: The temperance party in Eng- 
land is at length beginning to recover 
from the drubbing which it received 
in the last general election, but it does 
not seem to have taken to heart the 
lesson taught by its tremendous defeat 
at the polls. It is undentable that the 
electorate meant to express the coun- 
try’s disgust with the fanatical tem- 
perance policy which almed at immed- 
fate and violent interference with 
deep seated socal habits and customs 
of the people; but the temperance peo- 
ple cherish the delusion that thelc de- 
feat was due to their weakly dallying 
with half measures instead of keeping 
absolute prohibition in the forefront 
of their movement. 

Consequently, they propose to 
“Strengthen their program by penaliz- 
ing the manufacture and sale of liquor,” 
and one sect!>: ‘1 even go further 
and make drunkenness an offence pun- 
ishable by fine and imprisonment. Thu 
latter have formed a new organization 
called “The Temperance Lronsides,” 
and established a newspaper for the 
purpose, among others, of “Freeing the 
church from all complication with the 
liquor traffic.” This is primarily alm- 
ed at certain sensible bishops and par- 
sons who have publicly given in their 
adhesion to the movement for deal- 
ing with the evils of the liquor traflic 
by enforcing the Gothenburg system 
of municipal ownership and control, 

Various temperance conferences will 
be held next month, and it will be 
seen whether the Ironsides in partic- 
ular and the prohibitionists in general 
will obtain control of the anti-lquor 
movement. If they should do so0 they 
will not carry the bulk of the Liberal 
party with them, and the result will 
probably be a political schism not with- 
out importance,

The prophecy of the great acientist 
ia brought to mind the past week by 
reason of a curious manifestation, 


the details of 
many journalistic pens. 

rhe Angel Gabriel Is among 
eanre. His mouthplece Is by name 
Mile, Coucdon, She inhabits a small 
apartment in the Rue Paradis—pro- 
phetically named, It would seem. : 

By the lips of this strange youns 
peraon Gabriel has sald many things 
to many people, for thousands have 
flocked to the Rue Paradis and thread= 
ed the narrow corridors and stairways 
that conduct to this modern sybil. 

He has spoken with the tongue of 
phophecy. He predicts that the Bour- 
geols Ministry will fall; that a gre at 
European war will result from events 
in Egypt; that France fs to be pun 

ished; that England is to receive a@ 
heavy blow, her population decimated, 
her pride crushed, her wealth destroy= 
ed; that a leader will arise for France, 
not from the side of the Orleans nor 
yet from the Bonapartes, but a new 
person, now in other lands, and un- 
known, who is to govern France; also 
that the clergy will be punished be- 
cause of its pride and want of charity. 

Opinions of the strangest kind are 
ventured, even that the whole matter 
is a worked-up scheme on the part of 
the Boulangist party in furtherance of 
thelr plans. 

All of which goes to show that even 
if science is bankrupt—as Brunetiere 
declared some months ago—mysticism, 
at least, is solvent. 

Satanism, magic, mysterious doc- 
trines, chiromancy, religious delirium 
are !n the alr. 

The mild indications are found in the 
Bossuet sermons at the Badiniere, in 
the religious program elsewhere. In 
Huysmans turned Trappist,In ex-Min- 
ister Turquet distributing half-worn 
shoes among the poor, !n the three- 
sided Paul Verlaine,. 

The formidable side is seen in the 
popularity of Mme, de Thebes and in 
the 5-o'clocks of the Angel Gabriel at 
the Rue Paradis. 

The French reporters have had some 
amusing adventures in their efforts 
to get into the presence of Mile,Coue- 
don, after it was determined by her 
family, for prudential reasons, that she 
should for the present give no more 
audiences to the general public. 

But it will be Interesting, no doubt, 
to American readers to acquaint them- 
selves with the beginning, as well as 
with the progress, of this odd attempt 
to exploit human credulity, which has 
in its favor not even the basis of sug- 
gestive scientific truth, which has been 
conceded to Mesmer, whose pretended 
occult gift inflamed the whole of 
France !n the elghteenth century. 

On March 4 last the monthly meet- 
ing of the Society of the Psychic Scl- 
ences, in the Rue Serpente, was made 
notable by the presentation of an in- 
teresting subject, a girl of 20 years. 
It was announced as a case of illum- 
inismi, or, in other words, of saintly 
inspiration. The young woman was 
Mile. Henriette Couedon. 

It remains to this day unknown 
what were the conclusions arrived at 
by the learned society, whose presi- 
dent is Abbe Brettes, a canon of the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame, as to the 
merits or demerits of Mile. Couedon's 
pretensions. A whisper of the fact 
that she had appeared before the so- 
clety got to the press and materialized 
in the form of a little paragraph in the 
column of “Faits Divers” (Varied 
Facts), as what you call “City Items” 
are styled In the French journals. 
From this sted grew a tremendous 
crop cf curiosity, fertilized and culti- 
vated by the publication of largerand 
larger items, day by day, until the 
subject took up columns upon columns 
of the Farisian press. 

It was thus that millions of readers 
speedily became aware of the existence, 
the pretensions and the whereabouts 
of this modern witch of Endor, far re- 
moved as she is in dignity and power 
from the creature who frightened old 
King Saul almost out of his whole 
skin. Mile. Couedon does not raise vis- 
long direct from the abode of the dead. 
She simply serves as the receiver of an 
invisible telephone, as it were, con. 
nected by a special wire with the Sev- 
enth Heaven, where the Angel Gabriel 
may be supposed to occupy one of the 
Cabinet offices of the Most High, and 
whence he delgns to communicate by 
this means with this mortal world: 

It is cited as one thing in favor of 
Mile. Couedon’s prophetic faculty that 
she announced beforehand the forced 
tesignation of Berthelot, the chemist- 
minister. But the most striking thing 
of all, perhaps, about the amiable cor 
respondence of the Angel Gabriel with 
the children of men is his condescen- 
sion to matters of small individual im- 
port.

Couedon shall rival the 
famous Fox sisters of table-rapping 
fame in money-making talent.

15,000 NOW IN HOSPITALS: 


The Latest Reports Regarding General 
Weyter’s Efforts to Penin the Cuban 
Insurgents -Gomexz is Well, 


Hayana, April 20.—Gen. Weyler has suc- 
ceeded In accomplishing what Martines 
Campos and other Captains-General have 
attempted In yaln. He has built a trocha 
across the Island and kept it Intact for 
two weeks. That the present trocha Is 
formidable eyen the insurgents admit, but 
they profess that it alarms them not at 
all. When Maceo passed through Hayana 
Proyince to the west and Weyler Station- 
ed 10,000 men along the 21 miles from 
Muriel on the north coast to Majana on 
the south, he cabled to Madrid announcing 
thut the second In command of the rebel 
forces Was penned up In the western pro- 
vince. After staking his reputation on the 
absolute impossibility of Maceo’s crossing, 
he found that detached parties of from 100 
to 300 insurgents were getting through the 
line at will. He then brought all the 
troops from other parts of the Island that 
could be spared, leaving tho eastern and 
middle provinces with forces barely suffl- 
clent for garrison duty and practically 
suspending active operations In all but the 
western province. The concentration raised 
the force on the trocha to 28,000 men, and 
gaye 5000 more for use In flying columns 
acting In conjunction with those on the 
line. The troops were set at work ecrect- 
ing forts, digging trenches and bullding 
barricades The work has been pushed 
night and day, and the best trocha Spain 
has ever built in Cuba now confronts 
Maceo. 

Gomez Is sald ww be willing to bave the 
Spanish troops hold the line until the rainy 
season sets In, by which time they will find 
it a very unbealthy spot, Reports are al- 
ready being recelyed of Spanish soldiers 
succumbing to the heat, and between 
wounded and sick there are fully 15,000 
now In hospitals on the Island. 

The stories about Gomez belong at death's 
door himself are exaggerated.

It Is from the 
Indlans of Naas River, B.C., protest 
ing against the clause in the criminal 
code prohibiting the celcbration of 
potiach The petition state that the 
Indians of Naas have been educated 
in the manners and customs of thelr 
ancestors, Which they hold sacred 
These laws and customs they desire to 
enjoy os their inheritance. In citt 
where civilization is supposed to exist 
churches are numerous, theatres are 
Placed in varlous locations of those 
cities, while saloons multiply in num- 
bers, The petition say “We re 
spectfully submit-that if the law per- 
mits the existence of these, the rights 
of man leading to heaven and hell, 
exactly in opposite directions, the law 
With regard to potlach should be re- 
pealed.”’ 

The petition goes on to say that the 
white man celebrates July 1, May 24, 
and other holidays, without interfer- 
ence, when money is squandered !n 
profusion without any corresponding 
benefit to the poor. When the Indlan 
g0es to the white man’s theatre or 
other public entertainment, he pays 
for the privilege, On the contrary,when 
the Indian gives a dance, all guests 
are welcomed and given a present in 
token of good will The Indian lands 
and fishing grounds have been handed 
Over to others, and yet the Indian does 
not object. He buys a license to fish, 
a right which he previously enjoyed 
unmolested. Over the white man’s 
srave monuments of white marble and 
granite are erected. These cost money. 
When an Indian dies his friends raise 
a large pole over his grave and distri- 
bute his personal property In token of 
Sympathy and good will. This is what 
is termed a potlach, a privilege now 
denied the Indians. The petitioners 
say that the chlef and the only oppo- 
nents of the Indlan customs are the 
missionaries, “who, in endeavoring to 
teach us, are very eager for us to give 
them our all for their benefit,and force 
us to buy all the goods which the In- 
dians want from their stores, where- 
by they &re greatly enriched.” 

The petition concludes by saying that 
under the terms of the union, the Bri- 
tish Columbia Indians were guaran- 
Be rights, and they, therefore, 
é r the repeal of th 1 
the pouAch: e prohibition of 

The report gained great currency 
round the lobbies to-night that Pre- 
mier Bowell had actually resigned the 
Premiership and that Sir Charles Tup- 
per had been entrusted with the task 
of forming a Ministry.

TO CATCH THE FARMERS’ VOTE. 


A Proposition to Reduce the Rates on 
Agricultural Lands in Buglaud 

London, April 20.—In the House of 
Commons to-day Right Hon. Henry 
Chaplin, president of the Local Goy- 
ernment Board, introduced a bill pro- 
viding for the reduction of rates on 
agricultural lands. In the course of 
his speech, Mr. Chaplin declared that 
land was at present taxed out of ail 
proportion to its ability to bear the 
burden. The time has come, he said, 
when land must be relieved; and the 
Government proposed to that end, 
after the close of the financial year in 
March, 1897, instead of assessing the 
whole ratable value upon land, to im- 
pose a tax on only half of its ratable 
Value, allowing the buildings thereon 
to remain assessed at their full value, 
as heretofore, This, he said, would 
cause a deficiency of 1,500,000 pounds, 
which would be met by half-yearly 
payments from the treasury to the lo- 
cal county authorities, to whom the 
sum of 975,000 pounds Is also allotted 
by the budget for the purpose of re- 
ducing the agricultural rating. He 
had no doubt, he said, that the rellet 
under the provisions of the bill would 
go largely to the tenants. oy 

Right Hon. Sir Henry H. Fowler, 
who was Secretary of State for Indian 
in the late Liberal Ministry, said that 
the country had known times of heavl- 
er local taxation than was now &6- 
sessed. The blll offered by the 
sident of the Local Goyernment Board, 
he said, was simply a proposal to haod 
over to a sectional class 1,600,000 
pounds a year drawn from the poc- 
kets of the general ratepayers and 
furnished no real remedy for the pre- 
valent agricultural distress, The im- 
position of local taxation might be un- 
fair, but its untairness was stronger 
against the towns than against the 
country. The bill said nothing about 
Scotland and Ireland, though the lat- 
ter, as was well known, possessed a 
strong claim to a fair share of reli f. 
The Opposition, he declared, would 
meet the bill with most uncomprom|s- 
ing resistance. 

Sir Charles Dilke denounced the 
measure, Which he declared tended to 
increase the existing unequal rating, 
and instead of trying to relleve the 
poor, added to the wealth of the land- 
lords. 

Richard Burdon Haldane, member 
for Haddingtonshire, said that if the 
possibility of such a bill becoming a 
law had been known at the time of 
the last elections th Government 
would not have had a majority of the 
members from the boroughs, He pre 
dicted that In a few years after the 
passage of the measure, should it pass, 
the farmers would not thank the Gov- 
ernment for it, 

John Dillon, leader of the antl-Par- 
nellites, declared that the bill was an 
outrage on Ireland, If it were passed 
Ireland ought to receive from 40 to 60 
cent. of the grant, 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, the 
Liberal leader in the House, sald he 
doubted if the House knew the magni 
tude of the proposals contained In the 
bill. It was by far the greatest fi 
nuncial question that had been opened 
within his experience In Parliament. 
He was astounded by the recklosaness 
and want of consideration with which 
a measure of this kind was flung on 
the floor of the House, It was & gross 
and palpable injustice Sir William 
added that the bill went half way to- 
wards a national poor rate than which 
there Was no greater danger, He pr 
dicted that very soon the Govern 
ment would be unable to resist the de- 
mands that would be made upon it 
and would get the whole way. 

Mr. Chaplin, replying to the critl- 
clams on the bill contended that the 
Unionists had pledged such & measure 
before the elections. Many of the pro. 
posals that the Opposition denounced 
were based on the recommendations 
of their own royal commission Mt 
Chaplin announced that the annual 
grant would continue for five years 
and thereafter Parllament should 
determine

at the ankles, Where {ft ended. 

The rope cut and the coat which 
completely enveloped the head pulled 
away, @ horribly disfigured face was 
revealed. A deep ragged hole through 
the scalp into the brain wags first 
noted, noxt the bruised and blacken- 
ed temple and cheek on the left side. 
A strap about two feet lang and an 
inch wide, had been used as a gag 
and buckled into the mouth and 
around the back of the neck, so as to 
SLread the mouth open to an awful 
degree. In fact, it was next to im- 
pcssible to unbuckle it. 

The shirt being opened at the throat, 
a stab wound about one inch wide and 
very deep was revealed, also bad 
bruises about the entire throat. When 
the mud had been washed away and 
the excited crowd oalmed down, seve 
ermal began to positively identify the 
body us that of Enos Lawrence, a ma- 
chine man recently employed at the 
Holland Furniture Factory. It is said 
that his wife about two weeks ago 
auctioned off everything she had, even 
to clothing, and left the county. 

Deputy Varny started at once for 
Grand Rapids and will arrest the wife 
and her brother at Howard City, where 
they have been located. 


FOUR PERSONS KILLED, 


The Serious Smash of an Immigrant 
Special on the c. P. M. Near Lowell- 
town, Que.-—Three Boys 
From Norway. 


Montreal, April 20,—(Special)—Rather 
a serious accident took place on the 
Canadian Pacific to-day. Beaton's 
immigrant special from Halifax went 
jnto a culvert west of Bridge 203, near 
Lowelltown. The culvert had been 
undermined by water. The engine left 
the rails at the culvert, but she pulled 
box, baggage and two colonist cars 
over. The west end of the third col- 
onist car is hanging over the culvert. 
The report states that the water was 
very high and the opening is about 69 
feet. The train, in fact, is hanging 
open; it being all coupled except the 
sleeper, which was uncoupled and 
moved safely to the rear, Three boys, 
who were standing on the platform 
when the accident happened, were kill- 
ed and their bodies were fastened be- 
tween the platform of the second and 
third colonist coach. Their names are 
Kund Hawarson, 10 years old, going 
to Fisher, Minn., and R. Alfon, 20 
years of age, going to Halton, Dakota, 
and both are from Bergen, Norway. 
There was also a man killed, who Is 
supposed to be from Norway, but the 
name cannot be ascertained, Mrs. 
Moody from London, England, and 
bound for Toronto, was somewhat 
shaken up, but no bones were broken. 
Baggageman Sears Is also badly in- 
jured. The passengers were transfer- 
red and will arrive here early to-mor- 
row morning. Lowelltown is about 
40 miles from Megantic.

A FAIR STATEMENT. 


Major Sam. Hughes, M. P. for North 
Victoria, who is well-known as a stalwart 
Orangeman, has been a very strong 
opponent of Federal intervention in Mani- 
tobo. However, after hearing the subject 
exhaustively discussed in Parliament, Mr.

The Manitoba Acts of 1890 abolishing 
the Catholic schools had been passe d, and 
wore assonted to on March 3lst. Four 
weoks afterwards, on April 29th, L800, 
Mr. Blake pursuant to notice, moved the 
following resolution in the House of Com 
mons ; 

“That it Is expedient to provide means 
whereby, on solemn occasions touching the 
exercise of the power of disallowance, or 
of the appellate power as to educational 
legislation, emporkans questions of law or 
fact may be referred by the Executive to a 
hich judical tribunal for hearing and con- 
sideration, in such mode that the authorl- 
ties and parties interested may be represent- 
ed and chat a reasoned opinion may bo ob- 
tained forthe Information of the Excou- 
tive.” x 

In the course of his speech in support of 
this resolution Mr. Blake not only point- 
ed out it general n rossity but also its 
special applicat ion to the Manitoba school 
case which he foresaw as likely to arise 
undor the acts just passed, Among other 
things he said : 

« At this stage of the session I shalleen- 
deavor to comprise within the briefest 
ossible limits those observations which I 
xave to make in support of the proposition. 
I would say, that recent, current and im- 
minent events have combined to convince 
me that it is important in the public 
interest that this motion should receive 
attention during this session, clse I would 
not have propounded it at this time. . 
The other class of cases}to which my motion 
alludes, is that of the ducationa appeal, 
which arises under section 93 of the Con- 
stitutional Act, and under the analogous 
provision of the Manitoba Constitutional 
Act. Under these clauses 4 limited power 
to make educational laws is granted lo a 
province, provided, amongst other things, 
that nothing therein contained shall pre 

judicially atfect any right, or privilege with 
respect to denominational schools which 
any of the Proyinces had by law, or in the 
case of Manitoba, by practice, at 
the union. There is another class of 
restrictions, which I do not in terms 
touch here, but to which, in cases in which 
an appeal is raised upon them, my obser- 
vations would equally apply. This limit- 
ation upon the power of a province is made 
more effectual by a special provision, giving 
anappeal tothe Dominion executive from 
an act or decision of the provincial legisla- 
ture or authority affecting any right or 
rivilege of the Protestant or Roman 
Batholic minority in relation to education ; 
and whereby also, in case of the non- 
execution by the province of the decision of 
the executive, this Parliament may make 
laws for the purpose of effectuating that 
decision. . . . + I regard it as settled, 
for myself at any rate, first of all, that, asa 
question of policy, there shall be no dis- 
allowance of educational legislation, . . . 
I hold it to be settled that the only question 
which can practically arise within our 
domains are such as may be raised by way 
of appeal under section 93 and the analo- 

us section of the Manitobaact. . . . .« 
Again, when you act on the appellate edu- 
cational clauses, as, for example, in the 
case Manitoba, the very case which is now 
in asense pending, as to whether recent 
legislation be within the limits of the 
rights of the provincial Legislature, and 
whether any relief is due under the appel- 
late clause to those who claim it you have a 
eel question, or rather, in this case,a mix- 
ed question of Jaw and fact; which circum- 
stance it was that induced me to insert the 
word ‘fact’ in my motion, conscious as I 
was that it was only on the rarest occasions 
that any references of that description 
would be necessary. . . . . And, again, 
I for my part would recommend such a re- 
ference in all cases of educational appeal, 
cases which necessarily evoke the feelings 
to which I have alluded, and to one of which 
Iam frank to say my present motion is 
mainlydue. ... . But, sir, besides the 
great positive gain of obtaining the - best 
guidance, there are other, and in my opin- 
ion, not unimportant gains besides, Ours 
is & popular government; and when bura- 
ing 2 aesc arise inflaming the public 
mind; when agitation is rife as to the 
political action of the executive or the legis- 
ature—which action is to be based on legal 
jee obviously beyond the grasp of 
the people at large ;—when the people are 
on such questions divided by cries of creed 
and race; then I niaintain that a great 
public good is obtainable by the submission 
of such legal questions to legal tribunals, 
with all the customary securities for a sound 
judgment; and whose decisions, passionless 
and dignified, accepted by each of us as 
binding in our own affairs, involving for- 
tune, freedom, honor, life itself—are most 
ay to be accepted by us all in question of 
public concern.” 

From all which it plainly appears that 

Mr. Blake was firmly of the opinion that 
the veto power should not be exercised in 
case of an educational act, and that this 
resolution was designed to provide a 
course of submitting all educational ap- 
peals to the courts, with special reference 
to the prospective Manitoba case; and 
that one of the special and statesmanlike 
objects he had in view was that in such 
case there might be the *‘reasoned opinion” 
and sound judgment of a high tribunal 
which would be accepted by the people, 
even when the public mind might be in- 
flamed at political action. Note that 
purpose which Mr. Slake had in view; 
and here let us pause to ask, What possi- 
ble benefit could the country receive from 
an authoritative decision of a high tribunal 
unless the Dominion Government prompt- 
ly proceeded to carry out the direction of 
that judgment ? 

Mr. Blake's resolution passed the House 
of Commons without opposition and thus 
became the policy of the Parliament and 
Government with yh ae to questions 
within the purview of that resolution. It 
was then too late in the session of 1890 to 
pass an act to carry out the directions of 
the resolution, but such act was passed in 
the session of 1891. In September, 1892, 
the Roman Catholic minority of Manitoba 
appealed to the Governor-General for re- 
lief againstthe Manitoba School Acts of 
1800, A date was fixed for the hearing 
and the Manitoba Government notified. 
Counsel for the minority appeared, but the 
Manitoba Government refused to be repre- 
sented. After argumont by the counsel 
of the petitioners, the committee of the 
Privy Council of Canada advised that the 
matter should be submitted to the Supreme 
Court of Canada under the of 1891, 
before referred to. This was done; and 
on app al from the Supreme Court of 
Canada the matter was taken to tho Im 
perial Privy Council, and was there finally 
do ided on January 29, 1895, sustaining 
the appeal of the petitionors for redreas of 
the grievances caused to the minority by 
the Manitoba School Acta of 1890, and de 
ciding that the Dominion authorities had 
con stitutional power to afford such redres 

Thus ph tee y ombraced in Mr. Blako's 
resolution of 1800 had been at rictly pur 
sued ; the decision of the highest court for 
colonial causes had 
remained that the Dominidn authorities 
should « ary out the direc of that 
judgment for the constitutional rolief of 
the Manitoba minority. That the govern 
ment should suddenly desert the policy 
innugurated by Mr. Blake's resolution,

Semt-Contennlal-Iroguols High School, 


This interesting memorial volume, ably 
edited by Adam Harkness, has been pub- 
lished by William Briggs, recording the 
history and progress of the Iroquois High 
School with whica have been identitled 
many names well-known in this district. 
Founded in 1815 the school has always held 
its own in a manner that has characterised 
very few of the educational iostitutions of 
such small towns as Iroquois and it has 
been fortuvate in obtaining so careful an 
historian as Mr. Harkness shows hinself to 
be. In nearly 200 pages of chronicles which 
have been preserved by those interested in 
the locality, and which, while chiefly of 
local Interest, arealso valuable contributions 
to the educational literature of the Province 
in showing the practical example of the 
struggle against dificulties which the 
pioneers of progress were engaged in and 
the seyeral changes of methods which 
have resulted in the still imperfect system 
of the schools of Ontario. 

We find tbat the Rey. Dr. Carman was in 
the early days identified with the school 
and also many of his family and relatives, 
Mr. James A. Carman, an honored graduate 
of Albert College long filled a mastership in 
the school. Major J. Karl Halliwell, of our 
own city, was a pupil there for some years 
and Mr. Jobn S. Carstairs, B. A., now 
Principal of the High School at Stirling 
was an able teacher and indeed the leading 
spirit of the Institution for a considerable 
time before he came to this county. The 
Appendix of the volume contains able ad- 
dresses delivered at the semi-centennial by 
the Rev. Dr. Carman, James A. Caroian 
B. A., and John S, Carstairs, B, A., which 
show both the breath and scope of the 
education there imparted and the en- 
thusiasm with which their old school is re- 
garded by the old pupils. The Ulustrations 
and photogravures are excellent, and other 
Institutions could not do better than 
linitate the energetic example of the 
authorities of this school in thus perpetuat- 
ing old memories, names aud faces before 
it be too late,

To these she would 
write that she was glad to have a dear 
little baby to bring up and call her 
own, not for money's sake, but for 
company. She was dearly fond of 
children, she belonged to the Church 
of England, had a good home and 
would give the child a mother’s love. 
Mrs. Dyer would promise to “‘Take the 
child entirely,”” which was the truest 
words her pen Iindited. 

Mothers who read of her plety, of 
the lovely orchard and playground be- 
fore the house, of the childless, lonely 
man and wife, were never able to 
again see their offspring. They were 
always put off from coming to the 
Dyers’ house by one excuse or other, 
or Mrs. Dyer would move or change 
her name, until the parents, all too 
poor to give much time to their search. 
would abandon their tedious and futile 
efforts. 

Palmer, the son-in-law of Mrs. Dyer, 
has much to explain. It is known that 
he assisted Mrs. Dyer to carry a car- 
pet bag, believed to have contained 
the two last bodies sunk in the river.

After Years of Search a Jorsey clty 
Woman Finds Her Musbaud a 
Mormit in Florida. 


New Smyrna, Fia., April 20.—There was 
a glad reunion in a little cottage across 
the river from this place Friday, when 
Mrs. A, B. Conway of Jersey City, discoy- 
ered in “The Hermit of the Peninsula’ 
her husband, for whom she had been 
searching 15 years. 

In 1831 A. B. Conway, then a thriving 
merchant of Jersey City, mysteriously dis- 
appeared, leaving no clue. Conway was Io 
good clreumstances and lived happily with 
bis wife and child. Detectives searched 
for him nearly a year, and then the public 
settled down to the belief that the man 
had elther been murdered or had wilfully 
left his home. But Mrs. Conway never 
lost faith in her husband. Over and over 
again she asserted that he was allye, and 
that his disappearance was due to no dis- 
Joyalty to her. Despite the objections of 
friends and the protests of suitors, who 
Wished to wed her, Mrs, Conway announced 
her lntention of devoting her life to search- 
ing for her husband. Settling up the busl- 
ess and investing the proceeds, she be- 
gan her quest, accompanied by her little 
sou. She followed clues in many States, 
and even went to Canada and Mexico. Fre- 
quently she seemed on the polut of suCcccss, 
only to have her“hopes dashed. 

Ten days ago, when almost disheartened, 
Mrs. Conway i a message from a 
Jersey City clergyman, who was spending 
the winter at New Smyrna, announclag 
that she might find a clue to her husband 
in Florida, Mrs. Conway immediately 
came south, accompanied by fher sou, now 
4 young man. She reached here Thursday, 
and learned that the man thought to be 
her husband was known as * The Hermit 
of the Peninsula,’ who lived in a lonely 
Spot across the river from New Smyrna.

employee for negligence or misconduct, or 
for any act of omission or commission 
breach of his duty as such officer or em- 
ployee. Where any such action has here- 
tofore been brought against any such 
officer, member or employee, the munici- 
pality may assume the same or the defenco 
thereof, and may pay any damages or costs 
for which such officer, member or employee 
may be or has become liable in respect 
thereof ; this sub-section shall not extend 
to or include a contractor with the corpora- 
tion, nor any such member of Council, 
officer or employee who is such contractor, 
and by reason of whose act or neglect the 
damage was caused, And no municipal 
corporation shall be Jiable for injuries sus- 
tained through the unsafe condition of any 
sidewalk, highway or street during con- 
struction or repair unless negligence or the 
use or employment of improper methods 
onthe part of the corporation in and 
about such work be established.

LIVE STOCK. 

The cattle market Is demoralized, owing 
to the irregularity of the British market. 
Chere has been practically no buying of 
cattle for export yet, and but very fleet 
Space on the boats have been engaged. 
There were about 600 head of butchers’ 
cattle, 500 calves, 25 sheep and 20 lambs 
offered for sale at the East End Abattoir to- 
day. The butchers were present in large 
numbers, and trade was brisk, but the 
prices of cattle were more than a quarter of 
4 cent per pound lower than they were last 
week. The highest price paid during the 
early part of the day did not exceed 3fc per 
Ib, although « few choice animals were 
held for more. Pretty good stock sold at 
from 3c to 3c. and the more common beasts 
at from 2}c to Zhc per Ih. A large calf, some 
three months old, was sold for $12. The 
others were sold at from 81 to 86 each, 
Sheep sold at from fc to be per Ib, and the 
lambs at from 83 to 841.50 each.

The philosophy of 
the matter Is that the flakes of wax 
prevent the “packing,” while the 
honey readily dissovies out, leaving 
passages for the gastric juloe to enter 
the mass of food. The flakes of wax 
are indigestible, that is true, but when 
warmed are perfectly smooth and soft 
and will not injure the most delicate 
membrane; in fact, they act as o@ 
gentle stimulant, and are beneficial in 
some forms of alimentary difficulties. 
The unpleasant symptoms which 
some suffer after eating honey may 
often be removed by drinking a little 
milk.—W. Z. Hutohinson, in Country 
Gentleman.

Cheap Shipping Coops. 


Circular shipping coops give the best 
results. They are strong and dur- 
able, easily and quickly constructed, 
very light, readily handied, neat In ap- 
pearance, least destructive of plumage 
of restless fowls when en route, cost 
but a few cents, and save express 
charges. I make the coops in different 
sizes for pens, trios and single birds. 
Dimensions for larger coops are given 
with the Mustration, Cheap full-width 
unbleached musin {is used for fhe 
cover. A wide hem Its turned down at 
each selvage edge and machine stitch- 
ed, for the drawstring. It is then 
seamed up by machine, for all must 
be made very strong, but the hems are

When 
the fowls are in and ready for ship- 
ment, the drawstrings at top are 
drawn tight, leaving a small opening 
to admit air, food and water. Before 
the muslin cover is seemed up, pockets 
are stitched on the inside of cover for 
corn. Thus is thelr food suppnhed in 
plenty for the journey, and kept clean 
for them. A drinking cup is made fast 
by encircling a pint tin cup with a 
cloth band, the ends of which are 
tacked to one of the pleces of lath.— 
Nellie Hawks, in American Agricul- 
turist. 


About 4 tcr-Swarme. 


The best way I know to prevent 
after-swarms is to have all the bees 
that oan fly go with the first swanm, 
and this is the way I manage it : Have 
all the colonies strong, even if it should 
be necessary to double them up in the 
spring, so that they will swarm at the 
beginning of the honey flow. Then 
hive the prime swarm on the old stand, 
removing the super, if any, from the 
present hive to the swarm; then set 
the parent hive on top of the swarm's 
hive and allow it to remain there two 
or three days. Ail the young bees that 
have been out of the hive, when they 
come out, whl go in below with the 
swarm. About the afternoon of the 
second day, if the colony will have 
become so depleted of bees that they 
will give up swarming a second time 
and will begin to carry out dron«q- 
brood. It is then safe to carry them 
te a new location; they will not swarm 
again, but wil build up a atrong 
colony, and will store some fall honey 
and be a good colony to winter. In 
this way we get extra strong colonics 
that will store more honey than the 
two together would if the queen-cells 
had been cut out. Crowd the brood 
chamber with bees instead of con- 
tracting it—George W. Stephens, in 
Nobraska Queen. 


Coaxing Swarms to Remain, 


Twenty years ago New York bee- 
keepers coaxed absconding swarms to 
remain by this method according to 
the American Bee Journal : We would 
take broom handles amd wrap rage on 
the large end, making a roll about ten 
inches in length, and about three 
inches throurh the centre, tapering off 
emailer at tue ends. The rags we 
would saturate with melted beeswax 
The other end of the handle Ww shar 
pened so as t stick in the ground 
We used one handle for every four 
hives. Nearly every ewarm that is- 
sues wil cluster on some of these pre 
pared sticks. The sticks should be 
wtuck In the ground about four rods In 
from of the hives The scent of 
wax probably kas a good deal to do 
With the bees chuwtering on the rage.

The butchers were present in large 
numbers, and trade was brisk, but the 
prices of cattle were more than a quarter of 
a cent per pound lower than they were last 
week. The highest price paid during the 
early part of the day did not exceed 3¥c per 
Ib, although a few choice animals were 
held for more. Pretty good stock sold at 
from 3c to 3c. and the more common beasts 
at from 2c to Zhe per Ih, A large calf, some 
three months old, was sold for $12. The 
others were sold at from 81 to 86 each, 
Sheep sold at from 3c to Se per th, and the 
lambs at from $3 to 84.50 each.

If a person is very 
tired, “too exhausted to eat,’ it Is as- 
tonivhing how a few tiete of honey 
will act almost Iike ma Almom 
no offect is required to make It ready 
Or assimilation Persons sufferinp 
from some forma of kidney trouble 
will find that honey is a much more 


beneficial food for them than is cane 
suzar 

In eating comb honey many strive to 
rejeot every particle of wax, fearing 
that, as wax {se indigestible, night 
mare and other troublesome conse- 
quences will follow an indulgence in 
warm bisoult and honey It is true 
that bread is more easily digested than 
warm bisoults, as the latter is inclined 
to "pack" in chewing, but [t may eur- 
prise some to know that comb honey 
in really an aid to the digestion of hot 
bread or biscuit. The philosophy of 
the matter is that the Makes of wax 
prevent the “packing,” while the 
honey readily dissovies out, leaving 
passages for the gastric julce to enter 
the mass of food. The flakes of wax 
are indigestible, that is true, but when 
warmed are perfectly smooth and soft 
and will not injure the most delicate 
fact, they act as @ 
gentle stimulant, and are beneficial in 
some forms of alimentary difficulties. 

The unpleasant symptoms which 
some suffer after eating honey may 
often be removed by drinking a little 
milk.—W. Z. Hutohinson, in Country 
Gentleman. 





Cheap Shipping Coops. 

Circular shipping coops give the best 
results. They are strong and dur- 
able, easily and quickly constructed, 
very light, readily handied, neat In ap- 
pearance, least destructive of plumage 
of restless fowls when en route, cost 
but a few cents, and save express 
charges. I make the coops in different 
sizes .for pens, trios and single birds. 
Dimensions for larger coops are given 
with the Mustration. Cheap full-width 
unbleached musin is used for the 
cover. A wide hem ts turned down at 
each selvage edge and machine stitoh- 
ed, for the drawstring. It Is then 
seamed up by machine, for al must 
be made very strong, but the hems are 
not seamed across; simply sew frem

hem to hem, and with needle fasten 
the seam just below lower edges of 
hems. Strong manilla cord is drawn 
into the hems. The mualin case Is 
then placed over the frame and drawn 
tight at both tep and bottom, ana 
fastened at the bottom, This makes the 
floor of the coop doubly strong. When 
the fowls are in and ready for ship- 
ment, the drawstrings at top are 
drawn tight, leaving a small opening 
to admit air, food and water. Before 
the muslin cover is seemed up, pockets 
fre etitohed on the inside of cover for 
corn. Thus is thelr food supphed in 
plenty for the journey, and kept clean 
for them. A drinking cup is made fast 
by encircling a pint tin cup with a 
cloth band, the ends of which are 
tacked to one of the pleces of lath.— 
Nellie Hawks, in American Agricul- 
turist. 





About 4 tcrSwarma. 


The best way I know to prevent 
after-swarms is to have all the bees 
that can fly go with the first swarm, 
and this is the way I manage it : Have 
all the colonies strong, even if it should 
be necessary to double them up in the 
spring, so that they will swarm at the 
beginning of the honey flow. Then 
hive the prime swarm on the old stand, 
removing the super, if any, from the 
present hive to the swarm; then set 
the parent hive on top of the swarm’s 
hive and allow it to remain there two 
or three days. All the young bees that 
have been out of the hive, when they 
come out, whl go in below with the 
Swarm. About the afternoon of the 
second day, if the colony will have 
become so depleted of bees that they 
will give up swarming a second time 
and will begin to carry out dron¢- 
brood. It is then safe to carry them 
te a new location; they will not swarm 
again, but will build up a atrong 
colony, and will store some fall honey 
and be a good colony to winter. In 
this way we get extra strong colonics 
that wlll store more honey than the 
two together would if the queen-cells 
had been cut out Crowd the brood 
chamber with bees instead of con- 
tracting it—George W. Stephens, in 
Nebraska Queen. 





Coaxing Swarms to Kematin,. 

Twenty years ago New York bee- 
keepers coaxed absconding swarms to 
remain by this method according to 
the American Bee Journal : We would 
take broom handles amd wrap rage on 
the large end, making a roll about ten 
inches in length, and about three 
inches throurh the centre, tapering off 
omaller at tue ends. The rags we 
would saturate with melted beeswax 
The other end of the handle ts shar 
pened so as t© stick in the ground 
We used one handle for every four 
hives. Nearly every swarm that is- 
sues wil cluster on some of these pre 
pared sticks. The sticks should be 
stuck In the ground about four rods in 
front of the hives The seent of the 
wax probably bas a good deal to do 
With the bees clustering on the rage

The Price of Sugar. 
(Montreal Gazette.) 

Tho Canadian Grocer, printed at Toron 
to, i article the sugar market, 
points out that a comparison of the Caua 
dian and United States prices, is just now 
poculiarly interesting. ‘The price of granu 
lated sugar to-day, says tho Grocer, ** at 
“tho refineries in Canada is 4}c in ordi- 
‘nary lota; in the United States it is 
“5 5-L6c, or 9-160 more than the prico in

In the United States the duty on the raw

In other words, while the United 
States refiner pays, 


the raw article, the 





huidred pounds of raw sugar ho imports, 
the Cana fan refiner has only to pay into 
he Treasury of his Governmert scarcely 
5Ojc. for every 109 pounds. 

Takiog granulated sugar, the Americans’ 
duty is dc per pound, or 1240 per 100 pounds, 
and 40 per cent,, or neacly 4 per cent. all 
round, The Ounadian duty on granulated 
suger is $1.14. Thi 
of granulated sugar in Now York, is 21 28 
por ceat., or, on the basis for ordinary lots 
in Canada, 21 per cont. 

It will thus be seen that, while the Cana- 
diau refiner pays 28 56 per cent. less duty on 
his raw material than the American refiner, 
the latter, on the other hand, bas about 46hc 

er cent, more protection than the refiner 
in Canada, basing the percentage on the 
marketable price of granulated sugar in the 
rerpective countries, The Canadian refiner, 
too, furnishes a much superior sugar, 

The sugar industry is one that has since 
1878 been an object of continuous attack 
by the Liberel press and speakers in Par- 
liament, There has been no name too 
violent to bo applied to the men who have 
invested their means in sugar refineries. 
* Rinysters,” “robbers,” ‘tariff barons,” 





have becn among the mild expletives 
hurled at them. ‘They were in- 
cluded among the manufacturers 


whose deputation. Sir Richard Cartwright, 
when he was Minister of Finance, consign- 
od to eternal pordition. It has been clear- 
ly understood that when the Liberals get 
back to power, if they ever do, the sugar 
refining industry, which employs many 
hundreds of heads of families in Montreal, 
will be made to suffer. When tho Liberals 
wore last in power the sugar duties they 
maintained had the effect of making it 
cheapor to buy refined sugar from abroad 
than to bring in the raw article and refine 
it in Canada. Possibly that is looked upon 
in Liberal councils as an achicyement of 
statesmanship. It is to be pointed out, 
however, that no benefit can come to the 
Canadian people from any change 
in duties on sugar. As the Grocer, 
which is the leading trade paper in its line 
in Canada, points out, the price of sugar 
is less in Canada than in the United States, 
which has the same sort of a fical problem 
to settle as Canada has, and the Canadian 
sugar is «4 better article than that sold 
in the United States. ‘Then, what the 
Grocor does not point out, because that is 
not its business, the refining in Canada of 
the sugar consumed in Canada, means the 
maintenance in Canada of a considerable 
industry, not only in the refineries them- 
selves, but in the works subsidiary to them, 
such as cooperages, etc. [t means the con- 
surmption of much coal mined in Canada. 
It means the coming to Canadinn ports of a 
large number of ships, which are available 
for the carriage to other countries of 
lumber and other rough freights. And all 
this means omployment for capital as well 
as labor, employment for workers skilled 
find unskilled, and a perceptible measure 
of prosperity to the localities where the re- 
fincries are situated. Wherein, either 
fiscally, commerciilly, industrially or 
frousicat ye can the country be benefitted 
»y sending to control the Government a 
party which wants to change the con- 
ditions under which so satisfactory a show- 
ing is made, not only as regards sugar, but 
as regards almost every other article in 
common, oyery-duy consumption by the 
Canadian people 7

The Board of Health, 


The Board of Health held a meeting 
yesterday afternoon. Present Dr. ‘Tracy, 
Chairman ; S$. A. Moore, R. B. Cooper, 
J. Panter, Mayor Walmsley, R. C. Bune 
and Officer Morton. 

The Board is ready to receive applica- 
tions for the position of a Sanitary Plumb- 
ing Inspector. : 

The Board ordered that fifty copies of 
the clause of the Market By-Law relating 
to and governing the sale of meat be print- 
ed and posted up in and about the market. 

They also decided to compel all milk 
vendors to register thei names and obtain 
permits from the Medical Health Ofticer. 

They recommend the Council to amend 
the Health By-Law by adding special 
clause 15 of the Act relating to the build- 
ing and ventilating of draius and also 
clause 16 relating to the registration of 
plans of drains. 

The Board also recommend that the 
Council furnish the Medical Health Officer 
with a Babcock Milk ‘Tester. 

They call the attention of the Council to 
the necessity of extending Bridge street 
sewer to deep water as soon as practicable. 

They also recommend that the Council 
place in their estimates $100 to be paid the 
Medical Health Officer as his salary.

It will be remembered that a Mrs. 
Sweet at the last hearing testified that Mr. 
Ashley had entered the rooms of one 
“Min” Monahan through an alleyway, 
and that she had herself seen him do so, 
standing at the Globe hotel entrance where 
sho was employed ; that on one occasion a 
raid was made on ‘ Min” Monaban’s 
rooms by a policeman named Hayes, and 
Mr. Ashley, who was present, clambered 
outof a rear window, jumped to a shed at 
the rear and then to the ground, thus 
escaping. 

Hayes refuted all that had been charged 
against Mr. Ashley so far as he knew, and 
gave some evidence concerning the state- 
ments made by the man Orr, who alleged 
to have seen Ashley one evening under 
very suspicious circumstances on the Canif- 
ton road. 

Mr, Phillips was calied to refute the Orr 
story. Heis a horseman. His evidence 
was that the scene as related by Orr was 
almost impracticable. 

Mr. Ashley was called in his own behalf 
and endeavored to prove an alibi, also to 
show that at the time of the Orr incident 
he was not driving a buggy, but had a two- 
whevled cart instead. 

Tt was during the giving of evidence by 
Mr. Ashley that an attempt was made to 
bring in the alienation of his wife's affec- 
tions by a friend, which c¢licited a rebuke 
by the court. 

The prosecution placed on the stand 
Hon. John A, Vandewater, ex-member of 
assembly, brother of Mrs, Ashley, with 
whom she has lived for years past at 
Poughkeepsie. He testified to the ex- 
cellent charactor of the Sweets and of Orr 
at Belleville. 

Mr. Farrington summed up for the de- 
fense, Mr. Morschauser for plaintiff. ‘The 
court rendered its decision as stated in the 
opening paragraph, stating that it was on 
the Orr ovidenco the divorce was granted, 
the other testimony having but little 
weight. Mr, Ash'ey made a brief address 
to the court, by its permission, and the 
caso for the present is closed, It may be 
heard fiom later. .

Mr. McShane followed, “We, the peo- 
ple of Montreal’—as he put it—had 
long enough put up with promises and 
neglect at the hands of the Govern- 
ment, Now, they wanted the cold 
cash. He threatened the Government 
with the political consequences if they 
did not comply with this request for 
@ grant of half a million dollars at 
once, 

Mr, Ives remarked that Mr, Mc- 
Shane was misrepresenting the cliti- 
zens of Montreal collectively, as Pooh 
Bah, being willing to accept cold cash 
by way of a solution for fancied in- 
sults. He himself knew the people of 
Montreal too well to take them at 
Mr. McShane’s estimate, too well to 
belleve that the large delegation which 
was here on Saturday cume to point 
a pistol at the head of the Govern- 
ment and demand that half a million 
dollars be paid immediately. If any- 
thing could justify the suspicion that 
the delegation had politics in view, it 
was the oration of Mr. McShane, 

Mr. Laurier defended Mr. McShane's 
Cbservation as quite reasonable and 
declared the Government’s answer to 
the delegation had been so unsatisfac- 
tory that another deputation had ar 
rived to-day, 

Mr. Cockburn regretted that Mr, Mc- 
Shane had taken so much to heart 
the kindly advice giveh to the dele- 
gates to consult with the promoters of 
the Toronto Exhibition, who had ap- 
proached the Government long before 
on the subject of an international ex- 
hibition in 1897. Toronto's exhibitions

liament. He thought that perhaps the 
two exhibitions could be merged into 
one, to avoid a conflict of interests. 

Mr. Prefontaine, after dinner, con- 
tinued the discussion. He said there 
should not’ be the slightest jealousy 
or Hifeeling between Toronto and 
Montreal. If Toronto wanted to hold 
its agricultural exhibition next year 
Montreal would help it, but Montreal 
intended holding this international ex- 
hibition and counted upon the financial 
assistace of the Government. He dep- 
recated, however, the spirit in which 
The Toronto World had treated the 
matter in its report of the interview 
which the Montreal delegation had 
With the Government on Saturday, 
when it termed the visitors to Ottawa 
as a “deadhead delegation.” 

Mr. Coatsworth corrected the state- 
ment of Mr. Prefontaine that The To- 
ronto exhibition was to be simply an 
agricultural one. It was to be repre-

A new parliament, however, in- 
variably meets to elect its Speaker 
on Wednesday, the formal opening be- 
ing on Thursday, and this year may 
be no exception to the rule. 

Prorogation takes place to-morrow 
evening at § o'clock, but already the 
exodus has set it, and when His Ex- 
cellency sends for the faithful Com- 
moners, there will not be many to re- 
spond to the call. 

Out of the mass of political rumors 
Which are flying around the lobbies, 
it is now possible to state, with a cer- 
tain degree of definiteness, amount- 
ing almost to positiveness, how Sir 
Charles Tupper's Ministry will be 
constituted, 

Firstand foremost, it is about settled 
that Chief Justice Meredith will re- 
tire from the Ontarlo bench to accept 
the portfollo of Minister of Justice. It 
is felt that by securing Mr. Meredith, 
Sir Charles Tupper has played the 
trump card. The Chief Justice is 
known to be a man of consummate 
ability and of high character—a man 
who graces any position which he is 
Placed in. He will certainly be a 
tower of strength to the old war horse. 
The accession of Mr. Meredith to the 
Cabinet follows as a result of the re- 
tirement of Sir Mackenzle Bowell, 
who, although urged by Sir Charles 
Tupper to take the portfolio of Trade 
and Commerce, feels that at his time 
of life he can well be relieved of the 
responsibilities of an Important de- 
partment. Sir Mackenzie may remain 
in the Cabinet without portfollo, and 
be leader of the Senate. 

With regard to Quebec, it may be 
taken as a settled fact that Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Chapleau will leave 
Spencerwood to accept the portfolio of 
Minister of Public Works, Mr. Ouimet 
becoming Lieutenant-Goyvernor. 

If Sir A. P. Caron takes the High 
Commissionership, which is altogether 
likely, then Mr, Angers or Mr. Pelle- 
tier will take a portfolio. The latter 
had a long interview with Sir Charles 
Tupper this afternoon. 

With respect to other Ministerial 
changes, they will not involve any 
further disturbance of the personnel 
of the Cabinet, although there may be 
a little shuffling of portfolios. Mr. 
Dickey will return to the Department 
of Militia, in the administration of 
which office he displayed great ability 
during the few months he was there.

Snes Who illegally obtained ad- 
mission to the country. Chin Yuen 
Sing arrived in Montreal from China 
in 1894 and applied for admission to 
the United States, claiming to be a 
merchant of Hartford, Conn, His 
statement was disproved, and he was 
dcbarred by law. Ultimately, how- 
ever, he succeeded in smuggling him- 
self into New York, but was caught 
and ordered to be deported. His 
friends took the matter to the courts, 
and Chin was held in jail, pending a 
decision. Upon the report of two phy- 
Siclans that he was suffering from 
consumption, he was released on ball, 
and on March 22 it was advertised 
that he was dead. To publish a death 
notice is a most unusual thing with 
the Chinese, but the case was dis- 
missed and not brought up again un- 
til Chin's bondsmen asked to be re- 
leased from thelr responsibility. Now 
the Chinese inspector declares that 
the man who died was Chin Wah 
Sing, who bore no resemblance at all 
to Chin Yuen Sing, and that the latter 
is not dead. Sensational developments 
are promised by the Government, and 
if necessary the body of the alleged 
Chin Yuen Sing will be exhumed and 
brought into court as evidence. If the 
Government establishes its case a 
number of arrests will follow.

Baron Maurice began to put by 
money for his son. From the mo- 
ment of his birth he pald over to the 
boy's account a great part of his 
profits in speculations and Industrial 
undertakings, and when the young 
Baron died, in 1888, at the age of 20, he 
had in his father’s books a fortune 
exceeding $20,000,000, This sum the 
bereaved Baron resolved to devote to 
charities in the nume of his dead son, 

On the adyice of prominent Jews, of 
all countries, the sum was ultimately 
divided into four portions, $5,000,000 
being given to the Jews of Hungary, 
Russia, Galicia and Roumania, the 
countries in which the “Chosen People" 
are most backward, 

It was thought that by educating 
these Jews to be artists, agriculturists 
and so on, the social status could be 
raised and prejudice against them com- 
bated. In Hungary and Galicla the ex- 
periment proved a success, but in the 
cdther oountries It proyed impracti- 
cable. Yet so faithfully did Hirsch 
consider himself a mere executor of 
his son’s supposed will that the ac- 
cruing interest of the unemployed 
capltai is regularly distributed for 
charitable purposes by committees, 
which to this day recelye in Vienna 
and at Buda-Pest 10,000,000 = florins 
monthly; at Cracow 5000 florins; at 
Lemberg 7000, and so on, 

These sums are devoted to the relief 
of the needy, “but principally’ to start 
industrious Jews in business, or to 
prevent ruin, if undeservedly brought 
about. 

This charity has been carried on 
simultaneously with the distribution of 
large sums in cases of sudden disaster. 
For instance, 40,000 florins were contri- 
buted by it for distribution In Tokay, 

The schools of Hungary and 
Galicia were established and 
negotiations were made with Russia 
and Roumania, where similar founda- 
tlons were In progress, when the cruel 
Russian decrees for the expulsion of 
Jews and the heartless manner in 
which it was carried out so impressed 
Baron de Hirsch that he conceived 
the plan of expatriating the victims, 
From that time it was no longer a 
question of Lucten’s original $50,000,- 
000. The whole fortune of the banker 
Was devoted to a colossal plan, 

The Baron made the deliverance of 
the Jews from serfdom the object of 
his life, and though mistakes were 
made in the outset of his scheme, it 
promised success. 

The Russian Government in 1892 
agreed to the scheme of emigration of 
the Jews to the Argentine and Canada 
and other countries, the Baron guai- 
anteeing to expend $10,000,000 on the 
work. The colonies established in the 
Argentine were recently reported to be 
in a flourishing condition, 

Baron de Hirsch spent in charity 
more than the Income of some of the 
smaller countries of Europe. In 1891 
alone he gave away $15,000,000. He 
gave the London hospitals all the pro- 
fits he had made on the turf. He was 
ardently devoted to sport, and at one 
time kept a large racing stud in Eng- 
land. The best horse he owned was 
La Fleche, by St. Simon, out of Quiv- 
er, which he bought at Hampton 
Court, at Her Majesty's yearling sale 
of 1892. La Fleche won the “One 
Thousand Guineas,” the " Oaks” and 
the “St. Leger,”’ and finished second 
to Sir Hugo in the “ Derby.” She also 
won the Ascot Gold Cup of 18%. 

Baron de Hirsch had several horses 
training this season, but none of any 
great promise. His winnings on the 
turf in 1892 were princely. In 1893 he 
won $210,000, out of which the London 
hospitals received $75,000. Baron de 
Hirsch went into the racing business 
because Lucien had done so; besides 
La Fleche, for which he paid $30,000, 
he owned Matchbox, who just missed 
winning the Grand Prix. Lord Mar 
cus Beresford was closely associatea 
with Baron de Hirsch on the turf, 

Hirsch's great estate In Hungary Is 
well stocked with game of all kinds 
There, a few years ago, he received 
the Prince of Wales and a distinguish- 
ed party, whom he entertained § in 
princely magnificence for over @ week. 
The Baron spent several months there 
every year. In London he kept a 
great house in Piccadilly, and also 
cwned valuable property in France 
and Scotland

Venezeulan Matters. 

London, April 22.—The St. James 
Gazette, commenting on the despatch 
to The Times from G. W. Smalley, the 
ccrrespondent of that paper in the 
United States, representing that the 
Venezuelan dispute is still a question 
of great gravity and a cause for 
alarm, says: ‘““The revival of the 
Venezuelan question reminds us that 
even the Wars in Africa are trivial 
compared with the real danger which 
has existed in the west since Decem- 
ber. The American demand that the 
United States shall decide our quar- 
rels and settle our frontier is admis- 
sible, and no amount of talking 
wround the matter will make it any- 
thing else. President Cleveland in his 
Mhessage last December referred every- 
thing to a special commission, and 
then, when it was too late, attempted 
to negotiate. We are now told to be 
prepared for a report that is hostile 
to the claim of Great Britain. What 
will happen then? Elther the Wash- 
ington Government must allow the re- 
port to remain a dead letter or carry 
out its threat to enforce a decision by 
resort to war. There is no reason to 
believe that an attempt will now be 
made to work up an English feeling 
in favor of the surrender of our Goy- 
ernment. This is vain. Our position 
is gimply that British frontier ques- 
tions are matters for negotiation only 
with the parties concerned.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: ‘The 
American correspondent of The Times 
seems to be In a state of undue alarm, 
possibly because Lord Salisbury did 
not accept his plan of settlement.” 

The Globe says: “ All the hopes of 
the weak-kneed, in the compliance of 
Great Britain with the views of the 
United States, are groundless.” 

The Westminster Gazette, says : 
“Except for a petty amour proper, 
there was no reason why Lord Salis- 
bury should have rejected the pro- 
posal for a joint commission.”

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PLAIN FACTS FOR FARMERS. 


The Napanee Beaver furnishes the fol- 
lowing clowr-and convincing reply to 4 
number of assertions made by its local 
contemporary—assertions which are 50 
generally made by the party of untruth 
that we quote the groater part of our con- 

 temporary’s lengthy but able article : 

‘ Now that the goneral olections are draw- 
ing ndéar, some desperate attempts are 
being mado to mislead the electors in re- 
gard to tho N. P. and its workings in order 
to indice electors to vote against it. Ever 
since 1878 that question bas beon an issue 
at every general olection, and every time 
the verdict of the country has been in 

favor of the present protective policy. 

Matters are getting desperate now, and 

some desperate efforts aro being made by 

certain Liberals to mislead the people re- 
garding the actual facts of tho case. 
_ Our neighbor, the Napanee Express, had 

a characteristic editorial last week in which 

a deliberate attempt was made to mislead 

its readers regarding the workings of the 

present Protective policy. To show how 
unreliable such a paper is, as source of 
information, we will notice a few of the 

‘plain facts’ it attempts to palm off on 

the public and the inferences it attempts 

to draw therefrom. How far people can 
rely on such a source for actual informa- 
tion we leave the public to judge. 

The Express cites the following fact as 
one of its horrid examples: ‘‘ Canada’s 
_ total trade per head is less to-day than in 
1874 ; trade with Great Britain was less in 
1894 than in 1874.” 

The *‘ total trade ” in this caso includes 
all imports as well as all exports. The N. 
P. was not intended to largely increase 
our import trade, but, on the contrary, to 
encourage largely the manufacture in this 
" _ country of articles formerly imported from 

other countries. In this respect the N. P. 
has met with fair success, as the following 

"figures will show: In 1874 the total of 


Canada’s exports were valued at $89,351,- 


928 and in 1895 they had increased to 
-$113,638,803. Considering the large de- 
preciation of market values in nearly all 
our exports in that time, these figures in- 
dicate more than double the quantity of ex- 
ports of twenty-one years ago,—a much 
Jarger increase than that of our population. 
On the other hand, our total imports in 
1874 were valued at $128,212,583 and in 
1895 they had decreased to $110,781,682. 
They have decreased about in the same 
proportion as our population has increased. 
That is what the N. P. intended from the 
outset,—increase our exports and decrease 
our imports, and thus turn the balance of 
trade in our favor. In 1874 the balance 
of trade was’$38,861,600 against Canada ; 
in 1895 th» balance of trade was $2,847,- 
121 in favor of Canada. Under which 
_ system will Canada best prosper? 

Look now for one moment the 
success (?) of the Liberal policy from 1874 
to 1879, judged by the same standard; In 
1874, when the Liberal party went into 
power, Canada's total trade amounted to 
$217,565.510 ;in 1879, when the same 
party went out of power, it had dwindled 
down to $153,455,882. That was the 
greatest falling off in the total trade of the 
country there has ever been during any 
five years in the entire history of the 
Dominion of Canada. The exports fell off 
during the Liberal party of five 
years to the tune of over millions ; 
thoy have increased during the N. P. reign 
of soventeon yoars to the tune of over ten 

millions. And yet some raise the cry that 

* seventoon years of has loft 

Canada in & pitiable state indeed !” 

To the cry that our trade with Great 
Britain is leas than in 1874, is the 
answer : Canada’s total exports to Great 
Britain inel874 amounted to $45,003,882 ; 
in 1895 the value had increased to $61,- 
856,000—an increase « good deal more 
rapid than that of our population, especial- 
ly taking the decreased market valuo of 
exports into account. On the other hand, 
our imports from Great Britain, mostly in 
manufactured goods, decreased from $63,- 
076,437 in 1874, to $31,131,737 in 1895, or 
ormore than one-half. This tact simply 
demonstrates that tho N,P. has developed 
home manufactures, and this falling off is 
a healthy indication.

PHOTOGRAPHS THE HEAR?, 


Nikela Tesia of New York Roports Furthor 
Advancement in the Use of 

< Roentgen Rays. 

New York, April 22.—Nikola Tesla, 
who has been quietly conducting a 
series of experimenta with the Roent- 
gen rays, announced that he has suc- 
ceeded in actually seeing the human 
heart. He has obtained a wanderful 
result by the use of a new type of 
fluorescent screen made in his own 
laboratory, which increases the sharp- 
ness of the outlines in a shadow. 

“By the use of this apparatus.’ he 
writes to The Electrical Review, “I 
have been enabled to examine much 
better than before the body with the 
fluorescent screen The vertebral 
column can be seen quite clearly, even 
in the lower parts of the body. I have 
also clearly noted the outlines of the 
hip bones. Looking in the region of 
the heart, I have been able to locate 
it unmistakably. The background ap- 
peared much brighter, and this difter- 
ence in the ‘nt is!ty of the shadow 
and surroundings has surprised me. 
The ribs I could see on a number of 
occasions, quite distinctly, as well as 
the shoulder bones. Of course, there 
is no difficulty in observing the bones 
of all the limbs.” 

Mr. Tesla has also discovered that if 
& sensitive film is placed between two 
Plates of magnesium and copper areal 
Roentgen radiograph will be had after 
a@ long exposure in a dark room. He 
is devoting much time to scientific in- 
vestigation of the warlous effects of 
the Roentgen rays,

London, April 22.—The Dally News 
to-morrow will publish a despatch 
from its Paris correspondent in which 
President Faure is representeti as very 
uneasy, hardly knowing which way to 
turn.

Bourgeois is playing for the retention 
of power, and will be guided entlrely 
by the decision of the Chamber of 
Deputies.

On motion to go into supply Mr. Da- 
vies asked Mr. Dickey whether the 
Government intended to refer the 
Goodwin claim for extras on the Sou- 
langes canal to the oourts before pay=- 
ing it. Mr. Dickey’s remarks on a pre- 
vious occasion had left that impres- 
sion upon the House, but he thought a 
pennite statement should be forthcom- 
nsx 

Mr. Dickey sald the impression re- 
ferred to was the one he desired to 
leave with Parliament, His personal 
feelings on the matter were well 
known, but he could not give the 
pledges asked for. He could not say 
what his opinion might be until after 
he had studied the case. 

Sir Richard Cartwright thought the 
leader of the House should assure Par 
liament that the claim would not be 
pald until the courts had adjudicated 
upon it, 

Sir Charles Tupper could not consent 
to this. : 

Thereupon Mr. Edgar moved in 
amendment to the motion to go into 
supply that the House declare that the 
money in this case should not be paid 
until ordered by the courts. 

Mr, McCarthy sald it would never do 
to allow the Auditor-General or the 
Minister of Justice to be overruled by 
the Treasury Board and the money 
paid after Parllament had been dis- 
Solved. Unless the pledge of referenco 
to the courts was given the supply 
bill would not leave the House to-day. 

After this declaration there was a 
brief consultation amongst the Min- 
isters and Mr. Dickey then rose and 
assured the House that Mr, Goodwin 
would not be paid until the courts 
had pronounced upon the claim, 

Mr. Edgar thereupon withdrew the 
amendment. 

In supply good progress was made. 
On the electric Hghting inspection 
item Sir Richard Cartwright urged 
that the inspection fee be reduced to 

a nominal charge. Mr. Prior said he 
Would look into the matter. 

On the postal items Mr. McMullen 
made a plea for better salaries for 
Village postmasters, while Mr. Me 
Shane protested against the two-cent 
drop postage in cities. With the ex- 
ception of a few items which were left 
over for further explanations all the 
supplementary ¢stimates were passed. 

Before the House rose Mr. Foster 
urged that the main estimates for 
three months be allowed to pass in or- 
der to avoir, if possible, the necessity 
for Parliament meeting in July, which 
would be expensive and inconvenient. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said it was 
utterly impossible to accede to the re- 
quest, it was most reasonable. 

Therewith the matter dropped. 

At 3 o'clock the House re-assembled 
“nd at once proceeded to concur in the 
supplementary estimates, Before the 
item of $1,000,000 for arms and ammu- 
nition was concurred in, Mr. Rinfret, 
seconded by Mr. Legris, moved in 
amendment that the item be not con- 
curred in, but that “this House re- 
Srets that the Government, without 
the authority of Parliament, has en- 
tered into contracts for the purchase 
of arms and equipments to the amount 
of nearly two million dollars,” 

The House divided on the amend- 
ment, which was defeated by 67 nays 
to 35 yeas. Messrs, McCarthy and 
Stubbs voted with the Opposition and 
Mrs. Wallace with the Government, 

Messrs. Edgar and Campbell hay- 
ing objected to the item of $7600 for 
deepening the entrance to the Beau- 
harnols canal, Mr. Haggart explained 
that the work had been undertaken 
at the express request of the Board of 
Trade of Montreal and forwarders of 
the St, Lawrence, as a work of abso- 
lute necessity. 

Mr. Tarte remarked that he had been 
lately in Beauharnols and had been in- 
formed that this expenditure wag for 
political purposes.

ntlemen of the House of Commons, I 
baye to thank you for the supplementary 
provision you have made for carrying on 
the services of the current yeur. 

Hon Gentiomen of the Senate : 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons ; 

Inasmuch as In the opinion of my adyls- 
ers it is desirable that the judgment of 
the people upon the questions which now 
engage public attention should be obtained 
at an early day, I have to announce my 
intention of causing this Parilament to be 
Immediately dissolved, 

The guns boomed once more from 
Nepean Point and the seventh Par- 
liament of the Dominion was at an 
end.

Sir John Carling, 
who long ago announced his intention 
to retire from active political life,was 
to-da ycalled to the Senate and took his 
seat in the Upper House this after- 
noon, Accompanying him was another 
member of the Commons—Thomas 
Temple—for many years member for 
York, N.B, 

From this time out both parties de- 
vote themselves strenuously perfecting 
thelr arrangement for the great fight. 
Most of the Ministers will be here two 
or three weeks yet, and not until about 
a month before polling will the actual 
field work commence. Considerable 
crganization work ig yet to be under= 
tuken by the Liberals and Conserva- 
tives. Many constituencies are yet to 
hold their nomination conventions, but 
before the Queen's Birthday the coun- 
try will know pretty well who the can- 
didates are to be. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell attended the 
annual banquet of the St. George's So- 
ciety to-night. Replying to the toast 
of the Parliament of Canada, he re- 
ferred in humorous terms to the ses- 
sion just closed. He ventured the as- 
sertion that no Parliament had sat so 
many hours continuously, had had s0 
many sleepless nights, and had done 
so little work. (Laughter.) Referring 
to the progress and development of 
Canada, he sald much had been accom- 
plished since confederation, but much 
remained to be done. He spoke of the 
imporantce of England and her colo- 
nies coming closer together. He did 
not yet know if he would go to Eng- 
land as Canada's representative at the 
conference on the Pacific cable ques- 
tion, but, whoever went,he would seek to 
impress upon them the great import- 
ance of that project.

For muny days Mr, Depew 
‘studying over what Is to be heralded 
os his greatest epigram It must not 
be more than a dozen words In length, 
and it must express the master 
thought of a master mind. All this 
famous talker's eloquence,all his learn- 
ing and all his ready wit must be con- 
contrated In the one sentence. 

The object of sending this message 
is to demonstrate the triumph of clec- 
tricity over distance. Telegraph wires 
and cables reach now to nearly all 
Tairts of the world, and some of them 
make single jumps of hundreds of 
miles, but everywhere throughout the 
telegraph and cable system there are 
unavoldable relays, and messages are 
often repeated before they rcach their 
destination. 

With the power of Niagara Falls the 
greatest electric power in the world 
is generated for the purpose of distrib- 
uting it to many points. Wlectricians 
have sald that long-distance transmis- 
sion of electricity is impossible. Nicola 
Tesla said he would prove that it was 
possible, and the Niagara Power Com- 
pany backed him with millions of dol- 
lars, 

The wonderful exposition of all the 
newest things in electricity opens in 
Madison Square Garden May 4,and the 
electric power generated at Niagara 
Falls will be transmitted to New York 
On ordinary telegraph wires of the 
Western Union Company. It will be 
made to demonstrate that 475 miles is 
comparatively nothing for electricity to 
jump. 

Then Dr. Depew will make the great 
trial of sending one continuous cur- 
rent around the world, or as nearly 
around the werld as the cable lines will 
permit. His message, addressed to 
either B. D, Adams or F. W. Hawley 
of the Niagara corporation, will be te- 
legraphed from Madison Square Gar- 
den over 24,000 miles of cable and be 
received again in the same room, ac- 
companied by the certificates of tele- 
graph managers at the various points 
of land it touches. The electric tour 
will be over in a very few minutes, 
but just how long it is impossible to 
Bay. 

The message leaving New York will 
go over the Western Union cable to 
Penzance, England, thence onward to 
Lisbon, and undermeath the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, coming to dry land again 
at Suez, to run along the famous can- 
al, and then diving under the Red Sea 
to emerge at Aden. There, borne 
along by the power of the Niagara, it 
will pass under the Indian Ocean to 
Bombay, across India to Madras, and 
under water again to Singapore, on 
the Malay peninsula. The next place 
it will be heard of Is in a desolate spot 
on the northern shore of Australia, 
and then in Melbourne and Sydney. 

If there Was a cable under the Pa- 
ciflo Ocean, Dr. Depew's epigram could 
make a circuit of the world complete 
by a long dive under the sea to San 
Francisco; but that cannot be done, 
So the message will rebound on its 
trail, and by running along the east 
coast of Africa reach Cape Town. Then 
it will jump to Lisbon again and start 
across the Atlantic Ocean to Pernam- 
buco, Brazil. South America will be 
the last continent touched, and with 
one more flash under the seas it will 
be back in New York. 

“Dr. Depew was selected to send 
this message,” said Mr. Hawley yes- 
terday, ‘“ because his fame has spread 
throughout the world more, perhaps, 
than that of any living American. We 
concluded,too that if he could not 
clear the track for a grand flying tour 
of the world then no one else could. 
The various telegraph and cable com- 
panies have generously entered ‘nto 
the project, and the message will dem- 
onstrate the great power of electricity 
In this direction.”

TWO LIVES EXTINGUISHED, 
Both Were Wife Murderers and the 


Method Was Electrecution. 

Sing Sing, N.Y., April 23.—There was 
a double execution at the State pris- 
on here this morning. The victims 
were Louls P. Hermann and Charles 
Pustolka, both of New York City, 
both Germans and both wife murder 
ers. Hermann shot and killed his wife 
during a quarrel on July 17, 1895, and 
Pustolka stabbed his spouse to death 
on Aug, 28 last; because he suspect- 
ed her of Infidelity, 

Hermann was brought into the elect- 
rocution chamber at 11.16 and at 
11.17.30 the current was shot through 
his body. After 50 seconds it yas 
turned off and Dr, Irvine, the phy 
iclan, made an ¢xamination, as a 
sult of which he announced that the 
man was not dead. At 11.19 the cur- 
rent was again turned on at full force 
for five seconds, Another examina- 
tion wae made by Dr. Irvine, followed 
by the other doctors present, and at 
11.21 Hermann was pronounced dead 

At 11.43.20 the signal was given by 
Dr. Irvine, and the current as ap- 
plie@ for 50 seconds. After a little 
more than a minute It was turned on 
again for five seconds, and at 11.46 the 
dcctors declared the second victim 
dead. Both executions were pronounc- 
ed entirely successful

In order to place Canadian butter on a 
better footing in the British market, 
special shipments are made under the 
direction of the Dominion Government 
and sold under the most favorable con- 
ditions, so that the fact has been establish- 
ed that Canadian butter can successfully 
compete with the finest grades of the pro 
duct of the chief dairying countrics of 
Europe. There is now every prospect of 
the butter trade of Canada becoming as 
great a source of profit to the farmers as 
the cheese trade. This is altogether due 
to the wise action of the Dominion Goy- 
ernment, and Mr. Derbyshire, President 
of the Ontario Creamery Association and 
ex-President of the Ontario Creamery 
Association and ex-President of the 
Ontario Dairymen’s Association, and others 
prominently connected with the dairy in- 
dustries have acknowledgod:in the strong- 
est possible terms the great value of the 
service thus rendered to the farmers of the 
country.

By chis means it is proposed to establish 
the special quality of our beef, and create 
a special demand for it. $300,000 will be 
appropriated for this purpose and there 
can be no doubt whatever of the success of 
the undertaking. Provision is also being 
made for incrensed cold storage on the 
Canadian steamship lines in order that our 
farmors may have ample facilities to take 
full advantage of the important trade that 
will thus be established. 

These are only a few of the things doné 
by the Conservative Government for the 
benefit of the farmer.

This offer of the Dominion Opposl- 
tion leader’s the Premier has submitted 
to his colleagues, and no amall amount 
of the time spent in session by the On- 
tario Cabinet lately has been devoted 
to a discussion of the advisability of 
his accepting it. The question was dis- 
cussed at yesterday's Cabinet meeting, 
but when the council rose at 5 o'clock 
Sir Oliver had arrived at no decision, 

The Premier will not give Mr, Laur- 
fer an answer to his invitation this 
week, but he may be expected to fin- 
ally accept or refuse it before Wed- 
nesday next. 

In the event of Sir Oliver going to 
Ottawa, he will not likely be asked to 
contest a seat for the Commons. <Ac- 
cording to Mr. Laurler’s proposal, the 
Attorney-General will resign the Pre- 
miership, and throw the weight of his 
influence Into the Dominion campaign, 
Then, if the Liberals succed to power, 
Sir Oliver will be called to the Senate, 
and take a portfolio In Mr. Laurier’s 
Cabinet. 

Hon. G. W. Ross has also been invit- 
ed to Ottawa, but has not yet decided 
whether he will go or not. If Sir Oll- 
ver accepts Mr. Laurier’s offer, Mr. 
Ross will not, but if Sir Oliver does 
not Mr, Ross probably will, 

If Sir Oliver leaves Ontario politics, 
Hon. Mr. Hardy wil become Premier 
and Attorney-General. 

No matter what decision Is arrived

SKIN GRAFTED FROM HER SISTER. 


Minnic Cotter’s Lite Will Be Saved 
Through the Courage of “inggle-aA 
Yeung Woman's Only Chance. 

New York, April 23.—There was a 
splendid example of sisterly devotion 
and courage at the General Hospital, 
in Elizabeth, N. J., yesterday, when 
Maggie Cotter, a young girl of 16, sub- 
mitted to the process of having pieces 
of skin cut from her body to be graft- 
ed on to places where her older sister, 
Minnie, hud been burned. The girls 
now Lie in the hospital, side by side. 


Maggie and Minnie Cotter live at 253 
Pine-street. Minnie was burned nearly 
@ year age. She was at that time em- 
ployed os a servant in the home of 
Policeman Scully, in East LEighty- 
ninth street, this city. Her dress 
caught fire from a gas stove in the 
kitchen and in a moment she was all 
flames. Before they were extingutsh- 
ed she was severely burned about the 
waist aud hips. 

An aunt of the girl's had Minnie 
taken to St Peter's Hospital, in 
Brooklyn, where she remained until 
last Weduesday, when she returned 
to her home in Edizabeth. At St. Pet- 
er's Hospital the!physiclans told Min- 
nie she could not. hope to recover un- 
til the skin fromm a healthy person 
should be grafted upgn her. Her sis- 
ters voluntee: 1nd Maggie was yes- 
terday the first to umdergo the ordeal. 

Dr. Victor Mraviag, surgeon of th. 
hospital, took charge of the case. Mag- 
Ble was put under the influence of 
ether and the surgeon's knife soon re- 
moved the ptects of skin from her 
body, which were at once tramsplanted 
to the sister's body. 

Dr. Mraviag found it) would endan- 
ger the life of the devoted sister to 
remove enough skin for the entire 
grafting, so he sent ward to two\other 
sisters and her brother. They at once 
consented, and will take their places 
on the operating table, one after the 
other, until the body of their sister, 
where it was burned, is covered and 
her life saved. This will take several 
weeks. When the operation ts finish- 
ed Maggie will be covered with skin: 
taken from every member of her fam- 
iJy except her mother.

THREE PLEADED GUILTY, 


Messrs. Rhodes, Phillips and Farrar Ad- 
mit That They Were Guilty of 
Treason in the Transvani. 


Pretoria, April 24.—Col.Rhodes, Lion= 
el Phillips and George Farrar, mem- 
bers of the Johannesburg Reform 
Committee, who were arrested in Jo- 
hbannesburg and brought here for trial, 
have pleaded guilty of treason under 
the first count of the indictment 
against them. 

The other members of the committee 
jointly indicted with Rhodes, Phillips 
and Farrar pleaded guilty of lese ma- 
jJeste, but without hostile intent 
againet the independence of the Trans- 
voal republic. The case was adjourn- 
ed until Rhodes, Farrar and Phillips 
can prepare and hand in written 
pleas, when the prisoners will be sen- 
tenced. 

London, April 24.—The Times will to- 
morrow publish a despatch from Pre 
teria saying that the prosecution with- 
drew all the counts of the indictments 
except those to which the defendants 
pleaded guilty. Messrs. Hammond and 
Curtis, who are sick and who were re- 
leased on bail, were not present at 
the proceedings. It is expected that 
they will attend Monday. The des- 
patch adds that the prosecution was 
conducted In a fairly dispassionate 
manner and that no vindictive feeling 
was apparent. It 1s understood that 
the defendants were actuated by co- 
gent reasons In pleading guilty and 
that these reasons will be published 
shortly. 


THIS Is A GOOD MOVE, 


American Live Stock Sent to Canniin for 
Exhibition Porposes May Retara to 
the U.8, Daty Free. 


Washngton,April 24.—A bill of much 
interest to Canadian exhibitions and 
hore shows passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives to-day and will undoubted- 
ly receive the consent of the Senate 
and become law shortly. It is a bill 
which deals with a matter brought to 
the notice of the Secretary of the 
Treadury by Mr. S. S, Howland, the 
well-known horseman and the owner 
of the Belwood Stud. Mr. Howland 
desired to send a number of horses 
over to the Canadian Horse Show held 
recently at Toronto, and found that on 
all his foreign bred horses he would 
have to pay duty a second time on 
their re-entering the United States. 
On his representations a bill was draft- 
ed with the following clause: 

"That whenever any article or ar- 
ticles, or live stock, shall be sent out 
of the United States for temporary 
use or exhibition, at any public expo- 
sition, fair, or conference, held in a 
foreign country, such articles shall be 
entitled to be returned to the United 
States, under such regulations as may 
be prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, without the payment of 
customs duty, whether they shall be 
of domestic or of foreign production.” 

The bill was introduced by Mr. 
Adams and passed the House in short 
order. It removes a disability which 
has practically prevented American ex- 
hibitors from being represented at ex- 
Peitions and horse shows in Canada. 


AN QUEBEC VILLAGE RUINED. 


St, Barihbeleml Has Been Devastated by

Quebec, April #4.—News has reach. 
ed here from St, Barthelemi that the 
Inundations have devastated the 
whole village.

Ottawa, April 24.—(Special)h—At  to- 
day's meeting of the Cabinet Sir Don- 
ald A. Smith was appointed High Com- 


missioner for Canada in London,as well 


as a Privy Councillor of the Dominion, 
but not of the Cabinet. Sir Donald 
proceeded to Rideau Hall at & o'clock 
this afternoon, where he was sworn in 
before His Excellency in the presence 
of Sir Mackenzie Bowell, Sir Adotphe 
Caron and Sir Frank Smith. 

Great satisfaction is expressed in the 
city at this appointment. It is ac- 
knowledged that the Government has 
effected a master stroke by securing 
Sir Donald as Canadian Ambassador 
in England. It was thought advis- 
able to make him a Privy Councillor in 
view of the fact that, as High Com- 
missioner, he is brought into confi- 
dential relations with the Government 
and will now be practically one of 
themselves. 

Sir Donald's acceptance of this posl- 
tion disposes of the rumor about Sir 
Adolphe Caron going to England. If 
Mr. Chapleau accepts a portfolio un- 
der Sir Charles Tupper, it ts thought 
either Sir Adolphe Caron or Mr. Oul- 
met will go to Spencerwood. 

Apropos of Mr. Chapleau it is stated 
that no reply has been received from 
him to the repeated messages, asking 
him to return to Canada. He is now 
supposed to be at Atlantic City, N.J. 
It is said that a trusted friend of Mr. 
Chapleau's will go to New Jersey to- 
morrow to interview the Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

Meanwhile there appears to be no 
change in the political situation. Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell is still Premier. 
Your correspondent had a few minutes’ 
chat with him to-night and found him 
as chirpy as ever. Beyond the fact of 
Sir Donald's appointment, he said there 
was nothing further to announce. The 
present uncertainty, however, must 
be dispelled in a few days. 

Sir Frank Smith had a lengthy con- 
ference with the Premier to-night and 
it is not unreasonable to suppose he 
urged decisive action. 

The formal proclamation, announcing 
the dissolution of Parllament was is- 
sued to-day. In terms, it reads as 
follows: 

“Whereas, we have thought fit by 
and with the advice and consent of 
our Privy Council for Canada, to dis- 
solve the present Parliament of Can- 
ada, which stands prorogued till the 
second of June; 

“Know, and know ye that we do for 
that end publish this our royal pro- 
clamation, and do hereby dissolve the 
said Parliament of Canada according- 
ly, and the senators and members of 
the House of Commons are discharged 
from their meeting and attendance on 
the sald twenty-fourth day of April.” 

Fellowing the announcement of dis- 
solution is the order, issuing the writs 
for a new election. Nominations take 
place on June 16th, and the general 
elections on June 23rd. The writs are 
made returnable for the 18th of July. 
Parliament is summoned to meet on 
the 16th of July. 

The Clerk of the Crown In Chan- 
cery is busily engaged issuing the writs. 
Those for the most distant constituen- 
cles will go first.

‘There are several casos at present mn 
the city that have been reported to me as 
typhoid, and the pationts cortainly have a 
fover In the women’s public ward at the 
hospital aro five patients sulloring from 
tho so-called typhoid fever, but after con 
sultation betweon anothor city physician 
and myself we could only satisfy onrsolves 
that ono of the five was typhoid, and that 
patient is a young woman who was brought 
in from the country six weeks ago.” 

Tho doctor further stated that tho 
symptoins of the pationts vy inited did not 
indicate distinctly typhoid fovor. 
The temperature does not chango as it 
yonerally doos in typhoid. Tho pationts 
now under treatment as a rulo sleop well 

and have not the white furry tongue 60 
common in typhoid, Ina majority of the 
cases the pationt has boon woll one day 
and down the noxt, whereas in typhoid the 
) pationt will fool the disease coming on for 
several days. He says not a case that has 
been reported to him is traceable to the 
water supply. Dr. Tracy says che fever is 
more of an intermittent nature. 

‘* What, in your opinion, has caused the 
fevor 7” asked the reporter, 

‘*T believe,” said the doctor, ‘‘ that the 
warm weather that prevailed early in April 
caused many people to throw off their 
flannels and let their fires go out. The 
cool weather following a few days later 
gave several parties colds, causing in 
several instances, especially among chil- 
dren, diarrhwa. Thon the warm weather 
coming before we had had rain fell upon 
the damp earth and in many places heaps 
of refuse and caused it to send forth fumes 
anything but healthy.” 

The Medical Health Officer says there 
are cases of fever in the city that have not 
been reported to him by the attending 
physicians, Yesterday he sent out a fresh 
supply of report blanks to every doctor in 
the city. Another cause the oflicer has for 
complaint is that doctors, when ESPOrengs 
do not give the source of the water supply 
of patients affected or other local con- 
ditions. 

Dr. Tracy has: sent a sample of city 
water to Toronto to be analyzed and he 
telographed to-day for a result of the 
analysis.

to be no doubt that the Premier's resé- 
ignation will not delayed beyond 

Tuesday; indeed, prospects are 

that it will be tendered to His Ex- 
cellency to-morrow. Sir Mackenzie 
ja methodical; naturally before he steps 
out of office there certain things 
he would desire to complete, and the 
past few since Parliament was 
prorogued have been spent in this 
work, But there Is the further fact 
that Sir Mackenzie, Sir Donald Smith 
and Mr, Sandford Fleming have book- 
ed thelr passages for England by the 

Lucania, leaving New York on May 9, 

and he would certainly not leave Can-

D. W. Davis, ex-member for Alberta, 
collector for the Yukon district, with 
headquarters at Fort Cudahy on the 
Yukon River. 

Aleck McKay, retiring member for 
Hamilton, inspector of customs ports 
for Western Ontario, Mr, Alfred Boult- 
bee, the present inspector, being as- 
signed to Mastern Ontario, 

Not until Sir Charles has been actually 
commissioned to form a Ministry will 
the present indefiniteness give way to 
uncertainty. For the present the Sec- 
retary of State says nothing with re- 
gurd to Ontario. Nothing seems to be 
Settled. It Is a question of one man 
coming in and whether that man will 
be Chief Justice Meredith or the Hon. 
G. A. Kirkpatrick is problematical, 
But if uncertainty prevails regarding 
Ontario it js equally so from the Que- 
bec standpoint. ‘The announcement of 
Mr, Chapleau's friends that he will not 
accept a portfolio has upset every- 
body's calculations. There is a pos- 
sibility, however, of his being coaxed. 
Wheth«r the portfolio of railways and 
canals will fetch him remains to be 
scen. Certainly Mr. Haggart will not 
Care to leave the department which he 
had administered so well. A report 
Was current yesterday that Mr. Oui- 
met would quit politics, but this does 
not tally with the fact that the Min- 
ister of Public Works is making ac- 
tive preparations for the fight In the 
Montreal district. Supposing he went 
out and Mr. Chapleau will not come 
in, who would take Mr. Ouimet’s 
place? It must be a man from the dis- 
trict of Montreal. Had Mr. Angers ac- 
cepted the nomination for Chateau- 
guay he would ctrtainly have filled the 
bill, but that nomination has been ac- 
cepted by the Hon. Joseph Royal, and 
consequently Mr. Angers would hayc 
to look elsewhere for a constituéncy. 
It is generally conceded that Mr, Des- 
gexdine will not remain in Federal pol- 
tics. 

The first shot in the campaign from 
a Ministerial standpoint will be fired 
at Montreal on Monday of next week 
when Sir Charles Tupper and others of

Wil! not get through the House this 
Session Its opponents have not been 
making much noise, but they have 
been working hurd and effectively. 
The order book Is crowded with 
amendments, the bulk of them palpab- 
ly obstructive, and more are added 
almost daily. The Government might 
overcome this kind of opposition, but 
public business has got into such a 
tangle that it is already evident that 
some bills will have to be dropped, 
and the Ministers have prac tleally dc 
cided that the Cattle Bill must be one 
of those sacrificed, as the time neces 
Sary to force it through may be more 
usefully employed on measures of 
greater importance and provoking 
comparatively mild hostility. 

The Minister of Agriculture Is nat- 
urally pretty angry over the projected

DESPERATIS BURGLARY. 


Henry Kitchen of Ancaster and Two of 
Mis Family Bound and the 
House Robbed, 

Hamilton, April 26.—(Special)—The 
ccolest and most daring robbery that 
has taken place in some time occurred 
last night In the Township of An- 
caster, about three miles from Cope- 
town, when five masked burglars went 


to the home of Henry Kitchen, and 
after beating, binding and gagging 
the inmates of the house, got away 
with about $350 in money and j-welry. 
About 8.20 p.m. as Gilbert Kitchen, 
the son, was going out of the house, 
two masked men pounced on him, 
threw him down, kicked him and with 
revolvers pointed at his head threat- 
end to shoot him if he made a noise. 
Two more masked men went Into the 
house, and one took charge of Miss 
Kitchen, while the other looked after 
Henry Kitchen, the father, a man 
76 years old. With revolvers at their 
heads they made them sit down and be 
quiet till the other two dragged the son 
into the kitchen. Then the four pro- 
ceeded to tle the Inmates of the house 
up. ‘They tled the son and the father 
to the chairs and then placing the 
backs of the chairs together, tied 
chairs and men together. Then they 
bound Miss Kitchen to a chair, tying 
her hands, feet and waist, They 
brought the ropes with them, and 
during the tying operation pointed the 
business ends of the guns at the three 
and threatened to shoot if either of 
the three opened their mouths or call- 
ed for help, All securely bound, they 
blew the kitchen lamp out. Two of 
the burglars remained with revolvers 
cocked while two more went through 
the house from cellar to garret, ran- 
sacking the entire house. They got 
several gold rings and brooches, a 
gold watch and chain and a number of 
gold pleces and bills. They took sev- 
cral bottles of wine from the cellar. 
The fifth man stood in front of the 
house ready to give the alarm. It 
Was about 11 o'clock before the burg- 
lars left the house and it was some 
time after this before the three became 
extricated, By hard struggling the 
son unfastened the ropes and released 
his father and sister, and after awak- 
ening the neighbors, rode to Jersey- 
ville, where he telephoned to Chief 
Smith. They could not recognize any 
of the marauders.

Former Prime Minister of Cape Colony 
Possed Away Yeaterday Morning at 
the Age of SI-Mix Carcer. 
Sydney, N.S.W., April 26.—Sir Henry 
Parkes, formerly Vrime Minister of this 
colony, dled here this morning, aged 81 

years, : 


Sir Henry Parkes was boro In Warwick- 
shire, England, in 1815, He spent his early 
life in New South Wales, and was after- 
Wirds apprenticed to a mechani trade 
in Birmingbam. In 18389 he emigrated to 
Sydney and engaged tn the ordinary pur 
sults of labor, In 1840 he took an active 
pirt in the election of Sic 
(Viscount Sherbrooke) as a member 
of the Local Legislature for the City of 
Sydney, and soon afterwards he establish- 
ed The Expire, a daily newspaper, which 
he conducted for seven years. In 1854 he 
was clected to the Legislative Council 
for Sydney, In 1861 he accepted the ap- 
polotment of Commissioner for Immigra- 
tion, and was Ip Bngland until the end of 
1882, Soou after bis return to the colony 
he wWus re-elected to the Legislative As- 
sembly, and In 1506 he took office as Co- 
lonia! Secretary, and was the member who 
passed the Public Schools Act of that year. 
In 1872 he was entrusted by the Governor 
with the formation of a Ministry, and he 
bad office as Premier from that date until 
1875. In 1877 he was comuinissioned by the 
Governor of New South Wales to form on 
administration, and became Premler a sec- 
ond tinke. th I8is tie took office as Prem- 
jor for the third time. During bis third 
tonure of office he passed a new education- 
al Inw and an act to regulate the Hquor 
traffic. In 1881 he left New South Wiles, 
under medical advice, on a short yisit 
America and Europe. In America be 
publicly entertained in San Franelsco, Bos- 
ton, New York and Washington, and In 
England be recelyed a marked welcome 
from all classes. In January, 1883, the 
Parkes Ministry waa defeated, aud retired, 
having been In office a little over four 
yours, the longest term of any Australian 
Ministry. In 1887 he formed his fourth 
Ministry, which continued In office until 
January, 1889. During this period he pass- 
ed the Rallway Act. On the resignation 
of Sir Henry in 1889, Sir Robert Dibba 
formed a Ministry -to carry out a protee- 
tHontst policy, which movement only last- 
ed 50 days, when Sir Henry was called 
upon to form his ifth Ministry, which con- 
tinued In office until 1801,. During his 
fifth Miolstry Sir Heury did much work to 
the cause of Australian federation. In 
1890 a conference of all the colonics was 
held lu Melbourne, which agreed to the 
convention of the following year to frame 
a federal constitution, and he was clected 
resident of the convention, In June, 1877, 
jer Majesty conferred upon him the rank 
of IKk.C.M.G,, and in 1888 he recelved from 
Her Mujesty the Grand Cross of the same 
order In 1882 King Humbert conferred

The Havana process for preserving Red and Black Currant Jellies, 


eg¢es is as follows: Take 2 gal. of 
water, 12 lbs, unslacked Iime and 4 
Ibs. salt; stir several times a day and 
then let Ht stand until the liquid Is 
Perfectly clear. Dip off the clear 
liquid, leaving the sediment at the 
bottom. Take for the above amount of 
liquid & oz. each of baking soda, cream 
of tartar, saltpeter and borax and 2 
oz. alum, Pulverize and mix these and 
disolve in 1 gal. of boiling water and 
add to the mixture about 20 gal. of 
pure lime water. This will about fill a 
cider barrel and cover 150 dozen eggs. 
Put the eggs in carefully so as not to 
crack any of the shells, letting the 
water always stand 1 in. above the 
eggs, Which can be done by placing 
a barrel head a little smaller upon 
them and weighting it. The eggs can 
be put in at any time as laid. The 
same liquid should be used but once.

half of the Order for the kindness of the 

tor and people of St. Andrew's churoh 
in throwing open their magnificent oditice 
that they aight worship with them, 

He took his text from Acts 17—26, 
** And hath made of one blood all nations 
of men.” 

He dealt briefly with the creation and 
fall of man. Ho spoke of the city of 
Bethlehom, around which 80 many hallow- 
ed associations cling. Here Jacob's wife 
was buried, David was anointed as the 
future hope of the Hebrew nation, and 
just outside the city limits the shepherds 
first heard of the birth of the Saviour. It 
seems remarkable that the Lord should 
announce the birth of the Saviour both to 
the Hebrews and to the Gentiles of tho 
far east. This was the beginning of the 
great brotherhood of man and tho great 
neighborhood, when old things passed 
away and all things became new. At tho 
coming of Jesus the Hebrews were a 
corrupted and ayaricious nation, caring 
nothing for religious teaching. They were 
amilitary nation and when they heard the 
‘gre! speak, despite their 
aspirations to be freed from the Roman 
yoke, they denounced Him and smote 
Him. The Athenians had no hope of a 
future state, although her sons were 
among the greatest philosophers the world 
ever knew. The Romans in those days 
knew nothing of brotherly sympathy, noth- 
ing of comfort as those in Christ know it. 
Christ teaches us that God is not our king, 
but our father and also how we can become 
His friends and brothers. He taughe 
brotherhood, and illustrated it vividly by 
his parable of the good Samaritan. He 
said all men are brethren and God is our 
father. Men of the world have stood in 
support of this brotherhood. John Knox 
detied . royalty for his people and John 
Wesley preached aud spoke against 
slayery. Abraham Lincoln by writing his 
name set at liberty 4,000,000 slaves. The 
Independent Order of Oddfellows is to-day 
the greatest of all societies aud he spoke 
brietly of the work being done by the 
Order in Ontario. ‘The ritual of the Urder 
is taken from God's word, and no one who 
does not believe in God can become a 
member.

(St, John Sun.) 

Any fair discussion of the Manitoba 
school question leads back to the time that 
Ruport’s Land became a province of Crna 
da. The claim of the minority depends 
upon the compact of union, aud the con 
troversy involves historical questions as 
much as educational policy. 

Manitoba became a province of Canada 
in July, 1870, as a result of legislative 
action by the Canadian Parlioment in the 
preceding winter session, Though the act 
of unlon js an imperial statute the terms 
were adopted by the Canadian Parliament 
on the recommendation of the Government 
of the day. 

Not one member of the Ministry, as con 
stituted in the winter of 1870, ls In the 
present Government. Only one member of 
the council which was responsible for the 
Manitoba Act, is in the present House, 
Only four of the twelve are now living. 

Sfr Heotor Langevin, in his brief speech 
on the Remedial Bill, stated that the com 
pact with Manitoba contained a distinct 
pledge that the rights of the Roman 
Catholics as to Separate Schools should be 
preserved to them. Mr, Mitchell in one of 
his addresses in Northumberland fow 
weeks ago gave still more omphatio testi- 
mony to the same effect. Mr, Aikens has 
not so far as we know, made any statement, 
The other one of the four Is 

SIR LEONARD TILLKY, 

who was in the winter of 1870 one of the 
three most influential members of Sir John 
A. Macdonald's government. With the 
object of obtaining from him a statement of 
his view as to the original compact with 
Manitoba a representative of the Sun called 
upon Sir Leonard on Saturday at his resi- 
dence. 

“ Would you consent to make a state- 
ment based on your own recollection of the 
compact with Manitoba as it bears on the 
school question?” Sir Leonard was asked, 

“T have no objecjion to that,” he replied, 
‘though as I have not qualified myseif for 
discussing the measure now before Parlia- 
ment, I would prefer toleave to others the 
discussion of the details of the Remedial 
Bill.” 

“In my opinion,” Sir Leonard added, ** we 
must, in order to consider the question fair- 
ly, go back to the time of the union of the 
other provinces in 1867, The subject of the 
privileges of the minorities in respect to 
schools was first dealt with by the Quebec 
and London conferences, and the arrange- 
ment with Manitoba was clearly under- 
stood to be on the same lines.” 

** Well, as you were:a member of the Que- 
bec and London conferences, suppose we 
begin with them.” 

“At Quebec, when we were deviding 
which subjects should be assigned to the 
local Legislatures and which should be left 
with the general Parliament, i¢ was pro- 
posed that 
EDUCATION BE GIVEN TO THE PROVINCES, 
Then the question arose at once about pro- 
tection to the religious minorities in Upper 
and Lower Canada, 

“In the olu province of Canada, which 
included Ontario and Quebec, protection 
was afforded by the fact that the minority 
in one part was the majority in the other, 
and any disposition to do injustice in one 
section was thus heldiin check, But it was 
felt that ifeach province were given abso- 
lute power in this matter the minorities 
might suffer. 

*“T may say that the questioa was dis- 
cussed as one affecting the upper provinces 
only, and that it was brought up by Mr. 
(afterwards Sir Alexander) Galt in the 
interest of the Protestant minority in lower 
Canada. He was a member for one of the 
eastern townships, and was regarded as the 
spokesman of the Quebec minority. In the 
convention he was very outspoken and 
emphatic, pointing out that the Protestants 
would object to an arrangement which 
would leave theirschools entirely under the 
control of the majority in Lower Canada. 
After some discussion Mr. Galt proposed 
that the clause assigning education to the 
province should be made to read as follows * 

Sducation ; saving the rights and privi- 
leges which the Protestant or Cvtholic 
minority in both Canadas may possess as to 
their denominational schools at the time 
when the union goes into operation, 

“This was adopted by general consent.” 

** But in London you renewed the discus: 
sion of course?” 

“Yes. When we met there Mr. Galt said 
that he was not yet satisfied that the 
miuority which he represented was fully 
protected, There was no way provided for 
ENFORCING THE PROVISION AGREED ON AT 

QUEBEC, 
He wanted a clause put in to provide a 
remedy in case the privileges were with- 
driwn. So when we reached the education 
clause in the Quebec draft as he had amend- 
ed it, he proposed these additional words: 

And in any province where a system of 
Separate or Dissentient Schools by-law ob- 
tains, or where the local legislature may 
hereafter adopt a system of Separate or Dis- 
sentient Schools, an appeal sha!! lie to the 
Governor-in-council of the general Govern- 
ment from the acts and decision of the local 
authorities which may affect the rights and 
privileges of the Protestant or Catholic min- 
ority in the matter of education. And the 
general Parliament shall have power in the 
last resort to legislate on the subject. 

“In Mr. Pove's confederation docum nts 
you will find this clause reproduced in Mr. 
Galt’s handwriting just as he submitted it. 
Underneath Is given In the original writing 
Sir John Macdonald's memorandum of the 
yote taken on it.” 

Nova Scotia. Yes. 

New Brunswick. Yes. 

Canada. Yes. 

This is part of the 4th sub-section of 43 
clause, 

** At later meetings the provision for the 
protection of minorities was further 
strengthened and expanded, and finally ap- 
scared as you find is now in the British 
North America act. 

“ From first to last the principle of inter- 
ference was pressed by this Protestant 
delegate in the interest of the Protestants. 
But all, both Catholic and Protestants, felt 
that what Mr. Galt was asking was just, 
and that it was the only way In which the 
minorities for which he spoke would feel 
that they might safely go into the union. 

“This, I Suppose, brings us to the Mani- 
toba negotiations,” suggested the Sun. 

‘Yes; I said that the terms of union as 
to schools were In my mina closely connect- 
ed with the condition of the original union. 
The reason is that the delegates from Mani- 
toba, ax I distinctly remember, claimed 
that the minority there should be placed 
IN AS GOOD A POSITION AS TILE MINORITY OF 

ONTAIUO AND QUENDEC, 

“This was agreed on. We went further. 
Because it was doubttal whether the 
achoois of Manitoba could be said to “ exist 
by law” in Manitoba the clause was made 
to read ** by law or practice," In order that 
the minority might be absolutely sure of 
protection, We who were members of the 

jovernment at that time could see no 
reasonable objection to gcanting the same 
privileges In Manitoba that were given In 
Ontario and Quebes, 

“You feel quite certain that the inten 
tion and agreoment was that Separate 
Schools should be granted to the intnority 
if they desired them 7’ 

** Unquestionably Ido, There is no doubt 
about it, I believe that when the measure 
was before Parhament a proposition was 
made to strike the clause out, It was then 
held by the Government that the terma of 
the bifl were an agreement between the 
Manitoba delegates and the Government 
which would not be binding on Manitoba 
unless ratified without change, The pro- 
posed amendment did not recelve strong 
Support and the terma were adopted as pre 
pared.

Bridge wt. was crowded in the 
evening to hear the eloquent speaker, He 
took for his text part of the 15th verse of 
the third chapter of Timothy, ‘The 
Church of the Living God, tho pillar and 
ground of the truth,” 

The church to-day is the contre of groat 
interest, Nearly all who profess Christ as 
their Saviour are saved in the church 
directly or indirectly, Tho workers in any 
community are the workers in the church, 
The church is historically glorious, yot it 
has prophetically a glory that excelleth, 
A groat future is before it. Tho church, 
while divine in its origin, is human in its 
constituent parts. Groat responsibility 
rosts upon its mombors with regard to the 
world which surrounds it. The church of 
the living God shall be a living church, 
the church has a unique testimony, differ- 
ent from that of any other institution. 
Tho church's testimony helps man to 
answor the great question ‘* What must I 
do to be saved?” » One ounce cf testimony 
is worth more than a ton of advocacy. If 
4 minister is nothing more than an adyo- 
cate of Christianity he hd better loave it. 
Testimony is necessary to the propagation 
of Christianity. 

The world to-day would one great 
Sahara without the church. ‘lhe church 
noeds the eye of Christ to seo the moral 
destitution of the world, and we need the 
zeal and self-sacrifice of Christ to carry out 
the work of evangelization. 

Education does not merely mean the 
knowledge that is obtained in the schools, 
colleges and universities. The church of 
God is interested in all branches of educa- 
tion. All who have anything to do with 
the uplifting of mankind are God's teach- 
ers. God's two great text books aro the 
bible and nature. The day is coming when 
the student of the word of God and the 
student of the works of God shall know 
no rivalry, Every service.in the church is 
education, When you turn to Christ you 
begin to learn, Weare being prepared in 
life for the great graduating day. The 
brainy boys and girls of Canada are its 
future hope, 

The church is also interested in Minis- 
terial education, both special and de- 
nominational. Some people talk of a 
union of the denominations, but it is only 
in the air and we will be a long time iu 
heayen before a union takes place. He 
was not so sure that union of the great 
Protestant denominations would be a 
good move. The brightest thing in 
Methodism is its itterpretation of the 
scriptures. Spurgeon said ‘tno one 
church touches the whole circle of re- 
ligion.”” It takes all donominations to 
accomplish the work. Every church must 
look after i‘s own young mon for the 
ministry. Tho colleges of the Methodist 
church throughout the Dominion are do- 
ing a good work, but they all needed 
more money, and he concluded by asking 
the congregation to give liberally to this 
yreal cause, :

So certain are political quidnuncs 
that Justice Meredith is coming in that 
they say he will take hold of the Jus- 
tice Department on Wednesday, and 
it is held to be a sure thing that Hugh 
John Macdonald will become Minister 
of the Interior, There are those also 
who Insist yet that Mr. Chapleau will 
be found In the Tupper Ministry. 

Your correspondent found Sir Mack- 
enzie busily engaged in his office this 
evening clearing away his belongings 
preparatory to quitting active political 
life. He was in great good humor 
and seemed to be working under ex- 
hilatation of a welcome release from 
mental strain, 

"Yes, it is true,’’ he said, “that I 
have resigned the Premiership. I saw 
His Excellency this afternoon and am 
now relieved from the cares of office 
after 18 years of hard work. I think 
I am entitled to a rest and hope to 
spend the remainder of my days qulet- 
ly at Belleville, except when I am here 
attending to my Senatorial duties.” 

In further conversation Sir Macken- 
zic said that Sir Charles had urged 
him to accept a seat in his Cabinet 
and the leadership of the Senate with 
or without a portfollo,just as he might 
choose, but he felt that he could now 
claim to be allowed to retire. 

Sir Mackenzie, his daughter, Mrs. 
McCarthy, and-his little granddaugh- 
ter leave for Belleville probably on 
Saturday. 

The week following, as stated last 
night, Sir Mackenzie leaves for Eng- 
land, It appears that Sir Donald and 
he are the commissioners to the cable 
conference and that Mr, Fleming has 
been appointed technical expert and 
adviser to the commissioners.

Havana, April 27.—The rebels have 
burned all the plantations 
belonging to Pedro 
mas,in the Pinar Del Rio Province,to 
gether with other property. Over 300 
houses and 4,000 bales of tobacco were 
destroyed. The loss is estimated at 
over $1,000,000, that of Murias alone 
being $70,000. The misery resultant 
from the firing of the plantations Is 
terrible. Three thousand persons are 
rendered homeless. They are being 
protected by the Government as best 
they can be, and fed with military ra 
tions. The rebels made an attack upol 
the town of Sitlo Grande Carsagua, 
but were repulsed. 

Maximo Gomez Is reported at Sancti 
Spiritus, organizing his forces for a 
new invasion of the Matanzas and 
Havana Provinces. He is said by 
other reports to have already started 
to march his men in pursuance of his 
purpose of invasion of the provinces 
mentioned.

The 
action taken by the local Board of Health 
in this place is timely, In having all 
factories subject toa proper Inspection, as 
to cleanliness about the premises as pro- 
vided by the Health Act, and should give 
good results. Not enough care has been 
taken In keeping down bad odors, which 
have a tendency to affect the quality of 
cheese ; and it is to be hoped every assist- 
ance will be rendered the proper officers in 
accOmplishing an object of so much per- 
sonal benefit to the public, not only in 
securing a higher price for goods manu- 
factured, but the protection to the public 
health. No doubt to some, who have been 
careless heretofore, the action of tie 
Board may seem. uncated for, but a 
mome:*'e consideration will satisfy an 
one that it is more deserving of commend- 
ation.

Reducieg the num- 
ber of members in the County Councils is a 
inove in the right direction, but whether it 
would not have been better not to have 
broken into a municipality, but allowed 
each tosend a representative with addi- 
tional power of voting, isa question will be 
easier answered after the new Bill has been 
amended several times, as it will in all pro. 
bability be, from year to year, 

In June Rey. Mr. Duprau will have com- 
pleted his term of three years as pastor of 
the Redneryille circuit. It is to fe hoped 
the Quarterly Board will at its next meet 
ing take such steps as are lecessary to have 
Mr. Duprau remain longer, “Without 
doubt the Rev. gentleman fs one of the 
cleverest ministers that has been on the 
clrouit in many years.

* The Globe seeks to justify its course on 
the Manitoba school question on the ground 
that federal action would be an interference 
with provinelal rights, If, however, the 
constitution of Manitoba does not give its 
Legislature the exclusive power of making 
lawain relation to education, it cannot be 
truthfully contended that federal action ts 
any tuterference with provincial rights 
when exercised on behalf of the restoration 
of those privileces of the minority that 
were granted under the constitution. The 
Privy Council to its recent Judgment deals 
with that aspect of the case in the following 
extract: ‘Before leaving this part of the 
case it may be well to notice the arcument 
urged by the respondent, that the con 
struction which thelr Jordships bave 
pub upon the second und third sub-sections 
of section 22 of the Manitoba act is incon 
sistent with the power conferred upon the 
legislature of the province to ‘exolusively 
make laws in relation to education.’ The 
argument Is fallacious. The power con- 
ferred is not absolute, but limited. It ts 
exercisable only ‘subject and according to 
the following provisions.’ The sub-sections 
which follow, therefore, whatever be their 
true construction, detine the conditions 
under which alone the provincial legisla- 
ture may legislate in relation to education, 
and indfeate the limitations on, and the 
exceptions from, their power of exclusive 
<a ‘ 

After giving « detailed account of the dis 
olission and yote on Mr, Oliver's amend- 
nient.to the Separate School clauses of the 
Manitoba act, Sone-ter Scott proceeds ; 

“Tt will be observed that, excluding the 
votes of Catholic members, there was a 
clear majority of Protestants supporting

right to establish Separate Schools: it can- 
not, therefore, be urged that it was by Que- 
bec votes Manitoba's educational powers 
were restricted. Did those members, in 
supporting the rights of the minority, in- 
tend the concession to be only a sham to be 
set aside and violated when it suited a pur- 
pose? I think not. There are many of 
those who voted on the question, for and 
against, still living, to whom, with their 
knowledge of what Parliament intended to 
enuct, and believed it had enacted, the 
hostile attitude of the Manitoba Govern- 
ment must seem unreasonable,” 

It appears that both Mr. Blake and the 
late Alexander Mackenzie, bsing in opposi- 
tion, voted for Mr, Oliver's amendment, but 
Senator Scott says that, by 1875, when the 
discussion on the Separate School clauses 
of the Northwest bill came up, both these 
gentlemen had changed their minds on the 
subject of Separate Schools; and he quotes 
Mr. Mackenzie as follows: 

“For many years after 1 held a seat in 
the Parliament of Canada I waved war 
awainst the principle of Separate Schools, 
[hoped tobe able—young and Inexperienc- 
ed in politics as I then was—to establish a 
pyareno to which all would ultimately yield 
their assent. Sir, it was foun’ to be im- 
practicable in operation and impossible in 
political contingencies.” 

On the 23rd May, 1570, the Toronto Globe 
editorially explained the meantng of the 
education clause of the Manitoba Act as 
follows: 

“Tt is especially enacted that no law shall 
be passed by the Provincial Legislatu e in- 
juriously affecting in auy way Denomina- 
tional Schools, either Catholic or Protest- 
ant. An appeal against any educational 
act that infringes upon this proviso wi!! be 
to the Governor-in-Vouncil, and if powers 
are required to enforce his decision the 
Parliament of Canada may be invoked to 
compel duc compliance by an Act for the 
purpose.” ; 

Sir Jom Macdonald's opinion on the edu- 
cation clauses of the Act were set forth in 
a letter addressed to a member of the Mani- 
toba Legislature in November, 1889, as 
follows :— 

“You ask me for advice as to the course 
you should take upon the vexed question 
of Separate Schools in yiur province. 
Lhere is, it seems to me, but one course 
open to you. By the Manitoba act, the 
provisions of the B. N. A. act (sec. 03) re- 
specting Jaws passed for the protection of 
minorities in educational matters, are 
made applicable to Manitoba, aud cannot 
be changed; for, by the Imperial act, con- 
fining the establishment of the new 
provinces, 24and 25 Vic., ch. 28, sec. 6, it is 
provided that it sha!! not be competent for 
the Parliament of Canada to alter the 
provisions of the Manitoba actin so far as 
it relatis t> the provinee of Manitoba. Ob- 
viously, therefore, the Separate School 
system in Manitob.. is beyond the reach of 
tne Legislature or of the Dominion Paclia- 
ment,” 

After setting forth these »vertiuneut and 
inter sting facts, among otuers, Senator 
Scott concludes with the following ques- 
tion : 

* Are the assurances of Her Majesty con- 
veyed throvgh the Governor-General, the 
declarations of our public men who were 
charged with the making of the “ Parlia- 
mentary compact,” and alt the other proofs 
of our good intentions to grant to the 
minority in Manitobs the reasonable privi- 
lege of educating their own children in 
schools where religious and secular teach 
ing could be unitea, to be now regarded as 
clever deyices to entrap that minority into 
the acceptance of a constitution that might 
afterwards be set aside at the will of the 
majority 

‘Lo this question, is it possible for 
right thinking person to give any 
answer than an emphatic No?

Nef of Johannesburg is included. If 
he is the fifth man the sentence will 
be of no effect in his case for he ts 
now in England. 

No explanation is given in the de- 
spatches of the inclusion of Mr, Curtis 
among the lesser members of the com- 
mittee who were condemned to fine, 
imprisonment and banishment. It Is 
thought, however, that the despatch 
stating that his trial was postponed

London, April 28.—A report is circu- 
lated and generally credited in the lob- 
by of the House of Commons that the 
Colonial Secretary( Chamberlain) ad- 
vised the surrender of Col, Rhodes and 
his comrades to the legal authorities 
at Pretoria, and also advised them to 
enter a plea of guilty upon the assur- 
ance that the Pretoria authorities 
would treat them with lenlency. ‘The 
Ojsposition are framing a series of 
questions to be propounded to the Gov- 
ernment with the object of forcing 
them to make revelations showing pre- 
clsely what part the English Govern- 
ment has played in thé affair. 

The Globe, in an article on the con- 
demnation of Rhodés, Hammond and 
the others to death, says: “The news 
absorbs the entire interest of the 
House of Commons, The consensus 
of opinion is that the condemned men 
are in no real danger, but the feeling 
{s unanimous that in the event of the 
contrary there must be instant war, 
It would be Impossible for even the 
present Government to hold offiee for 
a day if any other course were taken.” 








Mataboles Lowy Augressive. 


Cape Town, April 28.—A despatch 
received from Buluwayo, under date 


of April 27, says the Matabele have be- 
come discouraged at their repeated de- 
feats ig front of Buluwayo, and have 
retreated to a point ten miles from the 
town, 

Later despatches from Buluwayo say 
that a coach load of ammunition has 
arrived there from the south. The 
Matabele were again approaching the 
town, which they were attempting to 
Surround, and also to block the Tati 
road 

Another despatch from Buluwayo, 
dated Monday afternoon, says that 
three impi of Matabele surrounded the 
town that morning, and were defeated 
and repulsed with great loss, The re- 
Sult of the fight, the despatch adds, 
had a good effect in rendering the Ma- 
tabele less aggressive. 





Thelr Execution Untikely. 

Washington, April 28.—No official in- 
formation has reached the State De 
partment of the condemnation of John 
Hays Hammond of California. There 
is a general supposition that the State 
Department fully understands that 
whatever forms may be gone through 
by the Boers to uphold their laws and 
constitution, neither Hammond nor 
his fellow-prisoners will be executed.

ed a decision and looked wise. Mr. 
Lauricr was at that time opposed to A 
Royal Commission, because he thought 
that a Royal Commission might be appoint- 
ed. Thosamo correspondent asks if Mr. 
Laurior did not state in Quebec that he 
would support remedial legislation. — The 
answer is ‘*Yos.” The loader of the 
Opposition frequently repediates  st.te 
ments contained in his speeches which, 
when he suddenly changes his views to 
moot a party oxigency, rise in judgment 
against him. ‘To render repudiation in- 
possiblo in this particular case, seven lead 
ing men in Gaspe, two of them Mayors of 
towns, have taken an affidavit as_to—wiit 
he said at Grand River, jp-tig County of 
Gaspe, on August 24, 1895. Tho aflidavit 
says that at tho conclusion of the leader's 
Speech Dr, Ennis asked him to state 
“whether or not he would support Sir 
“Mackenzie Bowell’s remedial measure 
“were he to submit one to Porliament ?” 
In answer to this question Mr, Lawicr 
“declared with great warmth that he

‘legislation of this kind, he would give 
**such a measure his most hearty support.” 
The next question asked is the} name and 
date of the Quebec paper which guaranteed 
romedial legislation to the bisheps on be- 
half of the Liberals, The paper was 
1 Electeur, the party organ, conducted by 
Mr. Pacaud, Mr. Laurier's right-hand man 
in Quebec, This Mr, Pacaud raised the 
election money in 1891. A great deal of 
the money —the fund reached $500,000— 
was stolen from the Quebec treasury. The 
courts have just ordered Mr. Pacaud to 
refund to the treasury $100,000 which he 
secured out of the Baie des Chaleurs rail- 
way transaction. L’Electeur's statement 
on behalf of the Liberals is as follows :— 
“The Liberal party says to the Episco- 
‘pate ; * We do not believe in the efticacy 
‘‘‘of the mode proposed for the settle- 
ment of this question. We will adopt 
*** another procedure, and we guarantee to 
“Stain your cause.’ The issue of 
lElecteur containing this guarantee was 
that of February 10, 1896.

HANDY FEED RACK. 


When Properly Constructed It Is Said to 
Give Perfect Satisfaction. 


When on a recent visit to Mr. A. J. 
Proctor, near Chardon, O., our atten- 
tlon was called to a novel and con- 
venient device for feeding horses, con- 
structed by his son Lyman, a young 
man of twenty. At our request he 
draughted a sketch of the arrangement, 
which will be understood with the fol- 
lowing explanations: 

A denotes stall partitions. B is a 
rack for hay, and ts hung on hinges at 
the bottom, so that by taking hold of 
the rope (G) and pulling it out of the 
notch in the board (H) the front part 
of the rack may be let down at right 
angles with the back part. The hay 
is thrown upon this lowered part and 
then by pulling the rope (G) It can 
easily be raised to the position shown 
in the cut. At tach end of the rack 
there is a plece of strong canvas which 
serves to keep the hay in the rack 
and also holds the front part of the 
rack when let down, 

E is a feed box eighteen inches wide 


at the bottom; this box runs the entire 
length of the rack. 

D denotes supports for the rack and 
should overhang the front edge of the 
feed box about two Inches. The back 
part of the rack should be nearly per- 
pendicular and set to the extreme front 
of the supports, so the horse will not 
get hayseed in his eyes and mane, The 
space between the bottom of the rack 
and the top of the feed box should be 
about eight or ten inches, so that the 
grain may be fed through this space 
from the front. I is a pulley wheel 
through which the rope (G) passes. Tho 
grain boxes (F) are built under the feed 
box (i); they take up very little room 
and are handy to get at. This device 
gives perfect satisfaction in all respects 
when properly constructed,—Ohlo Far-

Cure for Scours in Calves, 

We have tried pretty nearly overy- 
thing in times past as a cure for scours 
in calves, which, try as we will, are 
sometimes unavoidable, where it Is not 
possible for one person to do the feed- 
ing every time. Even one over-feeding 
will sometimes cause the mischief to 
start. Last spring raw eges were fed, 
three or four times a day, to a calf 
which everything else had failed to re- 
eve. She soon gained strength, She 
could not get up alone at frat, and 
the disease was checked, To-day the 
calf is as strong as any. Very little 
milk is fed while giving the eggs.—Col- 
Rural World

I for one, 
think that each municipality should be re- 
presented by its municipal head, even if 
the munioipalities had to be made larger to 
do it. As the people from all parts of each 
municipality would be brought before the 
municipal Councils on municipal business, 
therefore I think the Reeves of the different 
municipalities would be in a better position 
to govern the county, as they would know 
what the people want or what they should 
have. I think also, thatthe new Act will 
be detrimental to good municipal govern- 
ment, for this reason, that it will be diffi- 
cult to get men to fill the office of Reeve of 
municipality, If he is not worthy to repre- 
sent hisown people at the county board, 
But if the Ontario Legislature is going to 
practice economy, the best place to begin 
would be right at home, by making the 
constituencies larger and thereby reducing 
the number of members fully one-third or 
one-half, and IT buve no doubt that the 
province would be governed just as well as 
it is now, and economy would be practiced 
at the same time.

THER OHEESE OUTLOOK. 


The Prospect Not Vory Lright—Whito 


Cheese Wanted. 


Many of our readers, especially those in 
the farming communities, are greatly in- 
terested in the cheese industry and it is 
our endeavor to give the latest information 
respecting the market value of this im- 
portant article of commerce. 

With this end in viewa reporter called 
upon Mr, J. O. Warrington, of Montreal, 
who isa guest at Hotel Quinte. As is 
well known Mr. Warrington is a large ex- 
porter of cheese and his opivion is well 
worth consideration. When asked what 
the outlook for the coming season was he 
said it was somewhat carly yet to make 
any predictions, however, he thinks that 
cheese will not be as high this season as 
last. He is of the opinion that the market 
will open at about 6 cents. Fodder cheese, 
he says, is not wanted at any price. 
Already two lots have been purchased in 
the western part of the province at 6je. 

Mr. Warrington says the English imar- 
kut is overstocked with colored cheese and 
it is not selling. There is, however, quite 
a lively demand for prime white. 

The conditions haye changed greatly as 
regards buying and selling Canadian cheese 
during the past two years, As it is now 
the Canadian product must be turned over 
in about six months from the opening of 
the season or sold on consignment, as the 
Australian and New Zealand cheese begins 
to arrive on the English market about the 
beginning of December and keeps it liber- 
ally supplicd till the following May or 
June. 

Mr. Warrington is preparing to open up 
his business here for the season again.

Thomas Dickey swore that on the 
afternoon of the, shooting, Thompson 
called. on, him at Fox's lumber, yard 
and, showed him a reyolver, at the 
Same time stating that he intended 
shooting his wife that night. Witness 
denied haying, told. the prisoner that 
Mrs, Thompson had been an inmate of 
a house of ilfame, or ever having 
seen or heard anything detrimenta] to 
her, character, 

Dickey. gaye Mrs, Thompson 
an excellent character and explained 
the baby, deal. She (Mrs, Dickey) 
had received $30 from some one, to 
take the child. Mrs. Thompson took

GOOD EARTH ROADS. 


Facts to bo Remembered by Those Fm 
trusted with Making Them. 


How to make a good country roa’ 
is a problem of widespread interes 
In large areas of the country, common 
earth roads will have to answer all 
purposes for some time to come, In u 
recent number of the Pittsburg Dis- 
patoh, Mr. John M. Burn describes a 
Plan he has followed for several years 
with entire satisfaction, as follows: 

“Cut the ditches down three or four 
feet lower than the roadway, use a 
two-horse scraper to curve the surface, 
and the natural forces set in opera- 
tlon wll do all the rest. The water 
draing out of the body of the road- 
way, the mud surface dries and tough- 
ens as it dries, the eGraper fills all ruts 
and cuts away al vegetation, the sun 
and air dry a hornhard surface; rain- 
sterms simply wash it off olean, and 
in an hour or go after the rain it Is as 
hard as before. I present it as the 
most effective solution of the problem 
of making good country roads with 
little expense. 

“The greater portion of clay roads 
(probably 90 per cent.) are in front 
of farms and owned or rented by peo- 
Ple who do not have the money neces- 
sary to macadamize (stona) them. 
They really cannot afford to do 8, 
and it ts really to thelr assletance IF 
desire to direct these thoughts. This 1s 
ouch a simple matter and so thorough- 
ly effective that I desire you to con- 
elder the analysis. The existence of 
the open ditoh with clean bottom 
gives water a chance to drain out of 
the body of the roadway amd run 
awny. The tough mud worked up by 
hoofs and wheels becomes tougher and 
more compact as it drains frem below 
and dries from above 

"The scraper drawn by two slow 
draft horses attacks the eurflace when 
sufficiently dry, all loose stones are 
moved into the wheel tracks, every- 
thing la moved toward the middle of 
the readwny, no vegetation remains 
between the wheelwaye and the 
ditches, travel compacts the still damp 
material in te new position. A rain 
may soften some of it again. So much 
the better, The scrmper trime 4t amooth 
figain, and about the third time the 
road ts emooth, hari, compact and 
dry, It sheds the water of a storm, 
because of its ourve, and especially 
because of solid, tmpenetratle aunface 
of tough, dry material Thus it re- 
maine and acts until frost ects in. If 
the freeze-up is rapid, the road te all 
right and remains eo i alternate 
freezing am! thawing takes plane It 
will roughen up somewhat, but the 
ditches are at work, and very little 
water can remain in the roadway, and 
the road don't get bad enough tot 
epeak of

The Pall Mall Gazette says:

command overmuch sympathy. They 
had no business to fail as egregiously 
as they did; yet the commutation of 
thelr sentences Is imperative. Their 
death in pursuance of the judgment 
of the Pretorla Court would mean 
war.” 

The St. James Gazette says: ‘ The 
outrageous sentences imposed upon the 
Reformers is a mere bluff to enable 
Piesident Kruger to pose as a mag- 
nunimous executive) but yesterday's 
brutal injustice will still remain to 
deepen the indignation of the country.”

President Kemp's annual address 
was an able exposition of the tariff 
situation. He ‘reviewed the history of 
the association from its inception in 1874 
when a number of manufacturers, 
without regard to party distinction, 
consulted with each other on the ques- 
tion of tariff protection and organiz~ 
ed to save Canadian industries from 
urfalr foreign competition, ‘The ob- 
jects of the association, he said, were 
to secure by all legitimate means the 
ald of both public opinion and Gov- 
ernmental policy in favor of the de- 
velopment of home industry, and the 
promotion of Canadian manufacturing 
enterprise; to enable those In all 
branches of manufacturing enterprise 
to act In concert as o united body, 
whenever action in behalf of any par 
ticular Industry or of the whole body 
js necessary, and to maintain Canada 
for Canadians, 

At the present time, he sald, the 
first duty of those who ‘had Canada's 
interest at heart was to see that the 
cause of protection to our industries 
was hot dwarfed by questions 
of lesser importance, which are 
at the present time occupy- 
ing the immediate attention of a ma- 
jority of politicians. Since the inau- 
guration of the National Policy, there 
were Indications that nearly all poll- 
ticlans were inclined to recognize the 
importance and necessity of a well 
defined, moderate tariff protection 
policy for the welfare of the country. 
The Canadian Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, composed of men of both politi- 
cal parties, who in provincial élec- 
tlons often voted directly opposite to 
the way they vote in Federal politics, 
yet in the Dominion elections all cast 
their ballots for the party that main- 
tains the principle of the Nationar 
Policy. Fiscal policies which are 
most frequently discussed are free 
trade, ‘free trade as they have St in 
England,” tariff for revenue only, un- 
restricted reciprocity, 
union and the National Policy of a 
protective tariff. 

The speaker explained at length the 
effect of the policy of free trade as 
it is in England, where, he said, ‘‘the 
free trade tax gatherer haunts every 
tea table, every candy store, dog ken- 
nel, gun rack, servants’ hall, huck- 
ster’'s cottage, farm house, drug 
store, restaurant, trader's desk, 
and every bank office;" and 
yet free trade as it is in England 
Was put forth to captivate our peo- 
ple. Unrestricted reciprocity, he as- 
serted, was an old and exploded the- 
ory, which has been shown to be 
highly impracticable, and was only 
worth considering by reason of its re- 
cent introduction into the discussions 
of the House of Commor® by Sir 
Richard Cartwright, who reaflirmed 
his belief that the people of Canada 
looked to a policy of continental free 
trade for relief from the existing sys- 
tem of protection. This doctrine, Mr. 
Kemp maintained, could only be held 
by those imbued with pessimism and 
lack of faith In their country. 

The benefits resulting from the Na- 
tional Policy were manifold. One of 
the great results was that manufac- 
tured goods as a general thing were 
as cheap in Canada under protection 
as in the United States, And yet op- 
ponents of the National Policy search- 
ed far and wide for some article which 
might be dearer, and, if such was 
found, raised shouts of exultation and 
declared that everything should be 
cheaper in a young country than else- 
Where, and that under free trade 
everything would be cheaper, “Cheap” 
in that sense was not the word of 
hope or of comfort, but a badge of 
poverty and a signal of distress. In 
no city on the continent of the same 
size could a man with a family live 
as economically as in Toronto. 

The tariff protected Canadian indus- 
tries while not destroying) foreign 
competition, and gave value to many 
home productions, which, under other 
circumstances, would be of little 
worth, As an instance, if the prin- 
ciple of protection as applying to beef 
were abandoned, mammoth establish- 
ments in Chicago would capture the 
market of Canada, and concerns sup- 
plying their products would be start- 
ed In every town and city in Canada 
beside now fairly prosperous butchers, 
driving many of them out of business, 
and giving Canadiang beef ralsed on 
American ranches Instead of that raise 
ed by their own farmers 

After describing the Ill effects of 
the adoption of a free trade policy, Mr 
Kemp gave many examples of the 
benefits derived from the National Po- 
licy, one of the most recent being 
the establishment in Canada of large 
bieycle factories, Which without a pro 
tective tariff would hardly have cain 
ed a foothold in this country It could 
not be demonstrated that the Cana 
dian consumer paid more for minufac 
tured goods, to the extent of the duty 
imposed, than the consumer in coun- 
tries where like induatrial conditions 
prevalled, although labored argument j 
had been udvanced to prove that such 
wis the case 

Kteferring at length to the increased 
prosperity of Canada as evidenced by 
deposits in the banks, capital invested 
in industri the output of Industrial 
concerns, the number of industries 
and in other respects, Mr, Kemp sald 
there could be no doubt that a 
tinuance of the present policy wus if 
the best Interesta of Canada. 

“Some people,’’ sald the speaker In 
conclusion, “are dazzled by the aplen- 
and greatness of American enter 
prise, while they can see no good in 
tHietr own country We admire all 
that ja good and noble, and we admire 
the pluck and progr of 
bor? hey bullt up thelr oun 
try on th principle of America for 
American Let u lmitate their na- 
tional pride ind self-rellunce, but let 
us discountenance any sentiment which 
gveks to belittle our own country and 
its institutions Let us put a pre 
mium on enterprise, and pursue «@ 
polloy which will bring our young 
men to appreciate the greatness of our | 
resources.

The first resolution adopted by the 
association was an emphatic endorsa- 
tion of the Nutlonal Policy, for rea 
sons set forth, as follows: 

“From its geographical position 
commercial environments, the 
Perity of Canada depends 
the maintenance of a fiscal policy 
which will foster agriculture, mining, 
Manufactories and every other inter- 
est. The Natlonai Policy of protection 
to Canddian Industries, Inaugurated 
in 1879, makes the “interests of Cana- 
dians paramour by preventing Canada 
from being made'a siaughtes—market 
for the surplus products of foreign ne- 
tions; has enhanced the national cre- 
dit, and, since 1879, has increased the 
national pay roll by over $40,000,000 
and the products of factories by over 
$165,000,000 per annum, and has also 
increased foreign trade by’ $87,000,000 
per annum. During the past 17 years 
it has enhanced the price of farm pro- 
ducts by preserving the home market 
for the farmer, developed inter-pro- 
Vinclal trade, and welded this vast 
Dominion into a homogeneous whole. 
Nothing imperils the security of cap!- 
tal, or paralyzes industrial or commer- 
clal enterprise more surely or quickly 
than uncertainty in regard to the 
trade policy of the country.” 

Therefore the association placed 
itself upon record as opposed to any 
Change in the present tariff system 
which would imperil’the safety of ex- 
isting Canadian industries and sub- 
ject them to unfair competition from 
foreign manufacturers. It was resoly- 
ed that in the opinion of*the associa- 
tion the prosperity of this country 
imperatively demands a fixed and de- 
finite policy of protection to Canadian 
industries of every kind,from the gen- 
eral principles of which there shall 
be no deviation. 

It was decided to send representa- 
tives to the Congress of British Cham- 
bers of Commerce, which will convene 
In London in June, and the objects of 
the congress, so far as they relate to 
closer relations between Great Britain 
and her colonies, were endorsed by re- 
Solution.

Power of the Sun's Heat. 


Architiects and builders have long 
been aware of the fact that bridges and 
buildings of all kinds expand in sum- 
mer and contract in winter, but no 
scientific observations were ever made 
on that score until quite recently. Ex- 
periments made on tall monuments in 
both this country and Europe during 
the heat of the past summer show that 
the perpendicularity of such structures 
is badly affected by the rays of the 
gun. At one time the Washington 
monument was found to lean nine 
inches out of plumb. This peculiarity, 
it was said, was due to the greater ex- 
pansion of the side upon which the 
sun's rays fell. 


“ Forest Green Finish,’’ 


Women devoted to things artistic are 
reveling in the new green furniture. 
A green room is now quite as necessary 
in the up-to-date house as a deift 
room. The gree nufrniture is made of 
oak, but has what is called the “forest 
green finish.” A card table made in 
this finish, with leaves which fold up 
and let down, Is a convenient bit of 
furniture to own.

Profit in Small Things. 


The heaviest profit is made from the 
@mall things on the farm in proportion 
to capital Invested. The garden pays 
more than the flelds, and the chickens, 
ducks, geese and turkeys give a larger 
profits than the cattle, according to 
the cost of the articles sold. Nothing 
produced on the farm sells at such 
high prices as eggs, and choice poultry 
will sell at all seasons, enabling the 
farmer to have returns from such 
Sources every week in the year.—Crab- 
tree’s Farmer. 

Vyrian Furpte. 

The most oostly and bDrilliant dye 
known to the anclents—Ryrian purple 
—was obtained from a species of sea 
snail It was a liquor contained in 
a vein on the back of the antmal. This 
is said to have been the first color that 
man was able to fix permanently on 
wool or linen. It was applied in the 
simplest possible manner, the fabrics 
to stained being soaked in it for 
many hours. A great many of the mol- 
lusks were required to furnish enough 
of the dye te color a garment, thus 
making the process a very expensive 
one. Therefore the dye was reserved 
for staining the hangings of temples 
and the robes ef priests and kings. The 
hue resembled that of coagulated 
blood, Wool dyed with this stuff sold 
during the reign of Augustus for $180 
@ pound. The law forbade any person 
save the highest dignitaries to wear 
wool so colored.

As has already boen pointed out in the 
Spectator, Sir Richard Cartwright, taking 
mivantage of the fact that there was bare 
ly time, at the close of the session, to pass 
items for expenditure of the most neces 
sary sort, without discussion, objectel to 
the item providing a fund to carry out Mr 
Robertson's and threatened to 
block the whole business it was 
withdrawn. The Government was obliged 
to drop the item, and Sir Richard won a 
great free trade victory at the oxponse of 
the farmers of Unnada. 

In his evidence before the Agricultural 
Committee’ of {he House of Commons, Mr 
Robertson compared chilled beef with live 
eattle. For the six months ending June 
80, 1895, he found that the prime er first 
quality of domestic cattle sold in London 
at $8 per hundred pounds live weight, and 
the price in Liverpool for the same goods 
was $7.43. At the same time in these 
markets hindquarters of beef sent in re- 
frigerators from tho United States sold at 
from $10.50 to $13.50 per hundred pounds 
wholesale. At Birkenhead and Deptford, 
not hindquarters alone, but whole carcas 
es, were sold at $10 to $10.75 per hundred 
pounds. The report of the Seoretary of 
Agriculture for the United States states 
that tho maximam price in England for 
chilled beef from the United States has 
boon considerably above the top prices at 
avy time obtainable for beef from Ameri 
can cattle, killed upon Janding ab the 
abattoirs of either Deptford Birken- 
head. 

It inust be reniembered that Mr. Rob- 
evtson’s schome is for the carrying of 
chilled beef to Kngland—not frozen beef. 
Chilied beef improves en route—to freeze 
beer deteriorates it. The quality of beef 
is also deteriorated when shipped alive. 
Chilled beef and frozen beef are quite dif- 
ferent in quality, and tho difference ig 
especially shown when roasts ure served 
cold. Inthe British market Australian 
frozen beef brought from $6.50 to $7 per 
hundred pounds as against $9 to $11.50 for 
chilled beef. 

Mr. Robertson proceeded in his evidence 
to give the resnlt of the shipment of 280 
good cattle to Liverpool. The beef of these 
cattle was disposed of to the very best 
possible advantage. Mr. Robertson goes 
into the details of the transaction, and 
shows that the total revenue, at Montreal, 
from the shipment and sale of the 280 
cattle was $63.26 per head. He then sup- 
poses the same cattle to have been killed at 
Montreal, and the beef sent to Britain in 
cold storage and there sold in the proposed 
government shops. Be it understood that 
Mr. Robertson went over the ground in 
Britain and made himself familiar with the 
trade and the cufrent prices. He finds 
that, by the chilled beef scheme, the 
wimount realized at Montreal would be 
$51.69 per head, as against the $63.26 
actually realized by the other plan—a 
difference of $18.43 per head in favor of 
killing in Montreal and shipping the beef 
chilled. Mr, Robertson explained that in 
arriving at these conclusions he, in every 
instance, gave the benefit of the doubt 
avainst the chilled meat scheme. 

And this is the scheme which Sir 
Richard Cartwright blocked in the Com- 
mons, While the whole Grit party sat by 
and approved. We do not think that the 
farmers of Canada will approve of o party 
which has deprived them of a profit of 
$18.43 per head on their cattle.

Wo 
had a new ship, the ‘*Norman,”’ the latest 
and finest addition to the ships on this 
service, and being her maiden voyage 
good many seemed to be more than a little 
anxious as to how she would behaye in 4 
blow. Everything went along nicely, how- 
ever, until entering the Bay of Biscay, 
when we got it in real earnest. It was 
blowing very hard and inoreasing 1p 
violence all the time, till it got so bad it 
was impossible to go on dock, the ship’ be- 
ing swept from one ond to the other with 
the tremendous billows. A cow on board

believe, was steaming at the rate of sixteon 

yer hour and making only three 
tiroagh it, so you can easily imagine it was 
far from pleasant. However, the rest of 
the voyage made ample amends for all our 
rough usage and knocking about. Leaving 
the bay we had a fine run to Madeira, 
which is truly a beautiful spot. The 
island rises to a height, I should think, of 


-|.two or three thousand feet, and when first 


sighted looks more like a cloud than any- 
thing I can compare it with. Tho water is 
of a lovely turquoise blue, through which 
you can see to a great depth. Immediate- 
ly after the anchor was dropped the ship 
was over-run with the natives selling their 
wares, which consist principally of lace, 
and wicker-worked chains, sofas, tables, 
&c., whilst all round the ship were a line 
of boats whose occupants seem to make a 
good living diving for coins thrown over- 
board by the passengers. Throw ashilling 
overboard and Lassure you it does not 
sink far before they haye it. Copper coins 
they pay not the least attention to, and 
one chap who stood next to me 
could not make ovt why they would not 
dive for his pennies. The town of 
Funchal isa quaint and rambling place, 
but notwithstanding most picturesque. 
The streets all run up hill and the houses 
are all white, and you see them settled in 
little notches inthe side of the hill, as it 
were, and all over-grown with bright green 
yines. Atnight it is especially pretty to 
see the lights shining out from all the 
houses as they rise from the sea and cover- 
ing the side of the hill, Having taken on 
coal and all being ready we started on 
our long run, about nine o'clock passing 
through several islands of rock standing 
far up into the air. Toneriffe, with its 
huge peak rising 12,000 feet sheer out of 
the sea, was sighted early next morning, 
after which we lost sight of all land for 
somo days, until Cape Verde came into 
view, which, by the way, was our lirst 
glimpse of Africa. We passcl it ata 
distance, I should think, of not more than 
a mile and a half and therefore had a 
good yiew. Here you see the natives out 
seyen or eiglit miles at sea fishing, and un- 
necessary to state they are, indeed, black. 
We could also see the remains of a steamer 
wrecked some years ago just on the poinc. 
It now beganto get decidedly warm and 
from here on till we were a long way over 
the equator it was much too hot for com- 
fort. The sea, some degrees north of the 
line to within a short run of Capo Town, 
abounds in flying fish, porpoises, whales, 
sharks, and goodness knows what all. Se 
that there is always something interesting 
to watch, besides which there is always 
something going on on board. Cricket, I 
think, is the favorite pastime during the 
day, while the evenings alternate between 
dances and concerts. We had one inas- 
querade ball, which was very amusing, the 
large majority of those taking part being 
dependent upon the officers and sailors in 
general for their costumes, &c. After a 
run of sixteen days and some hours from 
Southampton, we were gecting ready for 
going ashore in Cape Town wher we founc 
ourselves in « fearfully thick fog and the 
ship stopped. However, after blowing 
away foralong time we mahaged to geta 
pilot out, and began to steam in very 
slowly, when suddenly the fog seemed to 
roll up like a curtain, revealing Table 
Mountain, with Cape Town nestled at its 
base. The city has a very quaint 
appearance when first seem from 
the waters. The houses are all 
white and are flanked ov all three sides 
by mountains, to the left is the Devil's 
Peak, directly behind and in the centre is 
Table Mountain, whilst to the right is the 
and Signal Hill, aud im- 
mediately in front is ‘lul'c Bay and the 
ocean. The buildings are mostly of old 
Dutch architecture, though they are fast 
giving place to those of modern 
Cape hs itself possesses but little 
beauty, but the suburbs are very fine.

Sir Mackenzie Bowell May Visit Australia 
for a Holiday. 


Ottawa, April 29.—(Spectal.)—Lake 
mariners will be gratified to learn that 
on the recommendation of Hon. Mr. 
Wood an order-in-Council has been 
passed abolishing the fee of fifty cents 
charged to owners of vessels navigat- 
ing the inland waters of Canada for 
entering at or clearing from a_ port. 
The change applies equally to United 
States as to Canadian vessels. 

It is not unlikely that when Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell comptetes his mission in 
London he will proceed to Austra- 
lia on a holiday trip to renew the 
many friendships formed when he was 
there three years ago. 

It Js stated that Judge Gwynne of 
the Supreme Court has decided to ac 
cept retirement on superannuation al- 
lowance. He is to be chairman of the 
commission to revise and reconsolidate 
the Federal statutes. It is ten years 
since the Federal statutes were last re- 
vised. 

The new regulations respecting 
drawback to be allowed on imported 
Indian corn to be _ kfiln-dried and 
ground into meal for human food have 
just been issued. The regulations pro- 
vide that the kiln drying is to take 
place in Canada and under arrange- 
ments to be approved by the Control- 
ler of Customs. 

A. M. Burgess, Deputy Minister of 
the Interlor, returned to-day from Que- 
bec, where he went to witness the ar- 
rival of the first ocean steamer, which 
happened to be the Varecouver, with 
more than 500 immigrants on board. 
Everything in connection with quar 
antine arrangements was found to be 
in splendid order.

McLean and F. Vanbruyssel of Mont- 
real, representing the Franco-Belge 
Steamship Company of Canada, closed 
the contract to-day with the Minister 
of Trade and Commerce for a direct 
line of steamers between Canada, 
France and Belgium. The annual’ sub- 
sidy is $50,000. 

Dr, Montague to-day received a de- 
putation from Three Rivers, which 
asked that an Experimental Farm ex- 
hibit be semt to the Three Rivers Ag- 
ricultural Show this year, and that 
the Government erect a eufitable pa- 
villon in which to place it.
